Guy  Nichols  bought  the  Weedens  Store  in  1945.  A  store  has  been  continuously  operated 
in  that  building  for  198  years.  The  event,  "Nichols  Hardware:  Remembering  a  Lyme 
Landmark,"  was  a  get-together  held  on  June  9,  2006.  People  commemorated  the  building 
as  a  landmark  and  the  business  by  sharing  stories  and  memories.  Featured  prominently 
were  rows  and  rows  of  pies  offered  in  memory  of  the  scrumptious  pies  that  Esther 
Nichols  used  to  sell  at  the  lunch  counter.  Nichols  Hardware  closed  in  2006.  although 
most  of  the  other  operations  in  the  building  continue.  The  Hardware  Store  also  houses 
the  post  office,  a  bank,  offices  upstairs  and  a  now  closed  luncheon  counter  which  is 
where  for  many  years  the  actual  town  business  was  conducted  and  good  (and  bad)  gossip 
was  exchanged.

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DEDICATION  OF  TOWN  REPORT  TO  AMALIA  ("PAT")  GREENWOOD 


Amalia  Greenwood,  "Pat"  to  her  friends,  and  her 
husband  Harley  moved  to  Lyme  in  1966.  They  moved 
to  the  beautiful  white  house  with  cranberry  trim  on  the 
back  of  the  Lyme  common.  Once  here  they  immersed 
themselves  in  the  civic  and  local  church  life  with 
enthusiasm. 

For  many,  many  years  Pat  volunteered  at  the  Lyme 
Library.  Her  husband,  Harley,  was  a  library  trustee  for 
many  years.  Pat  was  a  long  time  member  of  the  Utility 
Club  and  is  still  an  honorary  member.  As  a  property 
owner  on  the  back  of  the  common  the  Greenwoods 
also  belonged  to  the  Lyme  Water  Association  and  Pat  was  a  past  officer.  She  also  was  a 
member  of  the  Pinnacle  Quilters.  She  passed  on  her  quilting  skills  to  the  next  generation  of 
quilters. 

Over  the  years  Pat  and  Harley  were  active  members  of  the  Lyme  Congregational  Church. 
After  Harley  passed  away  Pat  remained  an  active  member.  She  belonged  to  the  Women's 
Fellowship  of  the  Lyme  Congregational  Church  that  ran  the  summer  suppers,  and  the 
Bargain  Barn.  She  was  one  of  the  primary  organizers  and  workers  at  the  Bargain  Barn  up 
through  2005.  She  played  in  the  Lyme  Congregational  Church  Bell  Choir.  She  makes  a 
dynamite  strawberry  pie  that  disappeared  the  moment  it  came  through  the  door  of  the  Lyme 
Church  for  the  summer  suppers. 

In  1998,  Pat  Greenwood  donated  10  acres  which  is  the  heart  of  the  23  acre  property  now 
known  as  the  "Big  Rock  Nature  Preserve"  located  behind  Lyme  Village.  It  is  a  source  of 
pleasure  and  adventure  for  both  children  and  adults  alike  who  bathe  in  its  swimming  hole 
and  hike  through  the  woods  looking  for  signs  of  spring:  the  buds  of  wild  flowers,  tracks  of 
wild  animals  and  freshly  gnawed  trees  evidencing  new  dam  building  by  the  beavers. 

In  2006,  Pat  Greenwood  was  presented  with  the  Boston  Cane.  In  1909  the  Boston  Post 
presented  seven  hundred  gold  headed  canes  of  Gaboon  ebony  to  New  England  communities 
to  be  held  by  the  oldest  citizen  and  passed  along  to  the  next  in  line.  The  Boston  Post 
advertised  this  as  an  example  of  the  vigor  and  longevity  of  New  England  men.  It  took  Lyme 
until  1955  to  recognize  the  women  of  the  town  as  citizens  who  could  be  included  in  this 
tradition. 

Pat  Greenwood  now  lives  at  Wheelock  Terrace  on  Buck  Road  in  Hanover.  We  miss  seeing 
her  walk  to  the  Lyme  Congregational  Church,  the  Lyme  Country  Store,  the  hairdressers,  the 
Post  Office,  the  Bank,  the  Library  and  Nichols  Hardware  Store.  We  would  like  to  thank  her 
for  her  many  contributions  to  our  community.

Stephen  T.  Crary  (1913  -  2006) 

Stephen  Crary  was  a  Protestant  chaplain  in  the  Army  and 
served  in  the  Pacific  from  1942  to  1944.  After  his 
retirement  from  professorship  at  Brown  University,  he 
moved  to  Lyme  in  1971.  He  was  active  in  the  Lyme 
Congregational  Church  and  provided  sermons  during 
minister  absences.  He  participated  in  local  activities 
including  serving  on  the  Lyme  School  Board  from  1976 
to  1979,  as  a  library  volunteer,  and  helping  at  local 
political  events. 


John  D.  Franklin  (1937  -  2006) 

John  Franklin  inherited  the  gift  of  woodworking  and 
crafted  countless  gifts  for  friends  and  family.  He  also 
built  the  house  where  he  and  his  wife  Becky  lived  on 
River  Road.  He  began  volunteering  with  the  Lyme 
Fire  Department  when  he  was  16  and  his  father  Harry 
Franklin  was  Fire  Chief.  John  was  Supervisor  of  the 
Checklist  from  2002  until  he  died,  and  he  used  his 
woodworking  skills  to  build  shelves  and  cases  for  the 
Lyme  town  offices  where  Becky  worked.  He  also 
helped  to  count  ballots  for  every  election  for  over 
twenty  years.

Robert  C.  Gillie  (1935  -  2006) 

Robert  Gillie  was  born  in  New  York  City  and  in  the 
late  1950s  served  in  the  Army  as  a  Russian  interpreter 
in  Berlin.

This  is  a  photo  of  the  Grant  Brook  Bridge  on  Baker  Hill  Road  in  Lyme  Center. 
The  home  on  the  left  is  presently  owned  by  Timothy  &  Margaret  Caldwell.  On 
the  far  left  is  the  steeple  of  the  First  Baptist  Church.  You  can  see  the  western  end 
of  Sanborn's  Mill  at  the  right.  In  1876,  G.  W.  Sanborn  and  Son  established  the 
combination  saw,  grist  and  cider  mill  there.  It  was  located  at  the  junction  of  the 
Dorchester  and  Baker  Hill  Roads.  In  1886  the  Hanover  Gazeteer  reported  that 
they  were  manufacturing  about  200,000  feet  of  rough  lumber,  50,000  shingles, 
grinding  12,000  bushels  of  provender  (livestock  feed)  and  averaging  500  barrels  of 
cider  per  year.  At  one  time  the  mill  employed  three  men.  Operations  there  ended 
around  1924.  The  mill  is  no  longer  there.  The  site  of  the  former  mill  is  presently 
owned  by  Timothy  and  Jessica  Lahey. 
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ABOUT  LYME 

Origin:  The  Town  of  Lyme  is  a  rural  community  located  in  the  upper  Connecticut 
River  Valley  region  of  New  Hampshire,  rising  from  the  Connecticut  River  bottom 
on  the  western  border  to  the  top  of  Smarts  Mountain  in  the  northeast  corner  of 
Lyme  at  3,238  feet.  Lyme  was  chartered  in  1761  with  the  first  settlers  arriving  in 
1764  and  the  first  Town  Meeting  convened  in  1769.  Some  think  Lyme's  name 
came  from  Old  Lyme,  Connecticut,  which  lies  at  the  mouth  of  the  Connecticut 
River  and  others  mention  Lyme  Regis,  England.  The  spelling  on  the  original  1761 
charter  of  "Lime"  has  been  attributed  to  an  error  by  Governor  Wentworth's 
secretary. 

The  original  settlers  were  from  Palmer,  Belchertown  and  Brookfield  in 
Massachusetts.  A  great  deal  of  early  settlement  occurred  in  the  mountainous 
eastern  part  of  town,  however,  today  most  Lyme  residents  live  in  the  less 
mountainous  western  half  of  town,  closer  to  the  Connecticut  River.  The 
occasional  apple  trees  and  lilac  bushes  stand  sentinel  near  old  cellar  holes  as 
evidence  of  earlier  settlers  in  the  eastern  part  of  town.  Population  peaked  in  Lyme 
in  1820  at  about  1,824  when  the  hillsides  were  covered  with  sheep  farms  and  then 
fell  to  830  in  1930.  Today  the  population  is  estimated  at  1725  or  32.1  persons  per 
square  mile  of  land  area. 

Demographics,  2000  Census:  The  population  in  Lyme  in  2000  was  1,679.  The 
population  in  2006  was  1724  -  almost  a  3%  increase  in  population  in  six  years.  In 
2000  the  median  age  was  42.6,  with  25.5%  of  the  population  under  the  age  of  18 
and  14%  aged  65  or  older.  The  total  number  of  households  is  678  with  an  average 
size  of  2.5  persons  per  household.  Of  those  households,  475  households  had  an 
average  size  of  3.0  persons.  As  of  April  1,  2000,  there  were  750  total  housing 
units  in  Lyme. 

Geography:  Lyme  contains  approximately  55  square  miles  of  territory:  54.8 
square  miles  of  land  and  0.2  square  miles  of  inland  water.  Lyme  has 
approximately  65  total  miles  of  roads:  Of  those  about  49  miles  are  town- 
maintained.  Lyme  has  28.7  miles  of  paved  roads  and  38.7  miles  of  gravel  roads. 

Lyme  has  several  distinctive  historic  buildings.  Lyme  hosts  a  row  of  twenty-seven 
restored  historic  horse  sheds  behind  the  Congregational  Church.  These  comprise 
the  longest  line  of  contiguous  horse  sheds  in  New  England  standing  today.  Lyme 
boasts  an  1885  covered  bridge,  a  1915  forest  fire  lookout  tower  and  two  early 
nineteenth  century  churches  that  retain  their  historic  character.  When  a  new 
school  was  needed,  Lyme  retained  the  exterior  of  the  1912  schoolhouse  and  built 
new  inside  and  around  it.  The  1839  Lyme  Center  Academy's  restoration  work 
earned  a  statewide  award.  Private  homeowners  have  also  restored  homesteads, 
barns  and  other  agricultural  outbuildings  throughout  the  town.  Despite  changes 
through  the  years,  the  Lyme  Common  in  the  center  of  downtown  Lyme  has 
retained  much  of  its  historic  late  1 9th  century  character  and  charm.

PROPOSED  ZONING  ORDINANCE  AMENDMENTS  -  2007 

ARTICLE  2 

AMENDMENT  #1  -  Amend  the  Floodplain  Development  Ordinance  with  minor  changes 
and  additional  definitions  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  National  Flood 
Insurance  Program. 

"Development"  means  any  human-made  change  to  improved  or  unimproved  real  estate, 
including  but  not  limited  to  buildings  or  other  structures,  mining,  dredging,  filling, 
grading,  paving,  excavation,  or  drilling  operation,  or  storage  of  vehicles,  equipment  or 
materials. 

"Manufactured  Home"  means  a  structure,  transportable  in  one  or  more  sections,  which  is 
built  on  a  permanent  chassis  and  is  designed  for  use  with  or  without  a  permanent 
foundation  when  connected  attached  to  the  required  utilities.  For  floodplain 
management  purposes  the  term  "manufactured  home"  includes  park  trailers,  travel 
trailers,  and  other  similar  vehicles  placed  on  site  for  greater  than  180  days.  This  includes 
manufactured  homes  located  in  a  manufactured  home  park  or  subdivision. 

"Manufactured  Home  Park  or  Subdivision"  means  a  parcel  (or  contiguous  parcels) 
of  land  divided  into  two  or  more  manufactured  home  lots  for  rent  or  sale. 

"Violation"  means  the  failure  of  a  structure  or  other  development  to  be  fully 
compliant  with  the  community's  flood  plain  management  regulations.  A  structure 
or  other  development  without  the  elevation  certificate,  other  certifications,  or  other 
evidence  of  compliance  required  in  44CFR  §  60.3(b)(5),  (c)(4),  (c)(10),  (d)(3),  (e)(2), 
or  (e)(5)  is  presumed  to  be  in  violation  until  such  time  as  that  documentation  is 
provided. 

Item  VII  -  Watercourse: 


Along  watercourses  that  have  not  had  a  Regulatory  Floodway  designated  by  a  federal, 
State  or  other  source  Until  a  Regulatory  Floodway  is  designated  along  watercourses; 

no  new  construction,  substantial  improvements,  or  other  development  (including  fill) 
shall  be  permitted  within  zones  A  and  AE  on  the  Federal  Insurance  Rate  Maps,  unless  it 
is  demonstrated  by  the  applicant  that  the  cumulative  effect  of  the  proposed  development, 
when  combined  with  all  existing  and  anticipated  development,  will  not  increase  the  water 
surface  elevation  of  the  base  flood  more  than  one  foot  at  any  point  within  the  community. 

Item  VIII  -  Special  Flood  Hazard  Areas: 

1.  In  special  flood  hazard  areas,  the  Zoning  Administrator  shall  determine  the  100 
year  flood  elevation  in  the  following  order  of  precedence  according  to  the  data 
available: 
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a.  In  zones  A  and  AE,  refer  to  the  elevation  data  provided  in  the 
community's  Flood  Insurance  Study  and  accompanying  FIRM. 

b.  In  unnumbered  Zone  A  Zones,  the  Zoning  Administrator  shall  obtain. 
review,  and  reasonably  utilize  any  one  hundred  year  flood  elevation  data 
available  from  any  federal,  state,  or  other  source  including  data 
submitted  for  development  proposals  submitted  to  the  community  (i.e. 
subdivisions,  site  approvals). 

ARTICLE  3 

AMENDMENT  #2  -  Amend  the  definition  of  "Lot"  in  Article  II  to  eliminate  the 
automatic  merging  of  contiguous  parcels  with  the  same  ownership  after  March  31,  2007. 

Explanation:  Court  cases  have  shown  that  the  "automatic  merging"  may  not  be 
appropriate. 

LOT.  A  parcel  of  land  occupied  or  to  be  occupied  by  only  one  a  principal  building  and  the 
accessory  buildings  or  uses  customarily  incidental  to  it.  A  lot  shall  be  of  sufficient  size  to 
meet  the  minimum  zoning  requirements  for  use,  coverage  and  area,  and  to  provide  such 
setbacks  and  other  open  spaces  as  are  herein  required.  A  lot  shall  have  boundaries  identical 
with  those  recorded  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds.  Except  in  the  case  of  two  parcels  developed 
with  dwellings  or  other  principal  structures  prior  to  common  ownership,  contiguous  parcels 
of  land  held  in  one  ownership  (except  for  lots  created  by  an  approved  subdivision,  which 
shall  remain  separate)  shall  constitute  a  single  lot  for  all  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  even 
though  the  parcels  comprising  such  lot  may  (1)  have  been  acquired  by  separate  deeds,  (2) 
have  been  described  in  the  deed  to  the  owner  as  separate  parcels,  or  (3)  be  physically 
divided  by  a  public  highway.  A  lot  contiguous  with  a  parcel  held  in  common  ownership 
acquired  after  March  31,  2007  will  not  merge  with  the  contiguous  parcel,  not 
withstanding  the  above,  unless  the  owner  voluntarily  merges  the  parcels  pursuant  to 
RSA  674:39-a. 

ARTICLE  4 

AMENDMENT  #3  -  Amend  Ridgeline  and  Hillside  Conservation  District  map  to  include 
only  those  areas  which  would  be  visible,  if  there  were  no  trees,  from  a  public  road  or 
waterway,  but  excluding  300'  from  any  publicly  maintained  road.  Describe  this 
delineation  in  Article  3.27.6. 

Explanation:  The  revision  is  necessary  so  assist  applicants  and  the  ZBA  in  determining  it 
proposed  improvements  could  be  seen  from  a  public  road  or  waterway. 

3.21.6  Ridgeline  and  Hillside  Conservation  District.  The  Ridgeline  and  Hillside 
Conservation  District  is  hereby  defined  as  comprising  those  ridgeline  and  hillside  areas 
depicted  in  Appendix  F.  This  map  represents  ridgelines  and  hillsides  within  1,000'  of 
the  ridgelines  which  could  be  visible  (without  trees)  from  publicly  maintained  roads 
and  public  waterways  and  including  adjacent  slopes  of  20%  or  greater,  but  excluding 
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300'  from  publicly  maintained  roads.  The  scenic  value  of  Lyme's  ridgelines  and  hillsides 
contribute  significantly  to  the  maintenance  and  enjoyment  of  the  Town's  rural  character. 
Preservation  of  these  scenic  values  and  of  Lyme's  rural  character  is  essential  to  the  current 
and  future  well  being  of  the  people  of  the  Town.  The  primary  objective  of  the  Ridgeline 
and  Hillside  Conservation  District  is  to  protect  the  Town's  scenic  and  rural  character  by 
providing  that  development  be  carried  out  so  as  to  be  visually  unobtrusive  to  the  greatest 
extent  reasonably  practicable  while  permitting  the  landowner  to  exercise  his  property  rights. 
The  Ridgeline  and  Hillside  Conservation  District  shall  not  include  land  in  the  Skiway 
District  used  in  conjunction  with  Skiing  Facilities. 

ARTICLE  5 

AMENDMENT  #4  -  Amend  the  Telecommunications  Facilities  Ordinance  (which  is  an 
addendum  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance)  to  exempt  personal  facilities  from  some  restrictions 
and  provide  oversight  by  Planning  Board  rather  than  ZBA.  Amend  sections  4.62  B  (steep 
slopes  conservation  district);  4.64  B  (agricultural  soils  conservation  district);  4.65  B 
(flood  prone  areas  conservation  district);  and  4.66  B  (Ridgeline  and  Hillside 
Conservation  District)  to  allow  telecommunications  facilities  by  special  exception. 

Explanation:  Jlie  existing  Telecommunications  Facilities  Ordinance  did  not  allow 
structures  in  any  conservation  district  which  is  a  substantial  portion  of  town.  Tliere  was  no 
distinction  between  personal  and  non-personal  stiiictures. 

4.62  Steep  Slopes  Conservation  District. 

A.  Permitted  Uses.  Permitted  uses  are  those  uses  which  do  not  involve 
development.  Such  uses  include  the  following: 

1 .  Forestry  and  tree  farming  using  best  management  practices  to  prevent 
soil  erosion. 

2.  Agriculture  using  best  management  practices  to  prevent  soil  erosion. 

3.  Wildlife  refuges. 

4.  Parks  and  outdoor  recreation  uses  consistent  with  the  objectives  of 
the  District. 

5.  Conservation  areas  and  nature  trails. 

B.  Special  Exceptions.  Special  Exceptions  may  be  granted  by  the  ZBA 
permitting  the  uses  listed  below.  The  application  for  any  Special  Exception 
shall  be  referred  to  the  Planning  Board  for  review  and  comment  prior  to 
scheduling  the  ZBA  hearing  on  the  application.  The  following  uses  are 
permitted  by  Special  Exception  in  the  Steep  Slopes  Conservation  District: 
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1.  Access  ways  which  meet  the  conditions  of  Section  4.53  and  roads 
which  meet  the  standards  for  new  roads  set  forth  in  the  Lyme 
Subdivision  Regulations.  Such  access  ways  and  roads  shall  be 
designed,  constructed  and  maintained  (a)  in  accordance  with  standards 
and  limitations  established  by  the  Planning  Board  for  crossing  the 
Steep  Slopes  Conservation  District  and  (b)  so  as  to  serve  the  objectives 
of  the  Steep  Slopes  Conservation  District.  [Combined  1,  2,  &  3  as  3 
was  not  a  use,  it  is  a  condition.] 

2.  Any  alteration  of  the  natural  surface  configuration  by  the  addition  of 
fill  or  by  excavation  or  dredging  including  bank  stabilization. 

3.  Non-business  development  within  areas  specifically  reserved  for  that 
purpose  which  were  created  as  the  result  of  conservation  easements 
executed  prior  to  the  adoption  of  this  Zoning  Ordinance  on  March  1 4, 
1989. 

4.  As  provided  in  Article  VIII. 

5.  Structures  as  allowed  by  the  Telecommunications  Faculties 
Ordinance. 

4.64  Agricultural  Soils  Conservation  District. 

A.  Permitted  Uses.  Permitted  uses  are  those  uses  which  will  preserve  and  protect 
the  Town's  agricultural  soils.  Such  uses  include: 

1.  Agriculture  using  best  management  practices  to  prevent  soil  erosion 
and  maintain  the  productive  capacity  of  the  soil. 

2.  Forestry  and  tree  farming  using  best  management  practices  to  prevent 
soil  erosion  and  maintain  the  productive  capacity  of  the  soil. 

3.  Wildlife  refuges. 

4.  Parks  and  outdoor  recreation  uses  consistent  with  the  objectives  of  the 
District. 

5.  Conservation  areas  and  nature  trails. 

6.  Structures  accessory  to  the  uses  permitted  in  1  -  5  above. 

7.  Underground  utility  lines,  wells  and  waterlines. 

B.  Special  Exceptions.    Development  of  any  of  the  uses  listed  below  shall  not 
occur  within  the  District  unless  a  lot  does  not  have  sufficient  developable 
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non-agricultural  soil  to  accommodate  a  proposed  use.  If  a  lot  does  not  have 
sufficient  non-agricultural  soil,  then  up  to  a  25%  area  of  the  agricultural 
soil  in  a  contiguous  compact  shape  may  be  developed.  If  the  lot  is  being 
subdivided  or  has  been  subdivided  within  the  last  10  years,  this  25%  area 
shall  be  applied  to  the  parent  lot.  In  all  cases,  75%  of  agricultural  soil  shall 
be  protected  by  a  zoning  easement  prohibiting  all  but  agricultural,  forestry, 
recreation  and  conservation  uses.  The  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  may 
waive  the  requirement  of  an  easement  on  lots  which  have  less  than  three 
acres  of  agricultural  soils.  The  easement  requirement  does  not  apply  to 
special  exceptions  granted  under  section  8.24. 

The  uses  listed  below  are  permitted  by  special  exception  in  existing  structures 
or  as  described  above  provided  that  subdivision  and  development  of  land 
within  this  District  shall  be  designed  and  carried  out  to  the  greatest  extent 
reasonably  feasible  so  as  to  preserve  and  protect  the  productive  capacity  of 
the  soils.  The  following  uses  are  permitted  by  special  exception  in  the 
Agricultural  Soils  Conservation  District: 

1 .  Single  dwelling. 

2.  Multi-dwelling  and  office/studio  conversions.  See  Section  4.46. 

3.  Clinic. 

4.  Cottage  industry. 

5.  Home  occupation. 

6.  Lodging  accommodations. 

7.  Access  ways  which  meet  the  conditions  of  Section  4.53,  roads  which 
meet  the  standards  for  new  roads  set  forth  in  the  Lyme  Subdivision 
Regulations,  and  rights  of  way  for  overhead  power  and  telephone 
lines. 

8.  Agricultural  structures  with  a  building  footprint  over  10,000  square 
feet  to  be  located  off  agricultural  soils  as  much  as  practicable. 

9.  Non-business  development  within  areas  specifically  reserved  for  that 
purpose  which  were  created  as  the  result  of  conservation  easements 
executed  prior  to  the  adoption  of  this  Zoning  Ordinance  on  March 
14,  1989. 

10.  As  provided  in  Article  VIII. 
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11.  Structures  as  allowed  by  the  Telecommunications  Facilities 
Ordinance. 

4.65  Flood  Prone  Area  Conservation  District. 

A.  Permitted  Uses.  Permitted  uses  are  those  uses  which  do  not  involve  the 
erection  or  construction  of  any  structures,  do  not  alter  the  natural  surface 
configuration  by  the  addition  of  fill  or  by  excavation  or  dredging,  and  are  uses 
that  are  otherwise  permitted  by  this  ordinance.  Such  uses  include  the 
following: 

1 .  Forestry  and  tree  farming  using  best  management  practices. 

2.  Agriculture  using  best  management  practices. 

3.  Wildlife  refuges. 

4.  Parks  and  outdoor  recreation  uses  consistent  with  the  objectives  of  the 
District. 

5.  Conservation  areas  and  nature  trails. 

6.  Wells  and  waterlines. 

7.  Fire  protection  structures  if  approved  by  the  Planning  Board  with  the 
exception  that  fire  ponds  of  one  acre  or  greater  require  a  special 
exception. 

B.  Special  Exceptions.  Special  exceptions  may  be  granted  by  the  ZBA 
permitting  the  uses  listed  below  and  which  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Lyme 
Floodplain  Development  Ordinance: 

1.  Water  impoundments,  but  only  if  the  ZBA  finds  that  the  impoundment 
does  not  unreasonably  interfere  with  the  functioning  of  natural  systems 
or  that  the  environmental  benefits  of  the  impoundment  outweigh  the 
adverse  impacts. 

2.  Non-business,  non-residential  water  dependent  uses,  such  as  docks, 
boathouses  and  access  points  constructed  in  accordance  with  the  L\Tne 
Floodplain  Development  Ordinance. 

3.  Access  ways  which  meet  the  conditions  of  Section  4.53  and  rights  of 
way  for  overhead  power  and  telephone  lines. 

4.  Cottage  industry  and  home  occupation  in  a  pre-existing  residence 
provided  that  the  size  of  the  existing  building  is  not  increased. 
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5.  Multi-dwelling,  office,  or  studio  conversion  in  a  pre-existing  building 
provided  that  the  size  of  the  existing  building  is  not  increased. 

6.  Any  alteration  of  the  natural  surface  configuration  by  the  addition  of 
fill  or  by  excavation  or  dredging  including  bank  stabilization. 

7.  Structures  as  allowed  by  the  Telecommunications  Facilities 
Ordinance. 

8.  Non-business  development  within  areas  specifically  reserved  for  that 
purpose  which  were  created  as  the  result  of  conservation  easements 
executed  prior  to  the  adoption  of  this  Zoning  Ordinance  on  March  14, 
1989. 

9.  As  provided  in  Article  VIII. 
C.        Additional  Provisions. 

1 .  No  use  which  utilizes,  stores,  processes  or  disposes  of  toxic  substances 
which  may  pose  a  threat  to  surface  or  ground  water  quality  is 
permitted. 

2.  No  underground  fuel  storage  tanks  are  permitted. 
4.66  Ridgeline  and  Hillside  Conservation  District. 

A.  Permitted  Uses.  Permitted  uses  are  those  uses  allowed  or  permitted  by  special 
exception  or  conditional  use  approval  in  the  underlying  district  if  such  uses 
will  not  be  inharmonious  when  viewed  from  the  Town's  public  highways  or 
public  waters.  Such  uses  include  the  following: 

1 .  Forestry  and  tree  farming. 

2.  Agriculture. 

3.  Wildlife  refuges. 

4.  Parks  and  outdoor  recreation  uses. 

5.  Conservation  areas  and  nature  trails. 

B.  Special  Exceptions.  Uses  permitted  by  special  exception  are  the  uses 
including  telecommunication  facilities  allowed  by  the  underlying  district 
subject  to  the  requirement  that  the  proposed  use,  to  the  maximum  extent 
reasonably  practicable,  will  not  materially  interfere  with  or  degrade  those 
visual  features  of  the  site  or  adjacent  sites  which  contribute  to  the  scenic 
character  of  the  area  as  viewed  from  the  Town's  public  highways  or  public 
waters  and  non-business  development  within  areas  specifically  reserved  for 
that  purpose  which  were  created  as  the  result  of  conservation  easements 
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executed  prior  to  the  adoption  of  this  Zoning  Ordinance  on  March  14,  1989 
may  be  allowed  by  special  exception.

ARTICLE  6 

AMENDMENT  #5  -  Add  definition  of  "switchback"  in  Article  II.  This  term  is  used  in 
section  4.53  Driveways. 

Explanation:  There  has  been  some  confusion  about  the  use  of  the  term  switchback. 

SWITCHBACK.  A  horizontal  road  curve  used  for  surmounting  the  grade  of  a  steep 
hill,  usually  with  a  small  radius  and  curving  over  125  degrees. 

ARTICLE  7 

AMENDMENT  #6  -  Amend  section  5.13  E.  "Sewage  Disposal  System  Setbacks"  to  clearly 
allow  special  exceptions  for  replacement  septic  systems  for  pre-zoning  homes  within  the 
conservation  districts  by  referencing  section  8.20.  Eliminate  5.13  E.  b).  in  deference  to 
State  septic  system  regulations. 

Explanation:  Section  8.20  allows  this  special  exception,  but  5.13  E.  does  not  reference 
8.20. 
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Sewage  Disposal  System  Setbacks 

1.         The  minimum  distance  between  sewage  disposal  systems  and  water 
bodies,  watercourses,  drainage  ways,  and  wetlands  shall  be: 

a)  200  feet  from  the  Connecticut  River  (including  backwaters 
impounded  by  the  Wilder  Dam),  Reservoir  Pond,  Post  Pond. 
Trout  Pond,  Lily  Pond,  Pout  Pond,  or  any  true  bog  and  100 
feet  for  other  water  bodies. 

b) 150  feet,  if  i.)  a  slope  over  25%  is  present  between  an  above 

mentioned  water  feature  and  proposed  leach  field  and  the  leach 
field  is  higher  in  elevation  than  the  water  feature;  or  ii.)  if  the 
soils  located  in  the  area  of  the  proposed  leach  field  or  the 
backup  leach  field  or  in  the  area  50  feet  from  the  water  feature 
(measured  on  the  straight  line  from  the  water  feature  to  the 
nearest  point  of  the  leach  field)  are  identified  by  a  State 
certified  septic  system  designer  as  soil  with  shallow  depth  to 
bedrock,  hardpan  soil,  or  porous  soil  as  listed  in  Appendix  B. 

e) 100  feet,  if  the  conditions  described  in  a)  and  b)  above  do  not 

appfyv 
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b)        The  minimum  setbacks  to  water  bodies  shall  not  be  reduced 
except  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  8.20. 

2.  The  minimum  distance  between  sewage  disposal  systems  and  the 
wells  which  serve  the  Lyme  Common  community  water  system  shall 
be  400  feet.  See  Appendix  E.  The  State  standards  for  separation 
distance  between  a  private  well  and  sewage  disposal  system  shall 
apply. 

3.  Special  exceptions  may  be  given  for  property  line  setbacks  (see  5.10 
Summary  Table)  for  replacement  systems  only.

I  TELECOMMUNICATIONS  FACILITIES  ORDINANCE 

!  SECTION  I  -  AUTHORITY  AND  PURPOSE 

This  ordinance  shall  be  known  as  the  Town  of  Lyme  Telecommunications 
Ordinance.  The  regulations  in  this  ordinance  shall  overlay  and  supplement  the 
regulations  in  the  Town  of  Lyme  Zoning  Ordinance,  and  shall  be  considered  part  of 
the  Zoning  Ordinance  for  the  purposes  of  administration  and  appeals  under  state 
law.  If  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  differs  or  appears  to  conflict  with  an\ 
provision  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  or  other  ordinance  or  regulation,  the  provision 
imposing  the  greater  restriction  or  more  stringent  standard  shall  be  controlling. 

The  purpose  of  this  ordinance  is  to: 

A.  Preserve  Define  the  authority  of  the  Town  of  Lyme  to  regulate  wireless 
telecommunications  facilities,  and  provide  a  reasonable  opportunity  to 
providers  of  such  services  to  effectively  and  efficiently  provide  such  to 
residences,  businesses,  and  visitors. 

B.  Provide    standards    and    requirements    for    the    operation,    siting,    design. 

appearance,    construction,    monitoring,    modification,    and    removal    of 
wireless  communication  telecommunication  facilities. 

C.  Protect  the  historic,  cultural,  natural,  and  aesthetic  resources  of  the  Town  of 

Lyme  and  property  values  therein  by  minimizing  the  adverse  impacts  of 
wireless  communication  telecommunication  facilities. 

D.  Locate  telecommunication  wireless — communication  facilities  and/or 
antennas  in  a  manner  which  promotes  the  general  safety,  health,  welfare, 
and  quality  of  life  of  the  residents  of  the  Town  of  Lyme  and  those  who 
visit. 

E.  Encourage  the  use  of  alternative  design  tower  structures,  collocation, 
camouflaged  facilities,  monopoles,  stealth  facilities,  and  construction  of 
facilities  with  the  ability  to  serve  multiple  providers. 
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SECTION  II  -  DEFINITIONS 

Adequate  Capacity; — A  provider's  capacity  for  wireless  telephony  is  considered  to  be 
"adequate"  if  the  grade  of  service  ("GOS")  is  p.05  or  better  for  median  teletraffic  levels 
offered  during  the  typical  busy  hour,  as  assessed  by  direct  measurement  of  the  facility  in 
question.  The  GOS  shall  be  determined  by  the  use  of  standard  Erlang  B  calculations.  As 
call  blocking  may  occur  in  either  the  land  line  or  radio  portions  of  a  wireless  network, 
adequate  capacity  for  this  regulation  shall  apply  only  to  the  capacity  of  the  radio 
components.  Where  capacity  must  be  determined  prior  to  the  installation  of  the  personal 
wireless  services  facility  in  question,  adequate  capacity  shall  be  determined  on  the  basis 
of  a  20%  busy  hour  (20%  of  all  offered  traffic  occurring  within  the  busiest  hour  of  the 
day),  with  total  daily  traffic  based  on  aggregate  estimates  of  the  expected  traffic  in  the 
coverage  area. 

Adequate  Coverage:  A  provider's  coverage  for  wireless  telephony  is  "adequate"  within 
that  area  surrounding  a  base  station  where  the  predicted  or  measured  median  field 
strength  of  the  transmitted  signal  is  such  that  most  of  the  time,  transceivers  properly 
installed  and  operated  will  be  able  to  communicate  with  the  base  station  without 
objectionable  noise  (or  excessive  bit  error  rate  for  digital)  and  without  calls  being 
dropped.  In  the  case  of  cellular  communications  in  a  rural  environment,  this  would  be  a 
signal  strength  of  at  least — 90  dBm.  It  is  acceptable  for  there  to  be  holes  within  the  area 
of  adequate  coverage  as  long  as  the  signal  regains  its  strength  further  away  from  the  base 
station.  The  outer  boundary  of  the  area  of  adequate  coverage,  however,  is  that  location 
past  which  the  signal  does  not  regain. 

Alternative  Design  Tower  Structure:  Artificial  trees,  clock  towers,  bell  steeples,  light  poles,  silos 
and  similar  alternative  design  mounting  structures  that  camouflage  or  conceal  the  presence  of 
antennas  or  towers.  (See  also  Stealth  Facility.) 

Amateur  Radio  Operator:  An  individual  who  sends  and  receives  radio  signals  on 
radio  frequencies  reserved  for  amateur  radio  operation. 

Amateur  Radio  Facility  Tewer:  Any  tower  and  appurtenances  A  freestanding  or 
building-mounted  structure^ — including — any — base. — tower — of — pole. — antenna. — and 
appurtenances,  intended  for  airway  communication  purposes  by  a  person  operating  in 
compliance  with  holding  a  valid  amateur  radio  (HAM)  license  issued  by  the  Federal 
Communications  Commission  requirements  for  amateur  radio  operations. 

Antenna:  An  exterior  device  for  transmitting  and  or  receiving  electromagnetic  waves, 
which  is  attached  to  a  wireless  communication  facility  or  other  structure. 

Average  Tree  Canopy  Height:  The  average  height  found  by  inventorying  the  height 
above  ground  level  of  all  trees  over  20  feet  in  height  for  a  radius  of  150  feet. 
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Camouflaged:  Wireless — communication  Telecommunication  facilities  that  arc 
disguised,  hidden,  part  of  an  existing  or  proposed  structure,  or  placed  within  an  existing 
or  proposed  structure. 

Channel:  The  segment  of  the  radiation  spectrum  to  or  from  an  antenna  which  carries  one- 
signal.  An  antenna  may  radiate  on  many  channels  simultaneously. 

Collocation:  Locating  the  wireless  communications  telecommunication  equipment  of 
more  than  one  provider  on  a  single  structure. 

Communication  Tower:  A  guyed  or  self-supporting  wireless — communication 
telecommunication  facility  constructed  as  a  free-standing  structure  or  in  association  with 
a  building,  other  permanent  structure,  or  equipment,  containing  one  or  more  antennas 
intended  for  transmitting  and/or  receiving  television,  AM/FM  radio,  digital,  microwave, 
cellular,  telephone,  or  similar  forms  of  electronic  communication. 

Conditional  Use  Approval:  An  approval  for  a  use  that,  because  of  special 
requirements  or  characteristics,  may  be  allowed  in  a  particular  zoning  district  only 
after  review  by  the  Planning  Board  and  granting  of  conditional  use  approval 
imposing  such  conditions  as  necessary  to  make  the  use  compatible  with  other  uses 
permitted  in  the  same  zone  or  vicinity.  Conditional  use  approvals  are  issued  for 
uses  of  land  and  are  transferred  from  one  owner  of  the  land  to  another.  (See  NH 
RSA  674:21  II.) 

dBm:  Unit  of  measure  of  the  power  level  of  a  signal  expressed  in  decibels  above  1 
milliwatt. 

Equipment  Shelter:  A  structure  located  at  a  base  station  designed  principally  to  enclose 
equipment  used  in  connection  with  wireless  communication  telecommunication  facility 
transmissions. 

FAA:  Federal  Aviation  Administration. 

Fall  Zone:  A  safety  area  surrounding  a  ground  mounted  wireless  facility. 

FCC:  Federal  Communications  Commission. 

Fresnel  zone:  The  envelope  around  a  line-of-sight  radio  signal  which  should  be  free 
of  interfering  objects,  such  as  branches,  to  minimize  interference  with  a  radio 
signal. 

Ground-mounted :  Mounted  on  the  ground. 

Guyed  Wireless  Communication  Telecommunication  Facility:  A  lattice  or  monopole 
wireless  communication  telecommunication  facility  that  is  secured  to  the  ground  or  other 
surface  by  diagonal  cables  for  lateral  support. 
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Mast-mounted  Antenna:  A  component  of  a  telecommunications  facility  mounted  on 
a  supporting  mast  or  pipe  attached  to  a  structure  or  base. 

Mount:  The  structure  or  surface  upon  which  antennas  are  mounted,  including  the 
following  types  of  mount:  ground-mounted,  roof-mounted,  side-mounted,  and  structure- 
mounted. 

Monopole:  A  single  self-supporting  vertical  pole  with  no  guy  wire  anchors,  usually 
consisting  of  a  galvanized  or  other  unpainted  metal  or  a  wooden  pole  with  below  grade 
foundations. 

Non-complying  Conforming  Wireless  Communication  Telecommunication  Facility: 
Any  non  complying  wireless  communication  telecommunication  facility  which  is  not  in 
conformance  with  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance,  but  that  existed  lawfully  m 
conformance  with  these  zoning  regulations  prior  to  their  the  adoption,  revision,  or 
amendment  of  this  ordinance. 

Permit:  Written  authorization  Embodies  the  rights  and  obligations  extended  by  the 
Town  of  Lyme  to  an  operator  to  own,  construct,  maintain,  and  operate  it^s  a  facility 
within  the  boundaries  of  the  municipality. 

Provider:  An  entity  authorized  and/or  regulated  by  the  FCC  to  provide  providing 
telecommunication  wireless  communications  services  to  individuals  or  institutions. 

Radiofrequency  (RF)  Engineer:  An  engineer  specializing  in  electrical  or  microwave 
engineering,  especially  the  study  of  radio  frequency. 

RFR:  (Radiofrequency  Radiation):  The  emissions  from  wireless  communication 
telecommunication  facilities. 

RFI:  (Radiofrequency  Interference):  The  emissions  from  wireless  communication 
telecommunication  facilities,  which  can  affect  the  normal  operation  of  electronic 
devices. 

Receiving  Antenna:  Antenna  A  device  used  exclusively  for  receiving  signals  for 
television  and  radio  broadcast  frequency  signals. 

Roof-mounted:  Mounted  on  the  roof  of  a  building. 

Scenic  View:  A  wide  angle  or  panoramic  field  of  sight  that  may  include  natural  and/or 
human-made  structures  and  activities.  A  scenic  view  may  be  from  a  stationary  viewpoint 
or  be  seen  as  one  travels  along  a  roadway,  waterway,  or  path.  A  view  may  be  to  a  far 
away  object,  such  as  a  mountain,  or  a  nearby  object,  such  as  an  historic  building. 

Side-mounted:  Mounted  on  the  side  of  a  building. 
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Stealth  Facility:  Any  communications  facility  that  is  designed  to  blend  into  the 
surrounding  environment.  Examples  of  stealth  facilities  may  include  architecturally 
screened  roof-mounted  antennas,  building-mounted  antennas  painted  to  match  the 
existing  structure,  antennas  integrated  into  architectural  elements,  antenna  structures 
designed  to  look  like  light  poles,  and  structures  designed  to  resemble  natural  features 
such  as  trees  or  rock  outcroppings.  (See  also  Alternative  Design  Tower  Structure.) 

Structurally  Able:  The  determination  that  a  tower  or  structure  is  capable  of  carrying  the 
load  imposed  by  the  proposed  equipment  under  all  reasonable  predictable  conditions  as 
determined  by  a  professional  structural  engineering  analysis. 

Structure-mounted:  Mounted  on  a  structure  other  than  a  building. 

Telecommunications  Facility:  Means  any  antenna,  tower,  or  other  structure  intended  for 
use  in  connection  with  the  transmission  or  reception  of  radio  or  television  signals  or  any 
other  electromagnetic  transmission/reception.  It  includes  all  accessory  structures  and 
improvements  (e.g.  roads,  parking  areas,  fencing,  equipment  buildings,  etc.).  This 
definition  does  not  include  an  antennas  used  exclusively  by  amateur  radio  facilities. 
Amateur  radio  facilities,  as  defined  in  FCC  regulations,  are  excluded  from  this 
definition  unless  an  amateur  radio  facility  is  proposed  as  a  location  for  a  Class  1  or 
2  telecommunications  facility. 

Telecommunication  Facility  Classification: 

Class  1  Telecommunications  Facility:  A  communication  tower  for  cellular 
telephone  services  and/or  to  act  as  a  hub  for  broadband  wireless  services. 
Towers  in  this  class  must  be  located  on  land  either  leased  to  or  owned  by  the 
tower  owner,  may  have  an  accessory  building  located  adjacent  to  them  and 
must  have  a  dedicated  electrical  service.  Towers  in  this  class  may  have  a 
tower  face  dimension  in  excess  of  14"  and  are  to  be  designed  for  collocation  of 
wireless  services  to  the  greatest  possible  degree. 

Class  2  Telecommunications  Facility:  A  telecommunication  facility  for 
broadband  wireless  internet  signal  reception  to  service  the  property  upon 
which  the  telecommunication  facility  is  located  (on-site  service),  and  which 
has  the  capacity  to  relay  or  retransmit  the  broadband  wireless  internet  signal 
for  service  to  another  property  (off-site  service). 

Class  3  Telecommunications  Facility:  A  telecommunication  facility  for 
broadband  wireless  internet  signal  reception  to  service  solely  the  property 
upon  which  the  telecommunication  facility  is  located  (on-site  service),  and 
which  does  not  have  the  capacity  to  relay  or  retransmit  a  broadband  wireless 
internet  signal  for  service  to  another  property  (off-site  service). 
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Temporary  Wifeless  Communication  Telecommunication  Facility:  Any  tower,  pole, 
antenna,  etc.,  designed  for  use  while  a  permitted  permanent  wireless  facility  is  under 
construction  or  repair,  or  for  a  special  event  or  conference. 

Tower:  Means  any  structure  that  is  designed  and  constructed  primarily  for  the  purpose  of 
supporting  one  or  more  antennas. 

Vantage  Point:  A  point  located  on  a  public  roadway,  waterway,  or  path  from  which  a 
proposed  wireless  communication  telecommunication  facility  will  be  visible. 

Wireless  Communication  Facility: — A  tower,  pole,  antenna,  guy  wire,  or  related  fixture 
intended  for  use  in  connection  with  transmission  or  receipt  of  radio  or  television  signals 
other  electromagnetic  spectrum  based  transmission^eception  regulated  by  the 
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any  otner  electromagnetic  spectrum 
FCC:  and  a  constructed  or  improved  road,  trail,  building,  or  structure  incidental  to  a 
communication  facility. — This  definition  does  not  include  antenna  used  exclusively  by 
amateur  radio  facilities.

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SECTION  III  -  DISTRICTS  PERMITTED  AND  PERMITTED  BY  SPECIAL 
EXCEPTION  CONDITIONAL  USE  APPROVAL 

Class  I  and  Class  II  Telecommunications  Facilities  use,  including  new  tower 
construction  and  collocation  on  an  existing  tower  or  structure,  shall  be  permitted  or 
permitted  by  Special  Exception  Conditional  Use  Approval  in  the  following  districts 
subject  to  all  applicable  local,  state,  and  federal  regulations  and  Site  Plan  Review  aftd 
approval  by  the  Lyme  Planning  Board. 

New  tower  Telecommunication  Facility  construction  shall  not  be  permitted  in  any  of  the 
Conservation  Protection  Districts  (defined  in  section  3  of  the  zoning  ordinance)  is 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  Article  IV  of  the  zoning  ordinance.

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SECTION  IV  -  STANDARDS  FOR  TELECOMMUNICATIONS  FACILITIES 

4.1  General:  All  Class  1  Telecommunication  Facilities  shall  be  subject  to  all 
provisions  of  this  ordinance.  Class  2  Telecommunication  Facilities  are  exempt  from 
certain  provisions  of  this  ordinance  where  noted.  Tower-mounted  Class  3  facilities 
require  a  conditional  use  approval  if  they  are  visible  from  a  town  road  or  waterway, 
otherwise,  they  are  not  subject  to  this  ordinance.  Any  upgrade  of  a  Class  2  or  3 
telecommunication  facility  makes  it  subject  to  all  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

4.2  Federal  and  State  Requirements:  All  Class  1  Telecommunication  and  Class  2 
Telecommunication  Facilities  must  meet  or  exceed  current  standards  and  regulations  of 
the  FAA,  FCC,  and  any  other  agency  of  the  federal  or  state  government  with  the 
authority  to  regulate  such  facilities.  If  such  standards  and  regulations  are  changed,  the 
owners  of  facilities  governed  by  this  Ordinance  shall  bring  these  into  compliance  within 
six  (6)  months  of  the  effective  date  of  the  changes,  unless  a  more  stringent  compliance 
schedule  is  mandated  by  the  controlling  agency.  Failure  to  bring  facilities  into 
compliance  with  any  changes  shall  constitute  grounds  for  the  removal  of  the  tower  or 
antenna  at  the  owner's  expense. 

4.3  Safety  Standards:  To  ensure  the  structural  integrity  of  towers  and  antennas, 
Installation  plans  for  Class  1  telecommunication  facilities  shall  be  stamped  by  a 
licensed  professional  engineer.  All  Class  1  Telecommunication  Facilities  wiH  shall  be 
inspected  every  two  years  by  an  licensed  professional  engineer  approved  by  the  Town, 
with  the  cost  to  be  paid  by  the  owner.  The  engineer  will  shall  submit  a  report  to  the 
Town  Board  of  Selectmen's  designated  representative(s).  If  the  report  concludes  that 
a  tower  structure  fails  to  comply  with  applicable  codes  and/or  generally  accepted 
standards  and  constitutes  a  danger  to  persons  or  property,  the  facility  owner  will  receive 
notice  that  he/she  has  30  days  to  correct  the  deficiencies.  If  the  owner  fails  to  comply 
within  30  days,  such  action  shall  constitute  abandonment  in  accordance  with  Section 
VII.  grounds  for  the  removal  of  the  tower  structure  or  antenna,  at  the  owner's  expense. 

All  classes  of  telecommunication  facilities  must  be  installed  in  conformance  with 
national  electrical  code  requirements  and  to  generally  accepted  engineering  and 
installation  safety  standards  such  that,  if  inspected  by  a  professional  engineer,  they 
would  be  deemed  to  be  safe  and  well  installed.  The  towers  of  Class  2  and  Class  3 
telecommunications  facilities  cannot  have  a  tower  face  width  of  more  than  14  inches. 
If  a  Class  2  or  Class  3  towers  must  be  located  so  that  part  of  its  fall  zone  is  outside  of 
the  boundary  of  the  subscriber's  property,  it  is  subject  to  the  fall  zone  requirements 
of  this  ordinance.  Class  2  Telecommunication  Facilities  may  be  made  subject  to 
inspection  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or  its  designated 
representative(s). 

4.4  Additional  Requirements  for  Telecommunications  Facilities:  Use  of  trees  for 
constructing  Class  2  facilities  is  prohibited. 
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4.4.1  Setbacks:  Wireless  communication  All  telecommunication  facilities  shall  comply 
with  the  setback  provisions  of  the  zoning  district  in  which  the  facility  is  located  as 
provided  in  Article  V  of  the  zoning  ordinance. 

4.4.2  Conservation  Districts:  All  telecommunication  facilities  shall  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  the  conservation  districts  in  which  the  facility  is  located  as  provided  in 
Article  IV  in  the  zoning  ordinance. 

4.4.3  Fall  Zones: 

Fall  Zones  for  Existing  and  New-Ground  Mounted  Facilities:  To  ensure  public  safety, 
the  minimum  distance  of  any  ground-mounted  Class  1  or  Class  2  wireless  service 
Telecommunications  Facility  to  any  property  line,  habitable  dwelling,  business,  right-of- 
way,  or  institutional  or  public  building  shall  be  no  less  than  125%  of  the  height  of  the 
facility,  including  antennas  or  vertical  appurtenances.  This  setback  shall  be  referred  to  as 
a  fall  zone.  The  fall  zone  may  cross  property  lines,  so  long  as  the  applicant  secures  a 
recorded  fall  zone  easement  from  the  affected  property  owner(s).  The  area  of  the 
easement  shall  be  shown  on  all  applicable  plans  submitted  to  the  Town,  and  the  terms  of 
the  easement  shall  be  provided  as  part  of  the  Site  Plan  review. 

Fall  Zones  for  Non-Ground-Mounted  Facilities:  In  the  event  that  an  existing  structure 
such  as  a  building,  barn  silo,  church  steeple,  or  utility  pole  is  proposed  as  a  mounting  for 
a  Class  1  or  Class  2  wireless  communication  telecommunication  facility,  a  fall  zone 
shall  not  be  required  unless  the  Planning  Board  determines  that  under  the 
circumstances  a  fall  zone  is  required. 

4.4.4  Height  Limitations:  This  section  supercedes  section  5.21  of  the  zoning  ordinance. 

A.  Height  Limitations  for  Ground-Mounted  Facilities/Towers:  In  order  to  protect 
public  safety  and  to  preserve  the  scenic  character  and  appearance  of  the  area, 
the  height  limit  for  a  wireless  communication  any  class  telecommunication 
facility,  antennas  and  facility  related  fixtures  in  all  districts  shall  not  exceed 
twenty  (20)  feet  above  the  average  height  of  the  tree  line  within  one  hundred 
fifty  (150)  feet  of  the  base  of  the  facility.  Notwithstanding  the  above,  an 
additional  height  not  to  exceed  twenty  (20)  feet  may  be  approved  upon  a 
finding  by  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  Planning  Board  as  part  of  their 
review,  that  the  additional  height  is  necessary  in  order  to  provide  adequate 
coverage  to  create  an  appropriate  Fresnel  zone  or  to  accomplish  provide  for 
collocation,  and  that  the  additional  height  will  not  have  an  adverse  visual 
impact  on  the  scenic  character  or  appearance  of  the  area. 

B.  Height  Increase  for  Existing  Structures  and  Buildings:  In  the  event  that  an 
existing  structure  (other  than  a  wireless  communication  telecommunication 
tower)  is  proposed  as  a  mount  for  a  Class  1  or  Class  2  wireless 
communication  telecommunication  facility,  the  height  of  the  original  structure 
shall  not  be  increased  by  more  than  fifteen  (15)  feet  above  the  highest  point  of 
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a  flat  or  mansard  roof  or  fifteen  (15)  feet  above  the  height  at  the  midpoint 
between  the  peak  and  the  eave  of  other  roof  styles,  unless  the  facility  is 
completely  camouflaged  (for  example,  a  facility  within  a  flag  pole,  steeple  or 
chimney).  Any  increase  in  height  shall  be  in  scale  and  proportionality  to  the 
structure  as  originally  configured.  A  provider  may  locate  a  wireless 
communication  telecommunication  facility  on  a  building  that  is  legally  non- 
conforming with  respect  to  height,  provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  section 
are  met. 

4.4.5  Camouflaging  Facilities:  New  ground  mounted  wireless  communication  facilities 
shall  not  be  located  within  open  areas  or  on  or  near  the  top  of  a  ridge.  To  the  greatest 
extent  feasible,  all  wireless  communication  telecommunication  facilities  shall  be 
designed  to  blend  into  the  surrounding  environment  through  the  use  of  existing 
vegetation,  landscaping  and  screening,  the  use  of  compatible  materials  and  colors,  or 
other  camouflaging  techniques. 

A.  Camouflage  for  Ground-Mounted  Facilities/Towers:  A  buffer  of  dense  tree 
growth  that  extends  continuously  for  a  minimum  distance  of  one  hundred  fifty 
(150)  feet  from  the  mount  shall  surround  new  ground  mounted  wireless 
communication  facilities.  Such  buffer  shall  screen  views  of  the  facility  in  all 
directions.  The  trees  must  be  existing  on  the  subject  property,  planted  on  site, 
or  within  a  landscape  easement  on  an  adjoining  site.  All  Class  1  or  Class  2 
telecommunication  facilities  which  may  be  in  public  view  shall  have  buffer 
planting  around  them  to  screen  the  facility  from  view.  The  Planning  Board 
shall  have  the  authority  to  decrease,  relocate,  or  alter  the  required  buffer  based 
on  site  conditions  and  add  other  conditions  to  the  permit  regarding  screening 
and  landscaping.  The  easement  or  lease  shall  specify  that  the  trees  within  the 
buffer  shall  be  maintained  and  shall  not  be  removed  or  trimmed,  unless  the 
trees  are  dead  or  dying  and  present  a  hazard  to  persons  or  property,  or  approval 
is  granted  by  the  Planning  Board. 

B.  Camouflage  for  Facilities  on  Existing  Buildings  or  Structures  -  Roof-Mounts: 
When  any  class  wireless  communication  telecommunication  facility  extends 
above  the  roof  height  of  a  building  on  which  it  is  mounted,  every  effort  shall  be 
made  to  conceal  or  camouflage  the  facility  within  or  behind  existing  or  new 
architectural  features  to  limit  its  visibility  from  public  ways.  Facilities 
mounted  on  a  roof  shall  be  stepped  back  from  the  front  facade  in  order  to  limit 
their  impact  on  the  building's  silhouette. 

C.  Camouflage  for  Facilities  on  Existing  Buildings  or  Structures  -  Side-Mounts: 
Wireless  communication  Telecommunication  facilities  that  are  side-mounted 
shall  be  camouflaged  to  greatest  practical  degree. 

D.  Camouflaging  for  Equipment  Shelters:  Equipment  shelters  shall  be 
camouflaged  or  made  architecturally  harmonious  with  surrounding 
structures  to  the  greatest  practical  degree.     Such  camouflage  may  be 
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achieved  with  planting  or  fencing,  as  approved  by  behind  an  effective  year 
round  landscape  buffer  at  the  time  of  planting,  equal  to  or  greater  than  the 
height  of  the  proposed  building,  and/or  wooden  fence  as  determined  by  the 
Planning  Board  as  part  of  Site  Plan  review.  If  mounted  on  a  rooftop,  the 
equipment  shelter  shall  be  concealed  or  camouflaged  so  that  the  shelter  either 
is  not  visible  at  grade  or  appears  to  be  part  of  the  original  structure. 

4.4.6  Lighting: 

A.  Wireless  Communication  Telecommunication  Facility  Lighting:  Wireless 
communication  Telecommunication  facilities  shall  not  be  illuminated  by 
artificial  means  and  shall  not  display  lights  unless  such  lighting  is  specifically 
required  by  the  FAA  or  other  federal  or  state  authority  for  a  particular  wireless 
communication  telecommunication  facility  because  of  its  height.  If  any 
lighting  is  required  solely  because  of  the  height  of  the  facility,  the  applicant 
must  demonstrate  that  it  has  or  will  request  the  least  visually  obtrusive  marking 
and/or  lighting  scheme  in  the  FAA  applications.  The  Planning  Board,  as  part 
of  Site  Plan  review,  may  review  the  plan  to  determine  if  the  lighting 
requirement  can  be  eliminated  by  a  reduced  height  or  a  change  in  location  of 
the  facility. 

B.  Ground  Lighting:  Emergency,  safety,  or  security  ground  lighting  may  be 
utilized  when  there  are  people  at  the  site.  All  ground  lighting  shall  be  shielded 
and  directed  downward  towards  the  facility  and  away  from  neighboring 
properties. 

4.4.7  Bulk,  Height,  and  Glare:  All  wireless  communication  telecommunication 
facilities  shall  be  designed  in  such  a  manner  as  to  minimize  the  visual  impact  of  height, 
mass,  and  guy  wire  supports  for  the  intended  use.  Materials  utilized  for  the  exterior  of 
any  structure  shall  be  of  a  type,  style,  and  location  so  as  to  minimize  glare  and  not  result 
in  an  adverse  to  minimize  visual  impact  from  any  historic  or  scenic  view,  public  vantage 
point,  or  abutting  properties. 

4.4.8  Finish:    New  Class  1  and  Class  2  wireless  communication  telecommunication 

facilities  shall  have  a  corrosion  resistant  matte  finish  unless  otherwise  required.  The 
Planning  Board,  as  part  of  its  Site  Plan  review,  may  require  the  wireless  communication 
telecommunication  facility  to  be  painted  or  otherwise  camouflaged  to  minimize  the 
adverse  visual  impact. 

4.4.9  Fencing:  The  area  around  the  any  ground-mounted  Class  1  wireless 
communication  telecommunication  facility  and  communications  equipment  shall  be 
completely  fenced  and  gated  for  security.  Fencing  shall  be  chosen  to  minimize  visual 
impact  and  be  consistent  with  its  intended  safety  purpose. 

4.4.10  Signs:  All  ground-mounted  Class  1  telecommunication  facilities  shall  be 
identified  with  a  sign  no  greater  than  six  (6)  square  feet  stating  the  name  of  the  facility's 
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owner  and  a  24-hour  emergency  telephone  number  shall  be  posted  adjacent  to  the  entry 
gate.  In  addition,  "No  Trespassing"  or  other  warning  signs  and  the  federal  wireless 
communication  telecommunication  facility  registration  plate,  where  applicable,  may  be 
posted  on  the  fence  or  as  required  to  meet  federal  requirements.  No  commercial  signs  or 
lettering  shall  be  placed  on  the  tower  or  facility.  This  provision  supercedes  Article  VI  of 
the  zoning  ordinance. 

4.4.11  Noise:  The  Planning  Board  may  impose  conditions  to  minimize  the  effect  of 
noise  from  the  operation  of  machinery  or  equipment  upon  nearby  properties. 

4.4.12  Collocation: 

A.  New  wireless  communication  facilities  shall  be  designed  structurally,  electrically,  and 
in  all  respects  to  accommodate  both  the  applicant's  antenna,  additional  antennas,  and  the 
rearrangement  of  antennas  when  the  overall  permitted  height  allows.  The  owner  of  an 
approved  facility  shall  allow  other  providers  to  collocate  on  the  facility  subject  to 
reasonable  terms  and  conditions. — Notwithstanding,  there  shall  be  no  affirmative 
obligation  on  the  owner  to  increase  the  height  or  width  of  the  facility  in  order  to 
accommodate  the  equipment  or  facilities  of  another  user. 

A.  The  applicant  must  demonstrate  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Zoning  Board  of 
Adjustment  Planning  Board  that  the  new  any  Class  1  wireless  communication 
telecommunication  facility  cannot  be  accommodated  on  an  existing  or 
approved  facility  or  structure  due  to  for  one  of  the  following  reasons: 

1.  Structural  or  Spatial  Capacity:  The  proposed  antennas  and  equipment 
would  exceed  the  structural  or  spatial  capacity  of  the  existing  or  approved 
facility,  as  documented  by  a  structural  engineer  licensed  to  practice  in  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire.  Additionally,  the  existing  or  approved  Class  1 
wireless — communication  telecommunication  facility  cannot  be 
reinforced,  modified,  or  replaced  to  accommodate  planned  or  equivalent 
equipment,  at  a  reasonable  cost,  to  provide  coverage  and  capacity 
comparable  to  that  of  the  proposed  facility. 

2.  Radio  Frequency  Interference:  The  proposed  antennas  and  equipment, 
alone  or  together  with  existing  facilities,  equipment,  and/or  antennas, 
would  create  radio  frequency  interference  (RFI)  in  violation  of  federal 
standards  or  requirements  as  documented  by  a  qualified  radio  frequency 
engineer. 

^r  Radio  Frequency  Radiation:  The  proposed  antennas  and  equipment, 
alone  or  together  with  existing  facilities,  equipment,  and/or  antennas, 
would  create  radio  frequency  radiation  (RFR)  in  violation  of  federal 
standards  or  requirements  without  unreasonable  modification  or 
mitigation  measures  as  documented  by  a  qualified  radio  frequency 
engineer. 
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4: Existing  Facilities: — Existing  wireless  communication  facilities  cannot 

accommodate,  or  be  reasonably  modified  to  accommodate,  the  planned 
equipment  at  a  height  necessary  to  function  reasonably  or  are  too  far  from 
the  area  of  needed  coverage  to  function  reasonably  as  documented  by  a 
qualified  radio  frequency  engineer. 

4.  Aesthetics:  Aesthetic  reasons  make  it  unreasonable  to  locate  the  planned 
equipment  upon  an  existing  or  approved  facility. 

5.  Coverage:  There  are  no  existing  or  approved  wireless  communication 
telecommunication  facilities  in  the  area  in  which  coverage  is  sought. 

6.  Other:  Other  specific  unforeseen  reasons  make  it  unreasonable  or  not 
feasible  to  locate  the  planned  equipment  upon  an  existing  or  approved 
wireless  communication  telecommunication  facility. 

4.4.13  Access  Roads:  If  available,  existing  entrances  and  driveways  shall  be  utilized, 
unless  the  applicant  can  demonstrate  that  a  new  entrance  and  driveway  will  result  in  less 
visual  and  environmental  impact.  To  the  extent  practicable,  new  access  roads  shall 
minimize  disturbances  to  the  natural  contour  of  the  land  and  be  located  within  existing 
forest  or  forest  fringe  areas  and  not  in  open  fields.  Erosion  control  for  the  design, 
construction,  and  maintenance  of  access  roads  shall  follow  the  standards  section  4.15  of 
the  Subdivision  Regulations.  The  Planning  Board  may  require  underground  utilities  as  a 
part  of  its  Site  Plan  review. 

4.4.14  Utilities:   Utility  or  service  lines  for  Class  1  telecommunication  facilities  shall 

be  designed  and  located  so  as  to  minimize  or  prevent  disruption  to  the  scenic  character  of 
the  area. 

4.4.15  Determination  of  Minimal  Visual  Impact:  Upon  review  of  the  applicant's  visual 
analysis,  supporting  materials,  testimony  from  the  parties,  and  inspections  from  the 
designated  vantage  points,  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  Planning  Board  shall 
evaluate  the  visual  impact  of  the  proposed  facility  in  order  to  determine  if  the  design 
minimizes  its  visual  presence  in  the  landscape.  The  Planning  Board  may  require 
changes  to  the  design  in  order  to  further  minimize  the  visual  impact  of  Class  1  and 
Class  2  telecommunication  facilities,  determine  that  the  proposed  facility  does  not  have 
an  adverse  visual  impact  on  the  scenic  or  natural  beauty  of  the  land  proposed  to  be 
developed  (including  scenic  areas  as  identified  in  the  Lyme  Master  Plan)  prior  to  any 
approvals.  The  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  Planning  Board  shall  consider,  among 
other  things,  the  following  in  making  their  determination: 

A.  The  amount  of  time  and  time  of  year  during  which  the  proposed  facility  will  be 
viewed  by  the  traveling  public  on  a  public  highway,  public  trail,  or  public  water 
body; 

B.  The  frequency  of  the  view  of  the  proposed  facility  by  the  traveling  public: 
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C.  The  degree  to  which  the  view  of  the  proposed  facility  is  screened  by  existing 
and/or  proposed  vegetation,  the  topography  of  the  land,  and  existing  structures; 

D.  Background  features  in  the  line  of  sight  to  the  proposed  facility  that  obscure  the 
facility  or  make  it  more  conspicuous  from  all  angles  of  view; 

E.  The  distance  of  the  wireless  communication  telecommunication  facility  from  key 
vantage  points  and  the  proportion  of  which  the  facility  will  be  visible  above  the 
skyline  or  treeline; 

F.  The  number  of  members  of  the  traveling  public  or  residents  of  Lyme  and 
neighboring  towns  who  will  be  affected  by  the  alteration  of  the  scenic  character  of 
the  area; 

G.  The  sensitivity  or  unique  value  of  the  particular  view  affected  by  the  proposed 
facility;  and 

H.  Significant  disruption  of  a  view  that  provides  context  to  an  historic  or  scenic 
resource,  including  the  Appalachian  Trail. 

Non-Complying  Conforming  Wireless  Communication  Telecommunication  Facility: 
Any  changes  to  a  non-complying  conforming  wireless — communication 
telecommunication  facility  must  be  in  conformity  with  these  regulations  unless  a 
variance  from  these  regulations  is  obtained  from  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment. 

SECTION  V  -  APPLICATION  AND  PERMITTING 

Applications  for  Class  1  and  Class  2  Telecommunications  facilities  in  the  Town  of 
Lyme  require  both  a  Zoning  and  Building  Permit  from  the  Zoning  Administrator  a 
Conditional  Use  Approval  and  Site  Plan  review  by  the  Planning  Board,  and  may 
require  a  Special  Exception  or  Variance  from  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment 
prior  to  issuance  of  a  zoning  permit  by  the  Zoning  Administrator.  All  applications 
shall  contain  all  the  information  required  by  Section  9.22  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance, 
Article  IV  of  the  Regulations  for  Site  Plan  Review,  and  all  of  the  information  needed  to 
demonstrate  compliance  with  all  of  the  standards  for  telecommunications  facilities  as 
specified  in  Section  A:IV. 

The  Zoning  Administrator  and  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  follow  the  procedures 
of  Articles  IX  and  X  of  the  Zoning  ordinance  in  processing  and  approving  or  denying  an 
application. 

The  Planning  Board  shall  follow  the  procedures  of  Article  VI  of  the  Regulations  for  Site 
Plan  Review  in  processing  and  approving  or  denying  an  application. 
In  addition,  telecommunications  facilities  located  in  or  which  may  affect  historical 
resources  either  directly  and/or  indirectly  shall  be  reviewed  by  the  New  Hampshire 
Division  of  Historical  Resources. 

SECTION  VI    BONDING  AND  SECURITY  INSURANCE 

The  applicant  shall  provide  a  bond  to  the  Town  in  an  amount  that  would  be  sufficient  to 
cover  the  costs  of  removal  and  disposal  of  the  facility  components.  The  Planning  Board 
shall  set  the  form  and  amount  of  the  security.   The  Planning  Board  shall  also  require  the 
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applicant  to  submit  proof  of  appropriate  liability  insurance  with  respect  to  the  proposed 
facilities  prior  to  building  permit  issuance. 

The  term  of  the  bond  shall  be  negotiated  with  the  Planning  Board  and  administered  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen.  In  addition,  if  the  Board  requires  an  engineering  assessment  in 
order  to  set  the  amount  of  the  bond,  the  cost  shall  be  borne  by  the  applicant. 

SECTION  VII  REMOVAL  OF  ABANDONED  ANTENNAS  AND  TOWERS 
Any  antenna  or  tower  that  is  not  operated  for  a  continuous  period  of  12  months  shall  be 
considered  abandoned  and  hazardous  to  the  public  health  and  safety. — The  owner  shall 
remove  the  abandoned  structure  within  90  days.  If  the  abandoned  tower  is  not  removed 
within  90  days,  the  Town  may  execute  the  security  and  have  the  tower  removed.  If  there 
are  two  or  more  users  of  a  single  tower,  this  provision  shall  not  become  effective  until  all 
users  cease  using  the  tower. 

SECTION  VI  -  MONITORING  AND  MAINTENANCE 

6.1  Maintenance:  The  owner  of  the  Class  1,  2,  or  3  telecommunications  facility 
shall  maintain  the  telecommunications  facility  in  good  condition.  Such  maintenance 
shall  include  but  shall  not  be  limited  to:  painting,  structural  integrity  of  the  mount 
and  security  barrier,  and  maintenance  of  the  buffer  areas  and  landscaping. 

6.2  Monitoring:  As  part  of  the  issuance  of  the  site  plan  approval  for  a  Class  1 
telecommunications  facility,  the  property  owner  shall  agree  that  the  Town  of  Lyme 
may  enter  the  subject  property  to  obtain  RFR  measurements  and  noise 
measurements  at  the  expense  of  the  carrier.  The  town  shall  provide  reasonable 
written  notice  to  carrier  and  landowner  and  provide  them  the  opportunity  to 
accompany  the  Town  representatives  when  the  measurements  are  conducted. 

6.3  Security  for  Removal:  Recognizing  the  hazardous  situation  presented  by 
abandoned  and  unmonitored  Class  1  and  Class  2  telecommunication  facilities,  the 
Planning  Board  shall  set  the  form  and  amount  of  security  that  represents  the  cost 
for  removal  and  disposal  of  abandoned  facilities  in  the  event  that  a  facility  is 
abandoned  and  the  facility  owner  is  unwilling  or  unable  to  remove  the  facility  in 
accordance  with  section  8.2.  The  Planning  Board  shall  accept  a  performance  bond, 
irrevocable  letter  of  credit  or  other  type  or  types  of  security  to  ensure  that  final 
removal  and  reclamation  to  the  site  is  actually  completed.  The  amount  shall  be 
determined  by  the  Board,  and  the  security  is  to  be  released  by  the  Town  only  after  a 
final  restoration  inspection  by  the  Planning  Board  or  its  designee.  The  property 
owner  is  obligated  to  remove  the  facility  even  if  the  security  does  not  cover  the 
entire  cost  of  removal  and  restoration. 

SECTION  VII  -  ABANDONMENT  OR  DISCONTINATION  OF  USE 

7.1  Notification:  At  such  time  that  a  carrier  or  owner  plans  to  abandon  or 
discontinue  operation  of  a  Class  1  or  Class  2  telecommunications  facility,  such 
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carrier  or  owner  will  notify  the  Town  by  Certified  U.S.  Mail  of  the  proposed  date  of 
abandonment  or  discontinuation  of  operations.  Such  notice  shall  be  given  not  less 
than  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  abandonment  or  discontinuation  of  operations. 

7.2  Removal:  Upon  abandonment  or  discontinuation  of  use,  the  owner  of  the 
facility  shall  physically  remove  the  telecommunications  facility  within  ninety 
(90)  days  from  the  date  of  abandonment  or  discontinuation  of  use. 
"Phvsicallv  remove"  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to: 

A.  Removal  of  antennas,  mount,  equipment  shelters,  and  security  barriers  from 
the  subject  property. 

B.  Proper  disposal  of  waste  materials  from  the  site  in  accordance  with  local  and 
state  solid  waste  disposal  regulations. 

C.  Restoring  the  location  to  its  natural  condition. 

7.3  Failure  to  Remove:  If  the  owner  of  the  facility  does  not  remove  the  facility, 
then  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall,  after  holding  a  public  hearing  with  notice  to  the 
owner  and  abutters,  issue  a  declaration  of  abandonment.  The  owner  of  the  facility 
shall  then  dismantle  and  remove  the  facility  within  ninety  (90)  days  of  receipt  of  the 
declaration  of  abandonment  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  If  the  abandoned  facility  is 
not  removed  within  ninety  (90)  days,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  may  execute  the 
security  to  pay  for  this  action. 

SECTION  Mil  -  ADMINISTRATION  AND  ENFORCEMENT 

Administration  and  enforcement  shall  be  in  accordance  with  Article  IX  of  the  Zoning 
ordinance  and  Article  XVI  of  the  Regulations  for  Site  Plan  Review  as  appropriate. 

SECTION  IX  -  SEVERABILITY 

The  invalidity  of  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  any  other 
provision  of  this  ordinance  or  any  other  Town  ordinance,  by-law.  or  regulation. 

SECTION  Xffl  X  -  APPEALS 

Appeals  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  NH  RSA  Chapters  676  and 

677.

41:14-a,  authorizing  the  Selectmen  to  acquire  or  sell  land,  buildings,  or  both; 
provided,  however,  they  shall  first  submit  any  such  proposed  acquisition  or 
sale  to  the  Planning  Board  and  to  the  Conservation  Commission  for  review  and 
recommendation  by  those  bodies,  where  a  board  or  commission  or  both,  exist. 
After  the  Selectmen  receive  the  recommendation  of  the  Planning  Board  and  the

During  the  voting  activity  Moderator  Waste  moved  on  with  recognition  to  retired 
Supervisor  of  the  Checklist  Bernard  Tullar  who  served  the  Town  in  this  capacity 
for  over  40  years,  and  to  Luane  Cole  Clark  who  served  as  Town  Treasurer  for  over 
25  years.  Both  individuals  received  applause  of  appreciation. 

Moving  on  as  the  Article  16  was  still  being  voted  on,  Gerry  Clancy,  a  member  of 
the  Lyme  Foundation  presented  the  2005  Citizen  of  the  Year  Award.  As  there  had 
not  been  a  venue  during  2005  to  present  this  award,  it  was  requested  that  they  be 
able  to  do  this  at  Town  Meeting  2006. 

The  Award,  given  to  a  citizen  who  had  consistently,  competently  and  patiently 
given  much  time  and  energy  to  benefit  the  Town  of  Lyme  over  the  many  years  she 
has  been  living  in  Lyme  was  presented  to  Betty  Lee.  Betty  was  offered  a  standing 
ovation  in  recognition  of  her  gracious  and  generous  service. 

Concluding  this  period  of  acknowledgements,  Moderator  Waste  recognized 
Principal  of  the  Lyme  School,  Gerry  Clancy,  who  has  announced  his  retirement.

five  hundred  dollars  ($6,500)  for  this  purpose.  The  infrastructure  would 
include  the  major  arteries  in  these  towns  linking  households,  businesses  and 
key  community  resources  such  as  police,  fire,  schools,  libraries,  and  town 
offices.

Article  17  was  voted  in  the  AFFIRMATIVE  by  Voice  Vote. 
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ARTICLE  18.  Vicki  Smith  made  the  motion  that  the  Town  vote  to  create  an 
expendable  trust  fund  under  the  provisions  of  RSA  31:1 9-a,  to  be  known  as  the 
Town  Poor  Expendable  Trust  Fund  for  the  purpose  of  providing  monies  and 
services  for  persons  eligible  to  receive  assistance  and  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  up  to  $  1 9,000  and  to  appoint  the  Overseer  of  the  Town  Poor  as 
agent  to  expend  from  this  fund. 

SECONDED 

Selectman  Judy  Brotman  offered  an  explanation  of  this  Article. 
Article  18  was  voted  in  the  AFFIRMATIVE  by  Voice  Vote. 

ARTICLE  19.  Paul  Klee  made  the  motion  that  the  Town  vote  to  establish  a 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  under  the  provisions  of  RSA  35:1,  to  be  known  as  the

Lyme  Police  Chief  Pauline  Field  offered  an  explanation  of  this  Article.  After  a  good 
deal  of  discussion  a  motion  was  made  to  end  debate  on  this  article. 

Motion  to  end  debate  was  SECONDED. 

Motion  to  end  debate  was  voted  in  the  AFFIRMATIVE  by  Voice  Vote. 

A  Voice  Vote  was  inconclusive. 
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Moderator  Waste  asked  for  a  show  of  hands  to  determine  vote. 
A  Show  of  Hands  was  also  inconclusive. 

Moderator  Waste  instructed  use  of  Paper  Ballot  to  determine  this  vote.

Fire  Chief  Michael  Hinsley  clarified  information  on  the  rescue  truck  replacement. 

Tony  Ryan  offered  an  AMENDMENT  to  Article  22. 

Amendment  is  to  substitute  "Salt  Shed"  for  "Transfer  Station";  reading  as  follows: 
Public  Works  Facility  Capital  Reserve  Fund  (Salt  Shed)  $35,000 

AMENDMENT  was  SECONDED 

Discussion  of  the  proposed  amendment  continued.  A  significant  number  of 
concerns  and  questions  were  presented  regarding  the  compactor  and  Transfer 
Station  issue.  Selectman  Pete  Bleyler,  a  representative  on  the  Transfer  Station 
Committee  indicated  that  he  and  a  couple  of  the  members  of  the  committee  had 
done  site  visits  at  other  transfer  stations  that  used  compactors.  They  did  not  feel 
that  foul  smells,  attracting  rodents  or  raccoons  or  runoff  that  might  compromise 
water  sources  (concerns  expressed  by  several),  were  issues  of  concern. 
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The  question  was  asked  if  the  Town  had  a  site  plan  in  place  for  the  Transfer 
Station  and  if  they  have  state  approval  for  operation. 

Simon  Carr,  a  consultant  to  the  Transfer  Station  Committee,  addressed  this  by 
saying  that  a  site  plan  is  being  prepared  but  has  not  been  submitted  to  the  state  as 
yet.  He  indicated  that  abutters  to  the  Transfer  Station  could  have  input  by 
attending  a  public  hearing. 

Mike  Smith  asked  if  Article  21  could  be  re-opened  for  consideration  to  further 
address  this  issue.  Moderator  Waste  indicated  it  could  not. 

Lee  Larson  made  the  Motion  to  CALL  THE  QUESTION. 

SECONDED 

A   request   for   PAPER   BALLOT    on   Article   22    was   presented   to    the 

Moderator,  signed  by  6  registered  voters  in  the  Town  of  Lyme. 

SECONDED 

Moderator  Waste  reminded  attendees  that  the  requested  written  ballot  is 
addressing  the  proposed  Amendment  offered  earlier  by  Tony  Ryan,  to  change  the 
description  of  the  expenditure  of  $35,000.00  in  Article  22  from  Transfer  Station  to 
Salt  Shed. 

A  question  of  the  legality  of  this  vote  was  raised.  Administrative  Assistant,  Carole 
Bont  expressed  concern  about  the  accuracy  of  posted  public  notice  if  this  change 
is  accepted. 

Mike  Smith  asked  if  there  is  a  plan  to  address  the  salt  shed  issue  if  this  amendment 
fails.  Judy  Brotman  responded  as  Chair  of  the  Highway  Garage  Committee  that 
efforts  had  been  made  to  follow  through  with  the  salt  shed  project,  but  that  due  to 
factors  beyond  their  control  they  were  unable  to  get  a  commitment  from  the  dealer 
who  specializes  in  the  salt  shed  they  were  interested  in. 

Steve  Maddock  spoke  in  favor  of  voting  expenditure  for  both  needs-compactor 
and  salt  shed-  as  these  are  what  he  considers  environmental  issues.  He's  also 
concerned  that  if  the  compactor  is  not  voted  for,  our  arrangement  with  the  current 
hauler  for  the  Transfer  Station  will  be  compromised  and  cost  the  Town  of  Lyme 
more  money. 

Alfred  Balch  asked  about  the  anticipated  noise  level  with  compactor  use.  Pete 
Bleyler  said  based  on  the  research  previously  mentioned,  the  noise  level  would  be 
less  than  the  packer  now  used  is. 
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Ross  Mclntyre  wondered  if  less  salt  could  be  kept  on-site.  Lee  Larson  felt  that 
addressing  the  salt  shed  issue  should  happen  sooner  rather  than  later.  He  also 
asked  what  would  happen  if  it  turned  out  the  vote  taken  at  this  time  turns  out  to  be 
illegal. 

Moderator  Waste  addressed  this  from  a  Parliamentary  perspective. 

Katie  Jenks  indicated  that  she  was  under  the  impression  that  the  Transfer  Station 
in  its  current  location  was  intended  as  a  temporary  site.  One  concern  she  has  is 
that  the  growth  and  permanence  created  by  these  expenditures  will  compromise 
the  efficiency  of  the  Highway  Garage  site. 

Paper  ballots  were  distributed  to  registered  voters  in  the  Town  of  Lyme. 
While  the  ballot  process  took  place,  members  of  the  Budget  Committee  and  Board 
of  Selectmen   contacted   Town   Counsel   to    obtain   advice    on   proper   and/or 
acceptable  procedure  to  move  forward  on  issues  presented  by  Article  22. 

Vote  on  AMENDMENT  as  proposed  by  Tony  Ryan  voted  in  the 
AFFIRMATIVE  by  Paper  Ballot.

The   meeting  resumed   following   the   break   for  legal   consultation   and  vote.

Moderator  Waste  reminded  attendees  about  the  issue  at  hand. 

Barney  Brannen,  Chair  of  the  Budget  Committee  shared  with  attendees  what  he 
learned  during  the  consultation  with  Town  Counsel.  That  is.  Voters  must  be 
careful  of  switching  around  the  direction  of  a  posted  warrant  article.  Counsel 
advised  that  the  Town  follow  up  with  the  Department  of  Revenue  Administration. 
It  is  Counsel's  opinion  that  if  the  DRA  is  satisfied  with  the  direction  of  the 
amendment  and  consequential  vote  then  it  would  stand,  however  if  DRA  does  not 
approve,  the  vote  would  be  void. 

For  purposes  of  Parliamentary  Procedure,  this  Amendment  will  be 
considered  passed. 

Barnev  Brannen  offered  a  second  AMENDMENT  to  Article  22: 

To  add  to  the  appropriation  from  the  Public  Works  Facility  Reserve  Fund 
$23,000.00,  to  be  expended,  along  with  the  existing  $35,000.00  line  item,  for 
purposes  of  the  Transfer  Station  and  Salt  Shed.

Discussion  continued. 
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Jack  Elliott  made  the  motion  to  CALL  THE  VOTE. 

SECONDED 

Motion  to  call  the  vote  was  voted  in  the  NEGATIVE  by  Voice  Vote. 

Discussion  continued. 

James   Graham   moved  to  CALL   THE   QUESTION.   Motion  to   call  the 
question  was  voted  in  the  AFFIRMATIVE  by  Voice  Vote. 

SECONDED 

Amendment  #2  to  Article  22  as  offered  by  Barney  Brannen  was  voted  in  the 
AFFIRMATIVE  by  Voice  Vote. 

Article  22,  as  amended  was  voted  in  the  AFFIRMATIVE  by  Voice  Vote. 


ARTICLE  23.  Kathy  Larson  made  the  motion  that  the  Town  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  up  to  eight  thousand  three  hundred  dollars  ($8,300)  to 
sponsor  an  Independence  Day  celebration,  including  but  not  limited  to  a 
parade,  a  picnic  and  fireworks  and  to  fund  this  appropriation  by  authorizing 
withdrawal  from  the  Independence  Day  Celebration  Special  Revenue  Fund 
established  for  this  purpose  at  the  2003  town  meeting.

Comments,  including  questions  concerning  insurance  costs  for  Town  of  Lyme 
employees  were  addressed  by  Selectman  Peter  Bleyler. 

Charles  Balch  offered  comments  about  the  street  lighting  situation  on  Pleasant 
Street  and  offered  a  MOTION  addressing  Article  25:  "That  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  be  instructed  to  direct  the  purchase  and  installation  of  three  street 
lights  on  the  utility  poles  on  1  Pleasant  Street  where  such  lights  were  formally 
located  and  that  the  budget  item  for  street  lighting  expense  be  increased  by 
1200  dollars  ($1200.00)  to  cover  the  cost  of  this  action."  (reference  page  80,  line 
248  of  2005  Town  Report) 

SECONDED 

The  lighting  issue  and  prior  action  taken  in  2005  regarding  the  discontinuance  of 
certain  street  lights  in  town  was  addressed  by  Selectman  Dick  Jones. 
Motion  presented  by  Charles  Balch,  which  results  in  an  AMENDMENT  to 
Article  25  was  voted  in  the  AFFIRMATIVE  by  Voice  Vote. 

Dick  Jones  verified  that  the  result  of  this  vote  brings  the  bottom  line  of  Article  25 
to  One  Million  Eight  Hundred  Thirty  three  Thousand,  Six  Hundred  Thirty  Eight 
Dollars  ($1,833,638.00);  an  addition  of  $11,200.00  to  the  MS-7  subtotal  found  on 
page  65  of  2005  Town  Report. 

Article  25,  as  amended  was  voted  in  the  AFFIRMATIVE  by  Voice  Vote. 
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ARTICLE  26.  Steve  Maddock  made  the  motion  that  the  Town  vote  to  Amend 
Article  28  of  the  Town  Meeting  dated  March  8,  2005,  by  changing  the 
membership  of  the  Recreation  Commission  to  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  pursuant  to  RSA  35-B:4  from  a  7-member  commission  to  a  5- 
member  commission. 

SECONDED 

Article  26  was  voted  in  the  AFFIRMATIVE  by  Voice  Vote. 

ARTICLE  27.  George  Palmer  made  the  motion  to  hear  reports  of  Agents, 
Auditors,  or  Committees  or  other  officers  heretofore  chosen,  and  to  pass  any 
vote  relating  thereto. 

SECONDED 

Article  27  was  voted  in  the  AFFIRMATIVE  by  Voice  Vote. 


ARTICLE  28.  Roger  Berger  made  the  motion  to  transact  any  other  business  that 
may  be  legally  brought  before  this  Town  Meeting. 

SECONDED 

Judy  Brotman  offered  appreciation  to  out-going  Selectman  Peter  Bleyler  for  his 
three  years  of  service  on  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Pete  was  acknowledged  with  a 
round  of  applause. 

Michael  Hinsley  recognized  the  Highway  crew,  specifically  Mark  Hewes,  Russell 
Stearns,  Scott  Bailey  and  Bill  LaBombard  for  admirable  efforts  during  a 
particularly  difficult  year  of  significant  health  issues  and  reduced  man-power 
within  the  Highway  Department. 

Jennifer  Cooke  asked  about  an  increase  of  road  signs  that  keep  appearing  on  the 
back  roads.  According  to  the  Police  Chief  and  Selectmen,  these  are  safety  issues 
requested  and  paid  for  by  private  citizens  or  required  by  state  law. 

Cynthia  Bognolo  suggested  that  better  efforts  toward  communicating  issues  before 
they  come  to  Town  Meeting  for  a  vote  would  be  appreciated  and  helpful.  She  also 
pointed  out  that  while  the  street  light  issue  was  addressed  by  the  administration 
with  an  effort  toward  fiscal  responsibility,  the  human  factor  was  equally,  if  not 
more  important  to  consider.  Preventative  safety  should  always  be  a  priority. 
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The  issue  of  traffic  concerns  in  front  of  the  school  was  addressed.  Chief  Field 
indicated  that  she  is  confident  that  the  rearrangement  of  the  crosswalk  will  help, 
and  reminded  folks  that  the  speed  limit  is  reduced  in  front  of  the  school  during  the 
hours  when  children  are  present  and  for  45  minutes  before  and  after  school  is 
open.  In  our  case  the  limit  is  reduced  to  20  miles  per  hour  during  these  times. 
She'll  also  recommend  to  the  State  that  we  have  regulation  school  crossing 
flashing  lights  installed  to  help  with  safety  of  kids  crossing,  loading  and  unloading 
during  school  hours  of  operation.  She  reminds  us  that  if  we  obey  the  law  and 
speed  limit,  those  behind  us  will  also. 

Charles  Ragan  also  spoke  about  the  recommended  crosswalk  change  on  behalf  of 
the  Safety  and  Joint  Loss  Prevention  Committee  for  the  Town  of  Lyme.  The  S&L 
Committee  has  been  supporting  and  recommending  this  action  for  several  years  in 
an  effort  toward  preventative  safety  measure. 

Moderator  Waste  offered  deep  appreciation  to  all  in  attendance  for  the  patient  and 
thoughtful  participation  in  today's  meeting.

REPORT  ON  INTERNAL  CONTROL  BASED  ON 
AN  AUDIT  OF  BASIC  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Lyme,  New  Hampshire 

We  have  audited  the  financial  statements  of  the  governmental  activities,  each  major  fund,  and  the 
aggregate  remaining  fund  information  of  the  Town  of  Lyme,  New  Hampshire  as  of  and  for  the  year 
ended  December  31,  2005,  which  collectively  comprise  the  Town  of  Lyme,  New  Hampshire's  basic 
financial  statements  and  have  issued  our  report  thereon  dated  March  17,  2006.  We  conducted  our  audit 
in  accordance  with  auditing  standards  generally  accepted  in  the  United  States  of  America.  Those 
standards  required  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the 
financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement. 

The  management  of  the  Town  of  Lyme,  New  Hampshire  is  responsible  for  establishing  and 
maintaining  an  internal  control  structure.  In  fulfilling  this  responsibility,  estimates  and  judgments  by 
management  are  required  to  assess  the  expected  benefits  and  related  costs  of  internal  control  structure 
policies  and  procedures.  The  objectives  of  an  internal  control  structure  are  to  provide  management  with 
reasonable,  but  not  absolute,  assurance  that  assets  are  safeguarded  against  loss  from  unauthorized  use  or 
disposition,  and  that  transactions  are  executed  in  accordance  with  management's  authorization  and 
recorded  properly  to  permit  the  preparation  of  financial  statements  in  accordance  with  accounting 
principles  generally  accepted  in  the  United  States  of  America.  Because  of  inherent  limitations  in  any 
internal  control  structure,  errors  or  irregularities  may  nevertheless  occur  and  not  be  detected.  Also, 
projection  of  any  evaluation  of  the  structure  to  future  periods  is  subject  to  the  risk  that  procedures  may 
become  inadequate  because  of  changes  in  conditions  or  that  the  effectiveness  of  the  design  and  operation 
of  policies  and  procedures  may  deteriorate. 

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Lyme,  New 
Hampshire  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  2005,  we  obtained  an  understanding  of  the  internal  control 
structure.  With  respect  to  the  internal  control  structure,  we  obtained  an  understanding  of  the  design  of 
relevant  policies  and  procedures  and  whether  they  have  been  placed  in  operation,  and  we  assessed 
control  risk  in  order  to  determine  our  auditing  procedures  for  the  purpose  of  expressing  our  opinion  on 
the  financial  statements  and  not  to  provide  an  opinion  on  the  internal  control  structure.  Accordingly,  we 
do  not  express  such  an  opinion. 

Our  consideration  of  the  internal  control  structure  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  matters  in 
the  internal  control  structure  that  might  be  material  weaknesses  under  standards  established  by  the 
American  Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants.  A  material  weakness  is  a  condition  in  which  the 
design  or  operation  of  one  or  more  of  the  internal  control  structure  elements  does  not  reduce  to  a 
relatively  low  level  the  risk  that  errors  and  irregularities  in  amounts  that  would  be  material  in  relation  to 
the  financial  statements  being  audited  may  occur  and  not  be  detected  within  a  timely  period  by 
employees  in  the  normal  course  of  performing  their  assigned  functions.   We  noted  no  matters  involving 
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the  internal  control  structure  and  its  operation  that  we  consider  to  be  material  weaknesses  as  defined 
above. 

However,  we  noted  certain  matters  involving  the  internal  control  structure  and  its  operation  that 
we  have  reported  to  the  management  of  the  Town  of  Lyme,  New  Hampshire  in  a  separate  letter  dated 
March  17,  2006. 

This  report  is  intended  for  the  information  of  management  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
However,  this  report  is  a  matter  of  public  record,  and  its  distribution  is  not  limited.

We  have  audited  the  accompanying  financial  statements  of  the  governmental  activities,  each 
major  fund,  and  the  aggregate  remaining  fund  information  of  the  Town  of  Lyme,  New  Hampshire  (the 
Town)  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  2005,  which  collectively  comprise  the  Town's  basic 
financial  statements  as  listed  in  the  table  of  contents.  These  financial  statements  are  the  responsibility  of 
the  Town's  management.  Our  responsibility  is  to  express  opinions  on  these  financial  statements  based  on 
our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  auditing  standards  generally  accepted  in  the  United 
States  of  America.  Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable 
assurance  about  whether  the  financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement.  An  audit  includes 
examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  financial  statements.

The  combining  nonmajor  fund  financial  statements  have 
been  subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures  applied  in  the  audit  of  the  basic  financial  statements  and,  in  our 
opinion,  are  fairly  stated  in  all  material  respects,  in  relation  to  the  basic  financial  statements  taken  as  a 
whole.

Presented  herewith  please  find  the  Management  Discussion  &  Analysis  Report  for  the  Town  of  Lyme  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  2005.  The  responsibility  for  accuracy  of  the  data,  the  completeness  and 
fairness  of  this  documentation  (including  all  disclosures)  rests  with  management.  To  the  best  of  our 
knowledge  and  belief,  the  data  contained  herein  is  accurate  in  material  aspects.  This  report  and  its 
content  has  been  designed  to  fairly  present  the  Town's  financial  position,  including  the  result  of 
operations  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Town.  All  the  disclosures  necessary  to  enable  and  to  assist  the  reader  in 
acquiring  an  accurate  understanding  of  the  Town's  financial  activities  have  been  included. 

The  Town's  management  is  responsible  for  establishing  accounting  and  internal  control  structures 
designed  to  ensure  that  the  physical,  data,  informational,  intellectual,  and  human  resource  assets  of  the 
Town  are  protected  from  loss,  theft  and  misuse,  and  to  ensure  that  adequate  accounting  information  is 
maintained  and  reported  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  (GAAP). 
Management  also  strives  to  ensure  that  these  assets  are  put  to  good  and  effective  use.  The  internal  control 
structure  is  designed  to  provide  reasonable  assurances  that  these  objectives  are  attained. 

Overview  of  the  Financial  Statements 

The  financial  statements  presented  herein  include  all  of  the  activities  of  the  Town  of  Lyme  using  the 
integrated  approach  as  prescribed  by  GASB  Statement  34. 

This  discussion  and  analysis  is  intended  to  serve  as  an  introduction  to  the  Town  of  Lyme's  financial 
statements.  The  basic  financial  statements  comprise  three  components: 

1 .  Government-wide  financial  statements 

2.  Fund  financial  statements 

3.  Notes  to  the  basic  financial  statements 

This  report  also  contains  supplementary  information  in  addition  to  the  financial  statements. 

Government-Wide  Financial  Statements 

The  government-wide  financial  statements  are  designed  to  provide  readers  with  a  broad  overview  of  the 
Town's  finances,  in  a  manner  similar  to  most  private-sector  companies. 

The  statement  of  net  assets  presents  information  on  all  of  the  Town's  assets  and  liabilities,  with  the 
difference  between  the  two  reported  as  net  assets.  Over  time,  increases  and  decreases  in  net  assets  may 
serve  as  a  useful  indicator  of  whether  the  financial  position  of  the  Town  is  improving  or  deteriorating. 

The  statement  of  activities  presents  information  showing  how  the  Town's  net  assets  changed  during  the 
most  recent  fiscal  year.  All  of  the  current  year's  revenue  and  expenses  are  taken  into  account  regardless 
of  when  cash  is  received  or  paid. 

Fund  Financial  Statements 

A  fund  is  a  grouping  of  related  accounts  that  is  used  to  maintain  the  control  over  resources  that  have  been 
segregated  for  specific  activities  or  objectives.     The  Town  uses  fund  accounting  to  ensure  and  to

demonstrate  compliance  with  finance-related  legal  requirements.  The  Town  maintains  two  fund  types: 
governmental,  and  fiduciary  funds.  Governmental  funds  are  used  to  account  for  essentially  the  same 
functions  reported  as  governmental  activities  in  the  government- wide  financial  statements.  However, 
unlike  the  government-wide  financial  statements,  governmental  fund  financial  statements  focus  on  near- 
term  inflows  and  outflows  of  expendable  resources,  as  well  as  on  balances  of  expendable  resources 
available  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.  Such  information  may  be  useful  in  evaluating  the  Town's  near- 
term  financing  requirements. 

Because  the  focus  of  governmental  funds  is  narrower  than  that  of  the  government-wide  financial 
statements,  it  is  useful  to  compare  the  information  presented  for  governmental  funds  with  similar 
information  presented  for  governmental  activities  in  the  government-wide  financial  statements.  By  doing 
so,  our  readers  may  better  understand  the  long-term  impact  of  the  government's  near-term  financing 
decisions.  Both  the  governmental  fund  balance  sheet  and  the  statement  of  revenues,  expenditures  and 
changes  in  fund  balances  provide  a  reconciliation  to  facilitate  this  comparison  between  the  governmental 
activities  statement  of  net  assets  and  statement  of  activities. 

The  Town  maintains  several  individual  government  funds.  Information  is  presented  separately  in  the 
government  fund  balance  sheet  and  the  statement  of  revenues,  expenditures  and  changes  in  fund  balances 
for  the  General  Fund,  Capital  Reserve  Fund,  and  the  Permanent  Funds,  all  of  which  are  considered  major 
funds. 

The  Town  adopts  an  annual  appropriation  budget  for  its  governmental  funds.  A  budgetary  comparison 
has  been  provided  for  the  General  Fund  to  demonstrate  compliance  with  this  budget.  Other  governmental 
funds  are  aggregated  as  non-major  funds. 

Fiduciary  funds  are  used  to  account  for  resources  held  for  the  benefit  of  parties  outside  of  the  Town. 
Fiduciary  funs  are  not  reflected  in  the  government-wide  financial  statements  because  the  resources  of 
those  funds  are  not  available  to  support  the  Town's  own  programs. 

Notes  to  the  Basic  Financial  Statements 

The  notes  provide  additional  information  that  is  essential  to  a  full  understanding  of  the  data  provided  in 
the  government-wide  and  fund  financial  statements.

As  shown  in  the  above  statement  the  Town  experienced  an  improvement  in  financial  position  of  372,823 
on  the  full  accrual  basis  of  accounting,  an  increase  of  48.5%  over  the  previous  year. 

The  General  Fund  shows  a  fund  balance  of  $1,235,582.  This  represents  an  increase  in  fund  balance  of 
$212,143  from  the  prior  year  primarily  attributable  to  a  revenue  surplus. 

The  capital  reserve  funds  recorded  net  operating  transfers  of  $52,795  which  contributed  to  the  fund's 
$74,596  increase  in  fund  balance. 

The  permanent  fund's  fund  balance  increased  by  $18,905  to  a  year  end  balance  of  $834,812.  The  Fund 
benefited  from  investment  income  of  $38,578  during  the  year. 

Capital  Assets 

The  Town  of  Lyme  considers  a  capital  asset  to  be  an  asset  whose  costs  exceed  or  equal  $10,000  and  has  a 
useful  life  of  greater  than  one  year.  Assets  are  depreciated  using  the  straight-line  method  over  the  course 
of  their  useful  life.  Note  5  to  the  financial  statements  contains  a  detailed  analysis  of  the  2005  changes  in 
capital  assets. 

Long-Term  Obligations 

During  FY  2005  the  Town  had  an  decrease  in  general  obligation  bonds  of  $28,900  due  to  scheduled 
payments.

NOTE  1— SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES 

The  accounting  policies  of  the  Town  of  Lyme,  New  Hampshire  conform  to  accounting  policies  generally 
accepted  in  the  United  States  of  America  for  local  governmental  units,  except  as  indicated  hereinafter. 
The  following  is  a  summary  of  significant  accounting  policies. 

Financial  Reporting  Entity 

The  Town  of  Lyme,  New  Hampshire  (the  Town)  was  incorporated  in  1798.  The  Town  operates  under  the 
Town  Meeting  form  of  government  and  performs  local  governmental  functions  authorized  by  State  law. 

The  financial  statements  include  those  of  the  various  departments  governed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  other  officials  with  financial  responsibility.  The  Town  has  no  other  separate  organizational  units, 
which  meet  criteria  for  inclusion  in  the  financial  statements  as  defined  by  the  Governmental  Accounting 
Standards  Board  (GASB). 

Basis  of  Presentation 

The  Town's  basic  financial  statements  consist  of  government-wide  statements,  including  a  statement  of 
net  assets  and  a  statement  of  activities,  and  fund  financial  statements  which  provide  a  more  detailed  level 
of  financial  information. 

1.  Government- Wide  Financial  Statements: 

The  statement  of  net  assets  and  the  statement  of  activities  display  information  about  the  Town  as  a  whole. 
These  statements  include  the  financial  activities  of  the  primary  government,  except  for  fiduciary  funds. 

The  statement  of  net  assets  presents  the  financial  condition  of  the  governmental  activities  of  the  Town  at 
year  end.  The  statement  of  activities  presents  a  comparison  between  direct  expenses  and  program 
revenues  for  each  program  or  function  of  the  Town's  governmental  activities.  Direct  expenses  are  those 
that  are  specifically  associated  with  a  service,  program  or  department  and  therefore  clearly  identifiable  to 
a  particular  function.  Program  revenues  include  charges  paid  by  the  recipient  of  the  goods  or  services 
offered  by  the  program,  grants  and  contributions  that  are  restricted  to  meeting  the  operational  or  capital 
requirements  of  a  particular  program  and  interest  earned  on  grants  that  is  required  to  be  used  to  support  a 
particular  program.  Revenues  which  are  not  classified  as  program  revenues  are  presented  as  general 
revenues  of  the  Town.  The  comparison  of  direct  expenses  with  program  revenues  identifies  the  extent  to 
which  each  governmental  function  is  self-financing  or  draws  from  the  general  revenues  of  the  Town. 

2.  Fund  Financial  Statements: 

During  the  year,  the  Town  segregates  transactions  related  to  certain  Town  functions  or  activities  in 
separate  funds  in  order  to  aid  financial  management  and  to  demonstrate  legal  compliance.  Fund  financial 
statements  are  designed  to  present  financial  information  of  the  Town  at  this  more  detailed  level.  The 
focus  of  governmental  fund  financial  statements  is  on  major  funds.  Each  major  fund  is  presented  in  a 
separate  column.  Nonmajor  funds  are  aggregated  and  presented  in  a  single  column.  The  fiduciary  funds 
are  reported  by  type.

Fund  Accounting 

The  Town  uses  funds  to  maintain  its  financial  records  during  the  fiscal  year.  A  fund  is  defined  as  a  fiscal 
and  accounting  entity  with  a  self-balancing  set  of  accounts.  The  Town  employs  the  use  of  two  categories 
of  funds:  governmental  and  fiduciary. 

1.  Governmental  Funds: 

Governmental  funds  are  those  through  which  most  governmental  functions  typically  are  financed. 
Governmental  fund  reporting  focuses  on  the  sources,  uses  and  balances  of  current  financial  resources. 
Expendable  assets  are  assigned  to  the  various  governmental  funds  according  to  the  purposes  for  which 
they  may  or  must  be  used.  Current  liabilities  are  assigned  to  the  fund  from  which  they  will  be  paid.  The 
difference  between  governmental  fund  assets  and  liabilities  is  reported  as  fund  balance.  The  following 
are  the  Town's  major  governmental  funds: 

The  General  Fund  is  the  operating  fund  of  the  Town  and  is  used  to  account  for  all  financial  resources 
except  those  required  to  be  accounted  for  in  another  fund. 

Capital  Reserve  Funds  account  for  all  financial  resources  of  the  various  trust  arrangements  held  by  the 
Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  in  which  the  principal  and  income  benefit  the  various  departments  of  the  Town. 

Permanent  Funds  account  for  the  financial  transactions  related  to  resources  that  are  legally  restricted  to 
the  extent  that  only  earnings  and  not  principal  may  be  used  for  purposes  that  support  the  Town's 
programs. 

2.  Fiduciary  Funds: 

Fiduciary  fund  reporting  focuses  on  net  assets  and  changes  in  net  assets.  The  fiduciary  fund  category  is 
split  into  two  classifications:  private  purpose  trust  funds,  and  agency  funds.  Trust  funds  are  used  to 
account  for  assets  held  by  the  Town  under  a  trust  agreement  for  individuals,  private  organizations,  or 
other  governments  and  are  therefore  not  available  to  support  the  Town's  own  programs.  The  Town's 
only  trust  fund  is  a  private  purpose  trust  which  accounts  for  a  program  for  the  Lyme  School  District.  The 
Town's  agency  fund  is  custodial  in  nature  (assets  equal  liabilities)  and  does  not  involve  the  measurement 
of  results  of  operations.  The  Town's  agency  fund  accounts  for  the  capital  reserve  funds  of  the  Lyme 
School  District,  which  are  held  by  the  Town  as  required  by  State  Law. 

Measurement  Focus 

1 .  Government- Wide  Financial  Statements: 

The  government-wide  financial  statements  are  prepared  using  the  economic  resources  measurement 
focus.  All  assets  and  liabilities  associated  with  the  operation  of  the  Town  are  included  on  the  Statement 
of  Net  Assets.

2.  Fund  Financial  Statements: 

All  governmental  funds  are  accounted  for  using  a  flow  of  current  financial  resources  measurement  focus. 
With  this  measurement  focus,  only  current  assets  and  current  liabilities  generally  are  included  on  the 
balance  sheet.  The  statement  of  revenues,  expenditures  and  changes  in  fund  balances  reports  on  the 
sources  (i.e..  revenues  and  other  financing  sources)  and  uses  (i.e.,  expenditures  and  other  financing  uses) 
of  current  financial  resources.  This  approach  differs  from  the  manner  in  which  the  governmental 
activities  of  the  government-wide  financial  statements  are  prepared.  Governmental  fund  financial 
statements  therefore  include  a  reconciliation  with  brief  explanations  to  better  identify  the  relationship 
between  the  government-wide  statements  and  the  statements  for  governmental  funds. 

The  private  purpose  trust  fund  is  reported  using  the  economic  resources  measurement  focus. 

Basis  of  Accounting 

Basis  of  accounting  determines  when  transactions  are  recorded  in  the  financial  records  and  reported  on 
the  financial  statements.  Government-wide  financial  statements  are  prepared  using  the  accrual  basis  of 
accounting.  Fiduciary  funds  also  use  the  accrual  basis  of  accounting.  Governmental  funds  use  the 
modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting.  Differences  in  the  accrual  and  the  modified  accrual  basis  of 
accounting  arise  in  the  recognition  of  revenue,  the  recording  of  deferred  revenue,  and  in  the  presentation 
of  expenses  versus  expenditures. 

In  the  government-wide  financial  statements,  private-sector  standards  of  accounting  and  financial 
reporting  issued  prior  to  December  1.  1989,  are  followed  to  the  extent  that  those  standards  do  not  conflict 
with  or  contradict  guidance  of  the  Governmental  Accounting  Standards  Board.  The  Town  has  elected  not 
to  follow  the  FASB  pronouncements  issued  subsequent  to  November  30.  1989. 

1 .  Revenues  -  Exchange  and  Non-exchange  Transactions: 

Revenue  resulting  from  exchange  transactions,  in  which  each  party  gives  and  receives  essentially  equal 
value,  is  recorded  on  the  accrual  basis  when  the  exchange  takes  place.  On  a  modified  accrual  basis, 
revenue  is  recorded  in  the  year  in  which  the  resources  are  measurable  and  become  available.  Available 
means  that  the  resources  will  be  collected  within  the  current  year  or  are  expected  to  be  collected  soon 
enough  thereafter  to  be  used  to  pay  liabilities  of  the  current  year.  For  the  Town,  available  means  expected 
to  be  received  within  sixty  days  of  year  end. 

Non-exchange  transactions,  in  which  the  Town  receives  value  without  directly  giving  equal  value  in 
return,  include  property  taxes,  grants,  entitlements  and  donations.  On  an  accrual  basis,  revenue  from 
property  taxes  is  recognized  in  the  year  for  which  the  taxes  are  levied  (see  Note  2).  Revenue  from  grants, 
entitlements  and  donations  is  recognized  in  the  year  in  which  all  eligibility  requirements  have  been 
satisfied.  Eligibility  requirements  include  timing  requirements,  which  specify  the  year  when  the 
resources  are  required  to  be  used  or  the  year  when  use  is  first  permitted;  matching  requirements,  in  which 
the  Town  must  provide  local  resources  to  be  used  for  a  specified  purpose;  and  expenditure  requirements, 
in  which  the  resources  are  provided  to  the  Town  on  a  reimbursement  basis.  On  a  modified  accrual  basis, 
revenue  from  non-exchange  transactions  must  also  be  available  before  it  can  be  recognized. 

Under  the  modified  accrual  basis,  the  following  revenue  sources  are  considered  to  be  both  measurable  and 
available  at  year  end:  property  taxes  and  interest  on  investments.

Licenses  and  permits,  charges  for  services,  and  miscellaneous  revenues  (except  interest  on  investments) 
are  recorded  as  revenues  when  received  in  cash  because  they  are  generally  not  measurable  until  actually 
received. 

2.  Deferred  Revenue: 

Deferred  revenue  arises  when  assets  are  recognized  before  revenue  recognition  criteria  have  been 
satisfied.  Grants  and  entitlements  received  before  the  eligibility  requirements  are  met  are  recorded  as 
deferred  revenue.  On  governmental  fund  financial  statements,  receivables  that  will  not  be  collected 
within  the  available  period  have  also  been  reported  as  deferred  revenue. 

3.  Expenses/Expenditures: 

On  the  accrual  basis  of  accounting,  expenses  are  recognized  at  the  time  they  are  incurred. 

The  measurement  focus  of  governmental  fund  accounting  is  on  decreases  in  net  financial  resources 
(expenditures)  rather  than  expenses.  Expenditures  are  generally  recognized  in  the  accounting  period  in 
which  the  related  fund  liability  is  incurred,  if  measurable.  Allocations  of  cost,  such  as  depreciation  and 
amortization  are  not  recognized  in  governmental  funds. 

Budgetary  Data 

The  Town's  budget  represents  functional  appropriations  as  authorized  by  annual  or  special  Town 
meetings.  The  Selectmen  may  transfer  funds  between  operating  categories  as  they  deem  necessary.  The 
Town  adopts  its  budget  under  State  regulations,  which  differ  somewhat  from  accounting  principles 
generally  accepted  in  the  United  States  of  America  in  that  the  focus  is  on  the  entire  governmental  unit 
rather  than  on  the  basis  of  fund  types. 

State  law  requires  balanced  budgets  but  permits  the  use  of  beginning  fund  balance  to  reduce  the  property 
tax  rate.  For  the  year  ended  December  31,  2005,  the  Town  applied  $123,833  of  its  unappropriated  fund 
balance  to  reduce  taxes. 

Investments 

Investments  are  stated  at  their  fair  value  in  all  funds. 

Taxes  Receivable 

Taxes  levied  during  the  current  year  and  prior  and  uncollected  at  December  31,  2005  are  recorded  as 
receivables  net  of  reserves  for  estimated  uncollectibles  of  $10,000. 

Capital  Assets 

General  capital  assets  result  from  expenditures  in  the  governmental  funds.  These  assets  are  reported  in 
the  government-wide  statement  of  net  assets,  but  are  not  reported  in  the  fund  financial  statements.

All  capital  assets  including  infrastructure  are  capitalized  at  cost  (or  estimated  historical  cost)  and  updated 
for  additions  and  retirements  during  the  year.  Donated  fixed  assets  are  recorded  at  their  fair  market 
values  as  of  the  date  received.  The  Town  maintains  a  capitalization  threshold  of  $10,000. 
Improvements  are  capitalized;  the  costs  of  normal  maintenance  and  repairs  that  do  not  add  to  the  value  of 
the  asset  or  materially  extend  an  asset's  life  are  not. 

The  Town  is  not  required  to  retroactively  report  its  general  infrastructure  (e.g.  roads,  bridges,  and 
sidewalks).  Infrastructure  records  are  maintained  effective  January  1,  2004. 

All  reported  capital  assets  except  for  land  and  construction  in  progress  are  depreciated.  Improvements  are 
depreciated  over  the  remaining  useful  lives  of  the  related  capital  assets.  Depreciation  is  computed  using 
the  straight-line  method  over  the  following  useful  lives:

Compensated  Absences 

The  Town's  sick  leave  policy  allows  employees  to  accumulate  sick  leave  at  the  rate  of  one  hour  for  each 
twenty-six  hours  of  base  compensated  time,  cumulative  to  a  maximum  of  four  hundred  eighty  hours.  No 
payment  for  unused  sick  leave  is  made  upon  termination.  Employees  earn  vacation  at  ten  to  twenty  days 
per  year  dependent  upon  length  of  service.  An  employee  may  not  carry  accumulated  vacation  days  into 
the  next  calendar  year  without  prior  permission  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Provision  is  made  in  the 
annual  budget  for  vacation  and  sick  leave. 

For  governmental  fund  financial  statements,  compensated  absences  are  reported  as  liabilities  and 
expenditures  as  payments  come  due  each  period  upon  the  occurrence  of  employee  death  or  retirement. 
The  entire  compensated  absence  liability  is  reported  on  the  government-wide  financial  statements. 

Accrued  Liabilities  and  Long-Term  Obligations 

All  payables,  accrued  liabilities,  and  long-term  obligations  are  reported  in  the  government-wide  financial 
statements.  In  general,  governmental  fund  payables  and  accrued  liabilities  that,  once  incurred,  are  paid  in 
a  timely  manner  and  in  full  from  current  resources  are  reported  as  obligations  of  the  funds.  However, 
compensated  absences  that  will  be  paid  from  governmental  funds  are  reported  as  liabilities  in  the  fund 
financial  statements  only  to  the  extent  that  they  are  due  for  payment  during  the  current  year.  General 
obligation  bonds  that  will  be  paid  from  governmental  funds  are  recognized  as  a  liability  in  the  fund 
financial  statements  when  due. 

Net  Assets 

Net  assets  represent  the  difference  between  assets  and  liabilities.  Net  assets  invested  in  capital  assets,  net 
of  related  debt  consists  of  capital  assets,  net  of  accumulated  depreciation,  reduced  by  the  outstanding 
balances  on  any  borrowings  used  for  the  acquisition,  construction  or  improvement  of  those  assets.  Net 
assets  are  reported  as  restricted  when  there  are  limitations  imposed  on  their  use  either  through  the 
enabling  legislation  adopted  by  the  Town  or  through  external  restrictions  imposed  by  creditors,  grantors 
or  laws  or  regulations  of  other  governments.

The  Town's  policy  is  to  first  apply  restricted  resources  when  an  expense  is  incurred  for  purposes  for 
which  both  restricted  and  unrestricted  net  assets  are  available. 

Fund  Balance  Reserves 

The  Town  reserves  those  portions  of  fund  balance  which  are  legally  segregated  for  a  specific  future  use  or 
which  do  not  represent  available  expendable  resources  and,  therefore,  are  not  available  for  appropriation 
or  expenditure.  Unreserved  fund  balance  indicates  that  portion  which  is  available  for  appropriation  in 
future  periods.  Fund  balance  reserves  have  been  established  for  an  amount  voted  at  the  subsequent  town 
meeting,  amounts  reserved  for  the  Town  Forest  and  playing  fields  and  carryforward  appropriations. 

Interfund  A  ctivity 

Exchange  transactions  between  funds  are  reported  as  revenues  in  the  seller  funds  and  as 
expenditures/expenses  in  the  purchaser  funds.  Flows  of  cash  or  goods  from  one  fund  to  another  without  a 
requirement  for  repayment  are  reported  as  interfund  transfers.  Interfund  transfers  are  reported  as  other 
financing  sources/uses  in  governmental  funds.  Repayments  from  funds  responsible  for  particular 
expenditures/expenses  to  the  funds  that  initially  paid  for  them  are  not  presented  in  the  financial 
statements. 

Estimates 

The  preparation  of  financial  statements  in  conformity  with  accounting  principles  generally  accepted  in  the 
United  States  of  America  require  management  to  make  estimates  and  assumptions  that  affect  certain 
reported  amounts  and  disclosures.  Accordingly,  actual  results  may  differ  from  those  estimates. 
Significant  estimates  include  depreciation  expense,  the  allowance  for  uncollectible  taxes,  and  estimated 
property  tax  collections  received  within  sixty  days  of  year  end. 

NOTE  2-PROPERTY  TAXES 

Taxes  are  levied  on  the  assessed  valuation  of  all  taxable  real  property  as  of  the  prior  April  1 
($264,937,732  as  of  April  1,  2005)  and  are  due  on  December  2,  2005.  Taxes  paid  after  the  due  date 
accrue  interest  at  12%  per  annum.  Property  taxes  are  recognized  as  revenue  when  received  in  cash  or  if 
available  to  finance  current  period  operations  (within  sixty  days  of  year  end). 

Under  State  law,  the  Tax  Collector  obtains  tax  liens  on  properties  which  have  unpaid  taxes  in  the 
following  calendar  year  after  taxes  were  due  for  the  amount  of  unpaid  taxes,  interest  and  costs.  These 
priority  tax  liens  accrue  interest  at  18%  per  annum.  If  the  property  is  not  redeemed  within  a  two  year 
redemption  period,  the  property  is  tax  deeded  to  the  Town. 

In  accordance  with  State  law,  the  Town  collects  taxes  for  the  Lyme  School  District  and  Grafton  County, 
both  independent  governmental  units,  which  are  remitted  to  them  as  required  by  law.  The  Town  also 
collects  State  of  New  Hampshire  Education  taxes,  which  are  remitted  directly  to  the  school  district.  Total 
taxes  appropriated  during  the  year  were  $3,333,103  and  $333,331  for  the  Lyme  School  District  and 
Grafton  County,  respectively.  These  taxes  are  not  recognized  as  revenues  in  these  financial  statements. 
The  Town  bears  responsibility  for  uncollected  taxes.

NOTE  3-RISK  MANAGEMENT 

The  Town  is  exposed  to  various  risks  of  losses  related  to  torts;  theft  of,  damage  to,  and  destruction  of 
assets;  errors  and  omissions;  injuries  to  employees;  and  natural  disasters.  During  the  year  ended 
December  31,  2005,  the  Town  was  a  member  of  the  Local  Government  Center  (LGC)  and  the  New 
Hampshire  Public  Risk  Management  Exchange  (PRIMEX).  The  Town  currently  reports  all  of  its  risk 
management  activities  in  its  General  Fund.  These  Trusts  are  classified  as  a  "Risk  Pools"  in  accordance 
with  accounting  principles  generally  accepted  in  the  United  States  of  America. 

The  Trust  agreements  permit  the  Trusts  to  make  additional  assessments  to  members  should  there  be  a 
deficiency  in  Trust  assets  to  meet  its  liabilities.  Accounting  principles  generally  accepted  in  the  United 
States  of  America  require  members  of  pools  with  a  sharing  of  risk  to  determine  whether  or  not  such 
assessment  is  probable  and,  if  so,  a  reasonable  estimate  of  such  assessment.  At  this  time,  the  Trusts 
foresee  no  likelihood  of  an  additional  assessment  for  any  of  the  past  years.  Claims  expenditures  and 
liabilities  are  reported  when  it  is  probable  that  a  loss  has  occurred  and  the  amount  of  that  loss  can  be 
reasonably  estimated.  These  losses  include  an  estimate  of  claims  that  have  been  incurred  but  not 
reported.  Based  on  the  best  available  information  there  is  no  liability  at  December  31,  2005. 

Property  and  Liability  Insurance 

The  LGC  provides  certain  property  and  liability  insurance  coverage  to  member  towns,  cities,  and  other 
qualified  political  subdivisions  of  New  Hampshire.  As  a  member  of  the  LGC,  the  Town  shares  in 
contributing  to  the  cost  of  and  receiving  benefit  from  a  self-insured  pooled  risk  management  program. 
The  program  includes  a  Self  Insured  Retention  Fund  from  which  is  paid  up  to  $500,000  for  each  and 
every  covered  property,  crime  and/or  liability  loss  that  exceeds  $1,000. 

Worker's  Compensation 

PRIMEX  provides  statutory  worker's  compensation  coverage  to  member  towns,  cities,  and  other  qualified 
political  subdivisions  of  New  Hampshire.  The  Trust  is  self-sustaining  through  annual  member  premiums 
and  provides  coverage  for  the  statutorily  required  workers'  compensation  benefits  and  employer's  liability 
coverage  up  to  $2,000,000.  The  program  includes  a  Loss  Fund  from  which  is  paid  up  to  $500,000  for 
each  and  every  covered  claim. 

NOTE  4-CASH  AND  INVESTMENTS 

The  Town  has  combined  the  cash  resources  of  its  governmental  fund  types.  For  accounting  and  reporting 
purposes,  that  portion  of  the  pooled  cash  balance  is  reported  in  the  specific  fund  as  an  interfund  balance.

The  Town's  investment  policy  for  governmental  fund  types  requires  that  deposits  and  investments  be 
made  in  New  Hampshire  based  financial  institutions  that  are  participants  in  one  of  the  federal  depository 
insurance  programs.  The  Town  limits  its  investments  to  demand  deposits,  money  market  accounts  and 
certificates  of  deposit  in  accordance  with  New  Hampshire  State  law  (RSA  41:29)  or  the  New  Hampshire 
Public  Deposit  Investment  Pool  (NHPDIP),  an  external  investment  pool.  Investments  by  the  Lyme 
Library  Trustees  and  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  are  made  at  their  discretion. 

Credit  Risk 

Generally,  credit  risk  is  the  risk  that  an  issuer  of  an  investment  will  not  fulfill  its  obligation  to  the  holder 
of  the  investment.  This  is  measured  by  the  assignment  of  a  rating  by  a  nationally  recognized  statistical 
rating  organization.  The  following  is  the  actual  rating  as  of  year  end  for  each  investment  type.

Custodial  Credit  Risk 

Custodial  credit  risk  for  deposits  is  the  risk  that  in  the  event  of  a  bank  failure,  the  Town's  deposits  may 
not  be  returned  to  it.  The  custodial  credit  risk  for  investments  is  the  risk  that,  in  the  event  of  the  failure  of 
the  counterparty  to  a  transaction  a  government  will  not  be  able  to  recover  the  value  of  its  investment  or 
collateral  securities  that  are  in  the  possession  of  another  party. 

Of  the  Town's  deposits  with  financial  institutions  at  year  end,  $1,842,392  was  collateralized  by  securities 
held  by  the  bank  in  the  bank*s  name  and  $0  was  uninsured  and  uncollateralized.

Investment  in  NHPDIP 

The  Town  is  a  voluntary  participant  in  the  New  Hampshire  Public  Deposit  Pool  (NHPDIP).  The 
NHPDIP  is  not  registered  with  the  United  States  Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  as  an  investment 
company. 

The  NHPDIP  was  created  by  state  law  and  is  administered  by  a  public  body  of  state,  local  and  banking 
officials. 

Investments  in  the  NHPDIP  are  not  investment  securities  and,  as  such,  are  not  categorized  by  risk.  The 
Town's  exposure  to  derivatives  is  indirect  through  its  participation  in  the  NHPDIP.  The  Town's 
proportional  share  of  these  derivatives  is  not  available.  The  fair  value  of  the  position  in  the  investment 
pool  is  equal  to  the  value  of  the  pool  shares.

NOTE  6— DEFINED  BENEFIT  PLAN 

Plan  Description 

The  Town  contributes  to  the  New  Hampshire  Retirement  System  (NHRS),  a  cost-sharing  multiple- 
employer  defined  benefit  pension  plan  administered  by  the  NHRS  Board  of  Trustees.  The  plan  provides 
service,  disability,  death  and  vested  retirement  allowances  to  plan  members  and  beneficiaries.  Benefit 
provisions  are  established  and  may  be  amended  by  the  New  Hampshire  State  legislature.  The  NHRS 
issues  a  publicly  available  financial  report  that  includes  financial  statements  and  required  supplementary 
information  for  NHRS.  That  report  may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  New  Hampshire  Retirement  System,  4 
Chenell  Drive,  Concord,  New  Hampshire  03301. 

Funding  Policy 

Covered  public  safety  employees  are  required  to  contribute  9.3%  of  their  covered  salary,  whereas  general 
employees  are  required  to  contribute  5.0%  of  their  covered  salary.  The  Town  is  required  to  contribute  at 
an  actuarially  determined  rate.  The  Town's  contribution  rates  for  the  covered  payroll  of  police  officers 
and  general  employees  were  7.87%  and  5.90%,  respectively  through  June  30,  2005  and  9.68%  and  6.81%, 
respectively  thereafter.  The  Town  contributes  65%  of  the  employer  cost  for  police  officers  and  fire 
employees,  and  the  State  contributes  the  remaining  35%  of  the  employer  cost.  The  Town  contributes 
100%  of  the  employer  cost  for  general  employees  of  the  Town.  On-behalf  fringe  benefits  (GASB 
Statement  #24)  contributed  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  of  $4,246  have  been  reported  as  a  revenue  and 
expenditure  in  the  General  Fund  of  these  Financial  Statements. 

Per  RSA-100:16,  plan  member  contribution  rates  are  established  and  may  be  amended  by  the  New 
Hampshire  State  legislature  and  employer  contribution  rates  are  determined  by  the  NHRS  Board  of 
Trustees  based  on  an  actuarial  valuation.  The  Town's  contributions  to  the  NHRS  for  the  years  ending 
December  31,  2005,  2004,  and  2003  were  $34,298,  $27,957,  and  $19,900,  respectively,  equal  to  the 
required  contributions  for  each  year. 

NOTE  7— SHORT-TERM  OBLIGATIONS 

The  Town  issues  tax  anticipation  notes  during  the  year.  These  borrowings  are  to  assist  in  the  payment  of 
operating  expenses  during  the  year  and  are  guaranteed  to  be  repaid  from  the  property  tax  revenue  received 
in  December  from  the  various  taxpayers  within  the  Towns.

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ASSESSING  DEPARTMENT 
ANNUAL  REPORT  2006 

This  past  year  we  completed  an  update  of  all  our  values,  since  this  was  our  "certification 
year"  and  our  level  of  assessment  had  fallen  below  state  minimum  standards.  These 
changes  were  reviewed  by  the  Department  of  Revenue  Administration  (DRA).  And  the 
annual  DRA  ratio  study  indicates  that  we  have  achieved  our  goals  in  terms  of  level  of 
assessment  and  equity.  Sales  that  have  occurred  since  I  finished  the  update  are  tracking 
well  with  the  new  assessments. 


I  was  assisted  in  this  very  labor  intensive  project  by  Elise  Garrity,  the  Assessing  Clerk. 
Elise  also  spent  quite  a  lot  of  time  working  on  a  bridge  program  between  the  assessing 
software  and  the  tax  billing  program.  This  will  make  our  office  much  more  efficient  and 
accurate  in  the  future.  Elise' s  public  office  hours  are  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday 
9:00  AM  -12:30  PM  and  she  is  available  to  help  you  if  you  need  information  about  your 
assessment  or  a  copy  of  your  property  record  card. 

I  will  continue  the  data  verification  of  all  properties  this  year.  Once  every  ten  years  I 
visit  each  property  and  verify  all  of  the  data  on  our  assessment  cards  by  measuring  and 
inspecting  all  buildings.  This  ten  year  cycle  is  recommended  by  the  International 
Association  of  Assessing  Officials  and  strongly  encouraged  by  the  State  of  NH  Assessing 
Standards  Board  to  maintain  accurate  and  equitable  assessments.  We  will  send  you  a 
letter  to  let  you  know  when  I  will  be  working  in  the  neighborhood. 

I  will  continue  to  monitor  the  real  estate  market  and  visit  properties  that  transfer,  to 
ensure  that  our  assessments  are  accurate  and  equitable. 

I  am  in  the  Town  Office  the  first  Friday  of  every  month,  April  through  December,  should 
you  have  questions  or  concerns  about  your  assessment.  Just  phone  the  Town  Office  to 
schedule  an  appointment.

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LYME  CEMETERY  COMMISSION 
ANNUAL  REPORT  2006 

After  a  number  of  years  of  planning  and  discussion,  a  memorial  garden  was  designed  and 
built  this  summer  in  the  new  section  of  the  Highland  Cemetery.  This  area  will  be 
available  for  small,  flat  granite  markers  to  memorialize  those  whose  ashes  were  scattered 
elsewhere.  It  will  also  serve  as  a  secluded  and  private  spot  for  those  seeking  solitude  and 
contemplation.  The  grounds  immediately  surrounding  the  garden  will  be  devoted  to 
small  lots  appropriate  for  the  interment  of  one  or  two  cremation  urns.  These  steps  have 
been  taken  as  a  response  to  the  increased  number  of  cremations  in  the  Highland  Cemetery 
and  reflect  a  need  for  more  options  for  those  choosing  cremation. 

After  a  year  of  research  and  documentation,  restoration  work  is  underway  in  the  Gilbert 
Cemetery,  Lyme's  first  cemetery.  All  the  stones  were  broken  off  their  bases  in  the  late 
1800's  and  have  been  propped  up  in  a  fenced-in  spot  ever  since.  With  the  help  of 
cemetery  restorationists,  these  stones  are  being  reset  in  the  ground  so  they  will  be  safer 
and  more  attractively  displayed.

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COMMUNICATIONS  COMMITTEE 
ANNUAL  REPORT  2006 

At  the  beginning  of  2007,  high-speed  Internet  service  in  Lyme  remains  a  work  in 
progress.  In  a  town  where  many  people  are  still  using  dial-up  service,  even  terms  such  as 
"high-speed"  and  "broadband"  are  hard  to  pin  down.  To  many  of  us,  they  simply  mean 
"anything  faster  than  what  I  have  now."  At  this  level  there  have  been  some  promising 
developments  in  the  past  year. 

SEGnet  Technologies,  Inc.,  is  offering  a  combined  data  and  voice  service  in  Lyme  using 
digital  subscriber  line  (DSL)  technology.  And  Verizon  has  announced  the  sale  of  its 
local  phone  service  throughout  northern  New  England  to  FairPoint  Communications,  Inc. 
FairPoint  has  pledged  to  step  up  deployment  of  DSL  service  in  rural  portions  of  New 
England,  though  few  details  are  available  yet.  DSL  technology  can  provide  data  service 
at  speeds  up  to  one  or  two  megabits  per  second  under  ideal  conditions.  Unfortunately, 
the  speed  of  DSL  service  drops  off  as  the  subscriber's  distance  from  the  central  office  (on 
the  Lyme  common)  increases,  and  the  service  is  generally  not  available  beyond  about  two 
or  three  miles. 

Meantime  the  West  Central  New  Hampshire  Regional  Health  and  Security 
Communications  Consortium  -  WCNH  for  short  -  has  been  working  on  plans  for  a  truly 
high-speed  digital  network,  one  fast  enough  to  support  real-time  high  quality  television  as 
well  as  telephone  and  Internet  service.  The  consortium  of  eight  New  Hampshire  towns 
including  Lyme  is  hoping  to  do  with  a  community- owned  network  what  investor-owned 
companies  have  so  far  decline  to  do:  provide  a  fiber-optic  digital  network  that  reaches 
everyone  in  the  region. 

To  explore  building  such  a  network,  often  referred  to  as  a  fiber-to-the-home  or  FTTH 
network,  the  consortium  hired  a  consulting  firm  with  experience  in  this  field.  In  the 
spring  and  summer  of  2006  experts  from  PacketFront  met  with  representatives  from 
consortium  towns  and  with  regional  Internet  service  providers,  health  and  educational 
institutions,  and  public  safety  groups.  PacketFront  also  conducted  a  telephone  survey  of 
homeowners  throughout  the  region  to  find  out  what  data  service  people  have  now,  if  any, 
and  what  the  potential  demand  is  for  high-speed  service.  The  results  were  presented  to 
the  towns  in  a  final  report  in  late  summer.  The  report  also  laid  out  options  for  financing 
such  a  network,  including  various  mixes  of  public  and  private  financing. 

In  the  fall  of  2006,  while  the  consortium  members  were  mulling  over  the  consultants' 
report,  there  were  several  other  developments  that  could  affect  the  course  of  the  fiber 
network  project  -  and  high-speed  Internet  service  in  Lyme.  WCNH  established  contact 
with  another  fiber-to-the-home  project,  this  one  in  Burlington,  Vermont.  Members  of  the 
consortium  visited  Burlington  Telecom,  the  city  department  that  has  built  and  operates  a 
successful  network  in  that  city.  Burlington  Telecom  has  even  suggested  a  partnership 
with  the  WCNH  consortium.  The  consortium  continues  to  evaluate  these  proposals.  It  is 
likely  that  some  combination  of  technologies  will  begin  to  move  toward  better  state-wide 
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broadband  coverage  in  the  near  future,  as  Vermont  is  certainly  taking  the  lead  in  this 
course. 

The  fall  elections  may  also  have  created  a  political  atmosphere  in  New  Hampshire  that  is 
more  supportive  of  deploying  digital  networks  in  rural  areas  of  the  state.  In  particular  our 
new  state  senator,  Deb  Reynolds,  is  a  strong  supporter  of  increased  broadband  service  in 
our  area.  This  support  may  help  solve  the  biggest  problem  in  deploying  advanced 
networks:  financing. 

Cellular  phone  coverage  has  improved  slightly  in  Lyme  with  the  advent  of  Verizon 
tree/towers  in  Fairlee,  Ely,  and  Thetford,  VT.  While  the  back  country  is  not  well-covered 
except  for  the  hill  tops,  Route  10  is  significantly  better  now.  It  is  expected  that  Verizon 
will  continue  to  push  forward  with  wireless  equipment  and  coverage  in  the  near  term. 

Emergency  communications  should  be  aided  by  the  construction  of  a  1 00  foot  tower  at 
the  fire  station.  The  timetable  for  this  is  not  firm.  The  possibility  of  using  such 
structures  for  broadband  improvement  also  exists. 

The  Lyme  Planning  Committee  has  approved  the  wording  of  new  Zoning  Legislation  for 
wireless  communications  in  Lyme.  The  new  document  brings  our  zoning  into  line  with 
state  and  federal  statutes.  It  broadens  the  possible  sites  for  wireless  installations,  while 
firmly  placing  them  under  the  Planning  Committee's  regulation.

CONNECTICUT  RIVER  JOINT  COMMISSIONS 
ANNUAL  REPORT  2006 

This  year  the  Connecticut  River  Joint  Commissions  (CRJC)  have  considered  issues  as 
wide-ranging  as  the  Alstead  flood  to  climate  change  and  the  effects  of  ice  jams.  In 
2006  CRJC  provided  $82,000  in  Partnership  Program  grants  for  locally-inspired 
projects,  including  Lyme's  Natural  Resources  Inventory  and  a  survey  of  aquatic 
invasive  plants  that  included  Lyme's  river  shoreline. 

We  hosted  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  in  announcing  results  of  the 
Connecticut  River  Fish  Contaminant  Study,  the  first  whole-river  study  of  its  kind, 
which  was  requested  by  CRJC.  Results  for  the  Upper  Valley  region  indicate  that 
mercury  is  a  threat  to  subsistence  fishers  and  to  birds  and  mammals  that  eat 
Connecticut  River  fish,  but  not  to  recreational  fishers.  PCBs,  dioxins,  and  DDT 
breakdown  products  are  also  present  in  fish  tissue.  Our  web  site,  www.cric.org,  carries 
links  to  this  study  and  to  state  fish  consumption  advisories. 

CRJC  supports  efforts  to  safeguard  the  valley's  natural,  agricultural,  and  historic 
assets,  and  is  working  with  businesses  and  the  states  to  strengthen  the  local  base  for 
tourism  through  the  Connecticut  River  Byway.  In  2006  we  created  a  manual  to  help 
local  groups  prepare  engaging  heritage  tourism-related  publications  to  showcase  their 
communities.  Visit  the  Byway  at  www.ctrivertravel.net 

Appointed  by  the  legislatures  of  New  Hampshire  and  Vermont  to  guide  growth  and 
development  in  the  watershed,  the  CRJC  are  advisory  and  have  no  regulatory  powers, 
preferring  instead  to  ensure  greater  public  involvement  in  decisions  that  affect  the  river 
region.  We  welcome  the  public  to  our  meetings  on  the  last  Monday  of  each  month. 
Visit  our  web  site  for  a  calendar  of  events,  useful  information  and  links,  and  our 
newsletters,  River  Valley  News  and  River  Byway  News.

Natural  Resources  Inventory 

The  large  project  for  2006  was  the  initiation  of  a  Natural  Resources  Inventory  for  Lyme. 
This  is  required  of  Conservation  Commissions  by  state  law,  and  the  Inventory  will  form 
an  important  part  of  a  revised  town  Master  Plan.  After  talking  with  four  consultants,  we 
selected  Watershed  to  Wildlife,  a  small  company  from  Bethlehem,  NH  to  do  the  bulk  of 
the  work.  We  have  had  a  public  meeting  to  get  input  on  important  natural  areas,  the 
consultants  have  generated  preliminary  maps  and  spent  five  days  in  the  field  proofing 
these,  and  a  team  of  local  experts  has  supplemented  this  effort.  A  study  of  the  wetland 
complex  around  Post  Pond,  conducted  by  a  second  consultant,  was  privately  funded. 
The  final  Natural  Resources  Inventory  report  is  due  in  the  spring. 

About  1/3  of  the  funds  for  this  project  were  provided  from  the  town  budget,  with  the 
remainder  from  grants  from  the  State  Conservation  Committee  "Moose  Plate"  program 
and  the  Connecticut  River  Joint  Commissions  Partnership  program  and  by  a  number  of 
very  generous  gifts  from  Lyme  residents. 

Post  Pond  Area  and  the  Chaffee  Wildlife  Sanctuary 

The  Commission  continues  to  spend  considerable  time  trying  to  resolve  the  difficult 
issues  associated  with  the  water  level  in  Post  Pond  caused  partly  by  the  beaver  activity 
in  the  Sanctuary  and  partly  by  the  high  rainfall,  about  50%  above  normal  for  2006. 

In  the  early  fall  we  learned  of  and  immediately  hired  Skip  Lisle  of  Beaver  Deceivers 
International  who  has  20  years  of  experience  dealing  with  difficult  beaver  problems. 
Skip  has  now  installed  one  of  his  special  water  bypass  devices  through  the  dam.  This 
first  attempt  will  not  solve  the  entire  problem.  We  will  continue  to  work  with  him  to 
find  a  solution  that  keeps  both  the  beavers  and  the  humans  happy. 

Tree  City 

Lyme  became  an  official  "Tree  City"  for  2006,  a  national  recognition  by  the  Arbor  Day 
Foundation  as  a  community  which  cares  for  trees  on  publicly  owned  land  and  highway 
right-of-ways.  The  "Arbor  Day"  event  this  past  year  was  the  planting  of  the  disease- 
resistant  'Valley  Forge'  American  elm  tree  in  honor  of  Nichols  Hardware.  The  Lyme 
Historians  sponsored  the  planting  of  this  tree. 

Continuing  Activities 

•  Reviewed  at  least  6  applications  for  construction  activities  in  or  near  wetlands 
and  submitted  comments  to  the  Zoning  Board  Adjustment  or  the  State 
Department  of  Environmental  Services  as  appropriate.    (Remember,  if  you  are 
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planning  any  projects  around  water  bodies  or  wetlands,  check  before  you  start. 

You  may  well  need  a  permit.) 

Sponsored  the  town  Green  Up  Day. 

Coordinated  water  quality  monitoring  by  the  State  in  Post  Pond  and  Reservoir 

Pond. 

Ran  a  snowshoe  hike  (actually  a  walk  for  most  participants)  in  the  woods  along 

Quintown  Road  or  Smith  Mountain  Road  and  up  onto  the  side  of  Lambert  Ridge. 

Supported  the  Lyme  Fire  Department's  dry  hydrant  project. 

Hosted  a  trail  maintenance  day  on  town-owned  trails  as  part  of  the  national  Trails 

Day,  attended  in  the  pouring  rain  by  14  people. 

Wrote  monthly  "Conservation  Corner"  articles  for  the  Church  News,  highlighting 

local  conservation  or  environmental  news  and  issues. 

Coordinated  a  group  of  dedicated  volunteers  who  monitored  the  town-held 

conservation  easements. 

In  partnership  with  the  Energy  Committee,  collected  petition  signatures  to  place 

the  Climate  Change  warrant  article  for  consideration  at  the  2007  town  meeting. 


Conservation  Commission  meetings  are  held  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  month  at  7:30 
pm  in  the  meeting  room  at  the  Academy  Building.  Visitors  are  always  welcome.  If  you 
have  ideas  on  how  we  can  more  effectively  serve  the  Town,  please  let  us  know.  We  also 
welcome  volunteers  to  help  maintain  trails  for  which  the  Commission  is  responsible.  If 
you  are  interested  contact  any  member  (whose  names  are  listed  near  the  front  of  this 
Annual  Report).

The  library  had  a  busy  year,  with  many  new  programs  and  initiatives.  Public 
patrons  made  over  13,  500  visits  to  the  library.  School  class  visits  numbered  262. 
The  library  circulated  more  than  25,000  books,  audios,  and  videos  over  the  course 
of  the  year.

Mapping  2006 


In  our  2005  report  we  indicated  that  2006  would  be  a  year  of  mapping.  It  was  our 
intent  to  have  911  mapping  of  Lyme  roads  completed  by  the  end  of  2006; 
however,  as  of  this  report  we  can  only  say  it's  a  work  in  progress. 

Pandemic  Planning  2006-2007 

Pandemic  Planning  became  a  hot  issue  in  2006  both  nationally  and  regionally. 
New  Hampshire  created  19  Regional  Groupings  of  cities  and  towns  geographically 
aligned  and  actively  involved  in  emergency  planning  efforts.  A  perceived  threat 
of  a  flu  virus  spreading  throughout  the  world  prompted  regional  planning  efforts 
throughout  the  United  States.  New  Hampshire  assigned  Lyme  to  District  4,  which 
has  14  towns  in  its  catchment  area.  Mascoma  Valley  Health  Initiative  was  given 
the  task  of  preparing  the  draft  pandemic  plan  for  District  4.  Each  individual  town 
has  been  advised  that  in  the  event  of  a  pandemic  or  other  significant  emergency  it 
cannot  rely  on  the  State  or  Federal  Government  for  at  least  72  hours.  Each  town 
must  therefore  have  its  own  local  plan,  which  ties  into  the  regional  plan.  District  4 
requested  each  town  to  designate  a  contact  person  and  Lyme's  Select  Board 
appointed  the  Police  Chief.  Emergency  planning  for  a  flu  type  incident  that  would 
require  the  distribution  of  flu  vaccines  and  related  supplies  became  top  priority. 
Points  Of  Distribution  (POD)  were  established.  The  (POD)  locations  in  District  4 
are  Canaan,  Grantham,  Hanover,  Lebanon  and  Plainfield.  Lyme  is  served  by 
Hanover  and  all  of  our  vaccines  and  supplies  will  come  through  Hanover. 

Local  Planning 

Our  committee  has  taken  the  following  planning  steps  to  develop  an  inventory  of 
resources  available,  such  as 

1 .  Volunteers  who  can  assist  first  responders  and  other  emergency  staff. 

2.  Services  for  special  needs  population. 

3.  Training  for  direct  care  workers  and  volunteers. 

4.  A  plan  for  continuity  of  community  government  operations. 

5.  Public  and  privately  owned  structures,  equipment  and  supplies. 

6.  Human  resource  list  of  professions,  trades  and  expertise. 

7.  Developed  and  submitted  to  Select  board  an  Emergency  Management 
Ordinance  based  on  New  Hampshire  RSA  21-P:34-48  which  is  titled 
"Emergency  Powers". 

8.  We  are  updating  our  1998  inventory  of  Lyme  resources  for  use  in 
emergencies. 
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Lyme  Emergency  Management  appreciates  and  thanks  the  community  for  its 
assistance  during  2006.  The  community  is  welcome  to  join  us  in  pandemic 
planning  for  2007.

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LYME  ENERGY  COMMITTEE 
ANNUAL  REPORT  2006 

The  Lyme  Energy  Committee  (LEC)  has  a  continuing  charge  that  focuses  on  a  variety  of 
energy  and  conservation  projects  promoting  sustainable  energy  use  within  the  Town  of 
Lyme,  education  and  raising  awareness  of  our  townspeople.  This  year  the  committee 
has: 


• 


Developed  an  informational  pamphlet  for  all  prospective  homeowners  applying 
for  a  building  permit.  This  includes  multiple  resources  available  to  assist  in 
planning  for  "green"  energy  saving  methods  and  materials  to  any  potential  new 
homebuilder. 

•  Planned  for  an  energy  audit  of  the  school  and  library,  identifying  several  potential 
recommendations  for  energy  saving  upgrades  to  the  town.  The  library  is  the  most 
obvious  priority  for  changes  including  motion  sensors  for  lighting,  and  upgraded 
lighting.  A  representative  from  the  LEC  was  present  and  participating  in  the 
plans.  As  a  result  an  energy  audit  of  the  library  was  conducted  by  PSNH  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  A  report  is  pending. 

•  Represented  energy  efficient  concepts  and  the  LEC  in  the  search  for  a  new  town 
office  site.  A  representative  from  the  LEC  has  attended  most  of  these  meetings. 

•  Offered  an  informational  table  at  Town  Meeting  and  the  fall  flea  market 
demonstrating  graphic  comparisons  of  energy  use  for  compact  fluorescent  lamps 
(CFLs)  vs.  incandescent  bulbs  and  the  suitcase  of  trial  CFLs  kept  in  the  Converse 
Free  Library  for  public  use.  Catalogues  for  CFLs  and  rebates  from  power 
companies  are  available  at  the  library. 

•  Placed  safe  CFL  disposal  information  on  the  Lyme  LISTSERVE  and  in  the  Lyme 
Church  Newsletter. 

•  Placed  Church  Newsletter  articles  on  various  energy  saving  tips  such  as  the 
importance  of  correct  tire  pressure,  no  idling  of  vehicles  at  rest,  etc. 

•  Supported  by  a  grant  from  PSNH,  collaborated  with  Lee  Larson,  chair  of  the 
Lyme  Conservation  Commission  and  the  6th  grade  Lyme  Elementary  School  class 
to  teach  wind  energy  concepts. 

Lyme  residents  are  encouraged  to  contact  the  committee  with  questions  regarding  energy 
use,  and  community  members  are  welcome  at  our  meetings  held  the  third  Monday  of  the 
month,  7:00  PM,  at  the  Academy  Building.

The  Lyme  FAST  Squad  (LFS)  provides  emergency  medical  services  to  residents  and 
visitors  to  the  Town  of  Lyme,  and  to  surrounding  communities  as  a  participant  in  the 
Upper  Valley  mutual-aid  system.  LFS  members  work  closely  with  personnel  from  the 
Hanover  Fire  Department,  which  provides  primary  ambulance  coverage  to  Lyme.  As  a 
'first  response'  squad,  LFS  provides  critical  primary  care  in  the  field  in  the  10-30  minutes 
that  it  takes  the  ambulance  to  arrive  on  the  scene  from  Hanover.  This  team  approach 
ensures  high-quality  emergency  medical  care  to  all  parts  of  Lyme. 

In  2006,  LFS  members  responded  to  a  total  of  76  calls  (up  from  48  in  2005),  as  follows: 

Medical  Emergency:  53 

Motor  Vehicle  Crash:  6 

Non-vehicular  Accidents:  12 

Non-medical  Assistance:  1 

Appalachian  Trail  Evacuation:  1 

Other:  3 

These  calls  included  a  wide  range  of  medical  problems,  including  seizures,  chest  pain, 
difficulty  breathing,  choking,  fainting,  trauma,  choking  and  diabetic  emergencies.  In 
each  case,  well-trained  LFS  members  were  able  to  provide  prompt  medical  attention  prior 
to  the  arrival  of  an  ambulance  for  transport  of  the  patient  to  the  hospital.  LFS  members 
also  respond  to  support  the  Lyme  Fire  Department  and  structure  fires  and  other  major  fire 
calls.  LFS  members  on  these  fire  scenes  help  to  ensure  the  safety,  health  and  well-being 
of  our  dedicated  volunteer  firefighters. 

An  evacuation  of  an  injured  hiker  from  the  Appalachian  Trail — the  third  one  in  three 
years — again  demonstrated  the  Squad's  ability  to  respond  to  complicated  backcountry 
rescue  situations.  In  this  case,  LFS  (and  Lyme  Fire  Department)  members  assisted  the 
Hanover  Fire  Department  with  the  evacuation  of  an  injured  hiker  from  the  north  slope  of 
Moose  Mountain,  south  of  Goose  Pond  Road.  This  evacuation  was  aided  by  the  use  of  a 
new  evacuation  "wheel",  which  attaches  to  a  rescue  litter,  facilitating  much  quicker  and 
easier  transport  of  a  patient  out  of  a  backcountry  setting. 

The  LFS  now  has  a  roster  of  10  active  members  with  a  wide  variety  of  training  and  skills, 
including: 

2  Physicians 
2  EMT-Paramedics 
5  EMT-Basics 
1  First  Responder 
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In  addition,  several  members  are  trained  in  specialty  skills,  such  as  wilderness  search- 
and-rescue  and  water  rescue.  One  Lyme  firefighter  regularly  provides  additional 
manpower  on  LFS  calls,  and  several  other  Lyme  residents  have  expressed  an  interest  in 
joining  the  Squad. 

The  Squad  recently  benefited  from  a  special  grant  program  administered  by  Alice  Peck 
Day  Memorial  Hospital,  which  enabled  the  purchase  of  a  new  Stokes  evacuation  litter 
and  Sager  leg  splint. 

A  new  rescue  vehicle  (to  replace  the  existing  equipment  truck)  has  been  ordered  and 
delivery  is  expected  in  2007. 

Finally,  First  Responder  Earl  Strout  retired  from  the  Lyme  FAST  Squad  in  2006  after 
more  some  25  years  of  active  service  to  his  Lyme  neighbors.  Earl  was  one  of  the  earliest 
members  of  the  Squad  and  has  provided  calm,  helpful  and  consistent  medical  care  to 
literally  hundreds  of  Lyme  people  over  the  year.  Because  he  worked  in  town,  Earl  was 
able  to  provide  critical  daytime  coverage  for  the  Squad.  He  responded  to  so  many 
medical  calls  throughout  town  that  many  of  his  "patients"  believed  he  was  "Dr.  Earl"! 
Please  join  the  rest  of  the  Lyme  FAST  Squad  by  thanking  and  congratulating  Earl  for  his 
many  years  of  service! 

In  the  coming  year,  we  will  continue  to  provide  the  highest  quality  emergency  medical 
care  to  anyone  at  anytime.  Remember,  if  you  have  an  emergency,  please  dial  9-1-1 !

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LYME  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 
ANNUAL  REPORT  2006 

The  Lyme  Fire  Department  provides  the  Town  of  Lyme  with  fire  protection  and 
emergency  response  capabilities  for  other  calls  for  assistance.  The  Fire  Department  is 
composed  of  over  twenty- five  members  who  respond  when  an  emergency  occurs.  The 
Fire  Department  is  equipped  with  four  pieces  of  apparatus: 

•  Engine  1  was  built  in  1994  and  can  pump  up  to  1250  Gallons  per  minute  and 
carries  1000  gallons  of  water  and  1200  feet  of  large  diameter  hose  to  pump  water 
to  a  fire  scene.  This  engine  also  carries  all  the  specified  National  Fire  Protection 
Association  (NFPA)  and  Insurance  Services  Office  (ISO)  hoses,  fittings  and  other 
equipment. 

•  Engine  2  was  built  in  2004  and  can  pump  up  to  1250  Gallons  per  minute  and 
carries  1 000  gallons  of  water  and  1 200  feet  of  large  diameter  hose  to  pump  water 
to  a  fire  scene.  This  engine  also  carries  all  the  specified  National  Fire  Protection 
Association  (NFPA)  and  Insurance  Services  Office  (ISO)  hoses,  fittings  and  other 
equipment.  This  engine  also  has  seating  for  six  firefighters. 

•  Engine  3  was  built  in  1984  and  can  pump  up  to  1000  Gallons  per  minute  and 
carries  1000  gallons  of  water  and  1200  feet  of  large  diameter  hose  to  pump  water 
to  a  fire  scene.  This  engine  has  required  considerable  investment  of  monies  to 
keep  functioning. 

•  Rescue  Truck  is  a  four-wheel  drive  crew  cab  with  a  utility  body  that  is  used  by  the 
Fire  Department  and  the  FAST  Squad.  The  Town  voted  at  Town  Meeting  2006  to 
fund  the  replacement  of  this  truck.  The  replacement  truck  has  been  ordered  and  we 
are  expecting  delivery  of  the  new  Rescue  Truck  in  the  summer  of  2007. 

The  fire  station  located  on  High  Street  serves  the  Fire  Department  FAST  Squad  and 
Forestry  Department  and  with  the  improvement  made  this  year,  the  existing  space  should 
serve  these  departments  adequately  for  the  next  decade.  The  Police  Department  also  has 
office  space  located  in  the  fire  station.  The  Police  Department  was  provided  with 
additional  space  for  interviews  and  controlled  storage  space.  All  of  the  spaces  are  being 
utilized  and  the  very  real  requirement  for  space,  needs  to  be  addressed.  The  challenges  of 
working  and  training  in  the  station  while  police  matters  are  being  conducted  causes 
uncomfortable  situations  at  times  that  require  members  of  the  fire  department  to  postpone 
our  activities. 

The  Fire  Department  continues  to  work  on  our  program  of  trying  to  meet  defined 
Insurance  Services  Office  (ISO)  requirements  to  improve  the  departments  rating.  The 
benefit  of  this  program  is  that  the  department  will  be  better  equipped  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  town  in  the  event  of  an  emergency  and  the  property  owners  will  enjoy  lower 
insurance  rates.  The  department  has  met  with  ISO  field  representatives  and  we  plan  on 
having  an  ISO  review  of  the  department's  capability  in  the  summer  of  2007. 

The  department  hosted  State  of  New  Hampshire  fire  training  courses  in  basic  firefighting 
skills.    In  addition  to  this  training  the  department  drilled  on  our  ability  to  utilize  dry 
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hydrants,  provide  sustained  delivery  of  water  for  fire  fighting  with  area  fire  departments, 
to  draft  through  ice,  other  portable  pump  operations  and  basic  firefighting  evolutions. 

The  department  installed  four  dry  hydrants;  at  Fisher's  Pond  on  Whipple  Hill  Road,  at  the 
Pond  View  Apartments  pond  on  Route  10,  at  the  Wise's  pond  on  Pout  Pond  Lane  and 
constructed  a  fire  pond  with  a  dry  hydrant  at  Don  Metz's  on  Franklin  Hill  Road.  These 
hydrants  were  funded  by  generous  support  from  private  individuals,  donations  and 
department  fundraisers.  The  Department  also  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
Highway  department  who  assisted  with  some  of  these  projects.  The  department  plans  on 
installing  four  more  hydrants  in  2006.  We  are  working  with  property  owners  and  the 
state  on  permitting  these  upcoming  projects. 

The  department  had  a  number  of  new  members  join  in  2005.  The  department  now  has 
over  25  members  who  volunteer  their  time  to  the  town.  The  spirit  of  volunteerism  is 
strong  in  town.  This  dedication  and  willingness  to  serve  the  town  has  served  us  well  and 
will  continue  to  meet  Lyme's  needs  in  the  future.  The  fire  department  would  like  to 
extend  an  invitation  to  any  citizen  who  would  be  interested  in  joining  the  department. 

The  fire  department  would  like  to  thank  the  generous  people  who  have  donated  time  and 
money  to  the  fire  department.  These  gifts  and  others  will  be  used  for  a  variety  of 
equipment,  training,  and  supply  needs.

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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

ANNUAL  REPORT  2006 


Your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department,  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
Division  of  Forests  &  Lands  work  collaboratively  to  reduce  the  risk  and  frequency  of 
wildland  fires  in  New  Hampshire.  To  help  us  assist  you,  please  contact  your  local  Forest 
Fire  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  determine  if  a  permit  is  required  before  doing  ANY 
outside  burning.  Under  State  law  (RSA  227-L:17)  a  fire  permit  is  required  for  all  outside 
burning  unless  the  ground  is  completely  covered  with  snow.  The  New  Hampshire 
Department  of  Environmental  Services  also  prohibits  the  open  burning  of  household 
waste.  Citizens  are  encouraged  to  contact  the  local  fire  department  or  DES  at  1-800-498- 
6868  or  www.des.state.nh.us  for  more  information.  Safe  open  burning  requires  diligence 
and  responsibility.  Help  us  to  protect  New  Hampshire's  forest  resources.  For  more 
information  please  contact  the  Division  of  Forests  &  Lands  at  (603)  271-2214,  or  online 
at  www.nhdfl.org. 

Fire  activity  was  very  high  during  the  first  several  weeks  of  the  2006  fire  season,  with 
red-flag  conditions  issued  by  the  National  Weather  Service  and  extreme  fire  danger  in 
many  sections  of  the  state.  The  largest  forest  fire  during  this  period  occurred  in  late  April 
and  burned  98  acres.  The  extremely  dry  conditions  in  spring  resulted  in  over  twice  the 
amount  of  acreage  burned  than  in  all  of  2005.  Our  statewide  system  of  fire  lookout 
towers  is  credited  with  keeping  most  fires  small  and  saving  several  structures  this  season 
due  to  their  quick  and  accurate  spotting  capabilities.  Fires  in  the  wildland  urban  interface 
damaged  6  structures,  a  constant  reminder  that  forest  fires  burn  more  than  just  trees. 
Homeowners  should  take  measures  to  prevent  a  wildland  fire  from  spreading  to  their 
home.  Precautions  include  keeping  your  roof  and  gutters  clear  of  leaves  and  pine 
needles,  and  maintaining  adequate  green  space  around  your  home  free  of  flammable 
materials.  Additional  information  and  homeowner  recommendations  are  available  at 
www.firewise.org.  Please  help  Smokey  Bear,  your  local  fire  department  and  the  state's 
Forest  Rangers  by  being  fire  wise  and  fire  safe!

Inc./  Lyme  History  Committee.  Two  initiatives  were  undertaken  on  behalf  of  our  322 
members  as  well  as  for  all  residents  of  Lyme:  (1)  Launching  three  new  projects,  in  addition 
to  its  usual  events  and  activities;  and  (2)  Increasing  membership  growth  and  participation. 

VISION 

A  knowledge  and  appreciation  of  Lyme's  history  and  heritage  will  increase  community 
feeling  as  well  as  enhance  the  enjoyment  of  living  in  Lyme. 

MISSION 

To  encourage  our  fellow  townspeople,  as  well  as  travelers  passing  through,  to  explore  the 
storied  history  of  Lyme  and  appreciate  that  its  tradition  and  character  are  the  foundation  of 
its  future. 

LYME  HISTORIAN  MUSEUM 

The  extensive  collections  in  the  museum  are  the  cornerstone  and  life  blood  of  the  Lyme 
Historians.  Last  year  the  museum  was  fortunate  to  have  over  350  residents,  visitors, 
elementary  and  high  school  students,  and  older  citizens  from  Elder  Hostel  and  Kendal  visit 
these  collections.  Displays  include  our  painted  stage  curtain  and  various  1939  World's  Fair 
artifacts.  In  addition  to  looking  at  the  displays,  visitors  research  genealogy,  learn  about 
Lyme,  or  buy  presents  from  the  extensive  collection  of  cards,  maps  and  books.  It  continues 
to  be  open  to  the  public  every  Tuesday  morning  from  9:00am  till  noon.

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PLANNING  BOARD 
ANNUAL  REPORT  2006 

The  Lyme  Planning  Board  held  23  meetings  in  2006.  There  were  three  public  hearings  to 
review  proposed  zoning  ordinance  amendments.  There  were  12  public  hearings  for 
subdivision  revocation,  minor  subdivision,  site  plan  review  (SPR),  and  lot  line  adjustment 
(LLA);  one  public  hearing  for  fire  pond  approval;  and  one  public  hearing  to  amend  the 
Excavation  Regulations.  There  were  13  informal  meetings  with  potential  applicants. 
Hearings  are  listed  as  follows:

The  Planning  Board  wrote  amendments  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance  which  were  adopted  at 
the  Town  Meeting  in  2006.  A  new  set  of  amendments  is  proposed  for  consideration  at 
the  2007  Town  Meeting  and  is  provided  in  another  section  of  this  report.  The 
amendments  were  developed  after  informal  meetings  and  public  hearings. 

A  community  attitude  survey  was  completed  this  year  with  an  excellent  response  rate  of 
66%.  The  results  of  the  survey  have  been  made  public  and  will  be  used  to  guide  the 
updating  of  the  town's  master  plan.  In  addition,  the  Planning  Board  hopes  to  begin  an 
aquifer  study  in  2007  to  insure  adequate  protection  of  our  water  resources.  State  and 
Federal  funds  may  be  provided  to  match  town  funds.  This  will  help  the  Planning  Board 
determine  where  development  should  occur  or  should  not  occur,  determine  points  of 
potential  water  contamination,  and  how  to  respond  to  any  contamination  to  contain  it.  In 
February  of  this  year,  the  State  Geologist  and  a  private  geology  specialist  made  a  public 
presentation  to  discuss  the  importance  of  understanding  the  geology  of  the  area  to  protect 
water  resources. 

The  Planning  Board  typically  meets  on  the  second  and  fourth  Thursdays  of  the  month. 
You  are  welcome  to  attend.  Hearings  are  posted  outside  the  town  offices,  Nichols 
Hardware  Store,  and  the  Lyme  Center  Post  Office,  and  abutters  and  other  interest  holders 
are  noticed  by  certified  mail.

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LYME  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 
ANNUAL  REPORT-2006 

This  year  the  department  has  worked  diligently  on  some  challenging  cases.  We've  made 
several  trips  to  the  Forensic  Laboratory,  where  evidence  collected  by  our  officers  is 
processed.  We  have  court  cases  in  the  local,  state  and  federal  courts.  We've  spent  a 
significant  amount  of  time  preparing  reports,  preserving  evidence,  appearing  at  court, 
participating  in  training  exercises,  assisting  at  community  events,  directing  traffic, 
attending  meetings,  and  providing  other  community  services,  in  addition  to  our  regular 
patrol  duties. 

We  have  remained  active  in  our  collaboration  with  other  Upper  Valley  law  enforcement 
agencies  on  both  sides  of  the  river.  We  are  working  together  and  sharing  information  so 
that  we  can  provide  the  most  effective  services  to  our  community  members.  Sometimes 
our  investigations  cross  state  lines  and  sometimes  they  cross  oceans.  The  following  is  a 
brief  synopsis  of  one  of  our  investigations: 

A  Lyme  business  reported  a  credit  card  fraud  and  theft  of  merchandise.  The  investigation 
revealed  that  through  a  course  of  action,  a  "buyer"  was  placing  orders  via  the  internet  and 
using  fraudulently  obtained  credit  card  information.  The  case  involved  several  shipping 
companies,  13  credit  cards,  3  municipal  police  agencies,  the  FBI,  Secret  Service,  AG's 
office  and  Better  Business  Bureau.  The  merchandise  that  had  been  fraudulently  obtained 
from  the  Lyme  business  was  to  be  reshipped  to  London,  UK. 

Although  this  case  remains  unsolved,  we  were  able  to  stop  the  shipment  from  leaving  our 
country.  The  Lyme  business  recovered  all  of  its  merchandise  and  incurred  the  loss  of 
shipping  fees.  An  investigation  like  this  is  very  time-consuming  and  time  sensitive.  This 
was  a  concentrated  effort  that  spanned  over  10  days.  All  of  which  required  detailed, 
comprehensive  documentation. 

The  department  continues  to  pursue  additional  funding  sources.  We  participated  in  the 
NH  Highway  Safety  Initiatives  and  secured  grants  that  provided  bicycle  helmets  and 
funded  extra  patrols  that  targeted  speed  enforcement  and  drunk  driving.  These  grant 
funds  did  not  require  any  matching  f\inds  from  the  Town.  They  allowed  our  department 
to  perform  120  hours  of  extra  patrols  during  the  high  traffic  times.  We  also  distributed 
bicycle  helmets  to  youngsters  at  the  Lyme  School.  We  are  still  pursuing  grant  funds  for 
technology  changes  that  will  allow  our  laptops  to  communicate  wirelessly  with  Hanover 
Dispatch.  Last  year,  we  carried  over  2005  funds  for  this  project;  however,  due  to  glitches 
in  the  technology  and  program  deadlines,  we  were  not  able  to  complete  the  project.  We 
are  awaiting  the  authorization  of  an  extension  to  the  grant  timelines.  We  expect  that  this 
project  will  move  forward  in  January  2007. 

Community  support  and  cooperation  has  increased  safety  during  public  events.  We 
extend  our  thanks  to  those  who  have  assisted  throughout  the  year:  all  the  volunteers  that 
parked  cars  or  directed  traffic;  event  planners  that  requested  input  and  took  precautions; 
organizations  that  provided  information;  and  to  all  that  practiced  good  safe  habits. 
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We  also  extend  our  gratitude  to  this  year's  sponsors  of  the  Halloween  Safety  Project, 
Arend  &  Paula  Tensen  and  Derby  Mountain  Construction  Company.  Each  year  we  seek 
a  community  member  or  organization  that  is  interested  in  promoting  pedestrian  safety  to 
donate  glow  necklaces  for  distribution  on  Halloween  night.  Police  and  Fire  Officials 
spend  the  evening  passing  out  the  necklaces  and  promoting  pedestrian  safety.  The 
project  has  grown  over  the  years,  and  this  year  we  gave  out  over  300  necklaces. 

As  I  have  noted  in  previous  reports,  we  continue  to  struggle  with  storage  issues  and 
environmental  safety  concerns  about  our  office  space.  During  a  recent  air  quality  test,  we 
learned  that  the  carbon-monoxide  levels  at  the  fire  house  (police  office)  are  above  the 
acceptable  range.  These  levels  are  increased  by  the  use  of  vehicles  in  the  firehouse 
garage.  Whether  it's  for  testing  of  the  vehicles,  training  for  operation  of  the  vehicles  or 
responses  to  calls  for  service,  there  has  been  an  increased  use  of  the  fire  vehicles. 

We  have  also  expanded  our  use  of  the  fire  house  and  are  utilizing  storage  lockers  on  the 
upper  level  of  the  garage.  This  year,  several  pieces  of  evidence  had  to  be  repackaged  and 
stored  in  plastic  storage  containers  after  finding  that  mice  had  gotten  into  the  dampened 
cardboard  boxes  that  were  being  stored  in  the  old  jail  house.  Evidence  storage  is  vital  to 
the  integrity  of  all  police  cases.  Some  pieces  of  evidence  have  been  in  storage  for  more 
then  two  years  while  the  cases  are  still  active  at  the  Superior  Court.  Our  storage  space  is 
very  limited,  not  available  and/or  not  suitable  for  all  types  of  evidence.  We  are  the  front 
line  representatives  of  the  community  and  we  need  your  support.

ANNUAL  REPORT  -  2006 

The  purpose  of  the  Lyme  Safety  Committee  is  to  bring  workers  and  management 
staff  together  in  a  non-adversarial,  cooperative  effort  to  promote  workplace  safety 
and  implement  safety  programs  in  compliance  with  NH  Dept.  of  Labor  directives. 
In  2006,  the  committee  met  monthly  (except  for  November)  and  had  some 
noteworthy  accomplishments: 

•  Completed  the  revisions  and  implemented  the  Safety  &  Loss  Prevention 
Policy, 

•  Received  approval  of  the  Policy  and  distributed  same  to  all  employees, 

•  Completed  safety  surveys/inspections  of  Town-owned  facilities, 

•  Continued  to  identify,  document  and  monitor  corrective  actions  planned  in 
accordance  to  various  departments'  concerns, 

•  Continued  to  investigate  accidents/incidents  that  were  reported  and/or  have 
a  potential  to  cause  serious  injury  or  property  damage, 

•  Continued  to  communicate  with  the  Select  Board  all  recommendations, 
evaluations,  and  adjustments  necessary  to  provide  a  healthful  and  safe 
workplace. 

The  Committee's  existence  has  created  a  supportive  platform  for  workers  to 
address  safety  concerns.  The  2006  membership  included  representatives  from 
several  departments,  including:  Cemetery,  Fast  Squad,  Fire,  Police,  Library, 
Town  Offices,  Transfer  Station,  Emergency  Management,  and  a  Community 
Representative.

We  begin  our  report  with  a  very  respectful  and  heartfelt  THANK  YOU  to  the  many 
volunteers  who  devote  hours  of  their  time  to  serving  on  our  boards  and  committees  and 
all  of  our  staff  for  their  extraordinary  dedication  to  the  Town  and  their  continued  hard 
work.  We  welcome  Steve  Williams  to  our  highway  department  as  a  full-time  truck  driver 
and  equipment  operator  and  Fred  Stearns's  return  to  full  duty  after  a  long  recovery  from 
illness.  Unfortunately  we  lost  two  long  time  friends  this  last  year.  John  Franklin  served 
many  years  as  an  election  worker,  office  handy  man  and  all  around  good  friend.  Jim 
Nichols  served  many  years  a  volunteer  firefighter  and  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden.  We 
will  miss  them  both. 

New  Initiatives: 

Following  the  2005  "pay-as-you-throw"  initiative,  we  completed  the  installation  of 
a  new  trash  compactor  at  the  transfer  station.  We  are  still  dealing  with  the  usual 
start-up  "kinks"  and  hope  to  be  able  to  expand  the  operating  hours  of  the  transfer 
station  to  include  a  second  day  in  2007. 

A  new  salt  shed  was  constructed  at  the  highway  garage.  It  should  greatly  reduce 
the  potential  for  salt  leaching  into  the  ground  water.  Unfortunately  cost  escalation 
prevented  installing  a  "door"  on  the  open  end,  and  we  are  requesting  funds  to 
complete  this  project  in  the  proposed  2007  budget. 

Certainly  the  major  new  initiative  was  the  work  of  the  Town  Offices  Building 
Committee.  They  held  four  public  informational  meetings  and  meet  weekly  to 
develop  plans  for  new  offices  for  both  the  Town  Office  and  Police  Department. 
After  examining  many  potential  sites,  detailed  analyses  (including  cost  estimates, 
site  plans  and  conceptual  floor  plans)  were  prepared  on  the  four  most  feasible 
locations.  These  led  to  the  recommendation  that  the  best  and  least  costly 
alternative  was  to  construct  the  new  facilities  on  the  Upper  Valley  Land  Trust's 
3.3-acre  lot  approximately  a  mile  south  of  the  Common  on  Route  10.  We  have 
reached  agreement  with  the  Upper  Valley  Land  Trust  on  the  cost  of  the  land  and 
are  working  out  the  details  of  its  purchase.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  fully  endorses 
this  proposal. 

In  the  legal  arena,  the  New  Hampshire  Electric  Cooperative's  suit  appealing  its  tax 
assessment  by  the  Town  continues  unresolved.  The  Co-operative  is  the  town's  second 
largest  tax  payer. 
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In  anticipation  of  a  bond  vote  for  new  Town  Offices,  we  made  the  difficult  decision  to 
hold  the  line  on  operating  expenses  and  deferred  many  worthwhile  items  in  our 
recommended  2007  budget. 

We  meet  weekly  Wednesday  mornings  at  8:00  AM  in  the  Fire  Station  training  room.  We 
encourage  the  public  to  attend  our  meetings.

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TRANSFER  STATION  COMMITTEE 
ANNUAL  REPORT  2006 

A  trash  compactor  was  installed  in  December  on  the  site  of  the  old  highway 
garage  and  began  operation  on  December  3 1 .  The  town  will  no  longer  contract  to 
have  a  packer  truck  present  on  Sunday  mornings,  but  instead  will  be  able  to 
compact  two  to  three  weeks  of  trash  before  the  contents  need  to  be  hauled.  The 
Committee  estimates  this  should  result  in  a  savings  of  approximately  $10,000  in 
trash  hauling  costs  per  year.  A  further  benefit  will  be  the  ability  of  the  town  to 
open  the  transfer  station  more  than  one  day  a  week.  The  Committee  plans  to 
recommend  that  the  second  day  be  a  late  afternoon  during  the  week,  probably 
Wednesday.  We  also  are  considering  changing  the  Sunday  morning  operation  to 
Saturday  morning. 

The  change  to  a  "pay-as-you-throw"  system  continues  to  show  a  reduction  in  solid 
waste  disposal  and  an  increase  in  recycling  by  the  town's  residents.  Scrap  metal, 
paper,  and  cardboard  produce  significant  revenue  for  the  town,  and  residents  are 
reminded  that  recycling  is  mandatory  in  Lyme.  A  reduction  in  the  number  of 
places  that  residents  can  purchase  official  plastic  disposal  bags  caused  some 
confusion  during  the  summer,  but  the  introduction  of  stickers  that  can  be  attached 
to  any  trash  bag  has  alleviated  this  problem.  Residents  can  now  obtain  stickers 
and  fee  payment  cards  through  the  mail  from  the  town  clerk's  office. 

The  Committee  has  reduced  its  meetings  to  once  a  month  on  the  first  Wednesday 
of  the  month.  We  invite  you  to  attend  our  meetings  or  contact  one  of  our  members 
with  any  suggestions  you  might  have  that  could  benefit  the  operation  of  the 
transfer  station.

Through  UVLSRPC  membership,  the  27  cities  and  towns  of  the  Upper  Valley,  Sullivan 
County  and  Lake  Sunapee  area  strive  to  ensure  that  the  growth  of  the  Region  does  not 
lower  our  quality  of  life,  and  that  it  enhances  rather  than  threatens  our  healthy  economy. 
Regional  planning  provides  a  mechanism  for  communities  that  live  and  work  together  to 
collaborate  on  issues  of  common  concern,  such  as  transportation,  emergency 
preparedness,  economic  development,  housing  and  resource  protection.  Your 
community's  active  participation  in  UVLSRPC  provides  you  with  a  voice  in  regional 
activities,  as  well  as  in  decision-making  at  the  state  level  that  affects  the  future  of  your 
community. 

Here  is  a  summary  of  our  work  during  the  past  year: 

•  Obtained  funding  for  Route  120  Corridor  Management  Plan  in  Hanover  and 
Lebanon,  and  for  transit  planning  with  Community  Transportation  Services  in 
Sullivan  County. 

•  Completed  approval  process  for  Comprehensive  Economic  Development  Strategy

•  Brought  Route  4  Corridor  Management  Plan  near  completion  to  balance  growth  of 
Canaan  and  Enfield  village  centers  with  needs  of  commuters.

Assisted  15  communities  with  updates  of  local  master  plans,  6  with  natural 
resource  inventories,  7  with  zoning  amendments,  3  with  other  regulations,  and  3 
with  capital  improvement  programs. 

Completed  road  inventories  in  5  additional  member  communities,  ensuring  that 
full  state  aid  for  maintenance  is  received. 

Conducted  hazard  mitigation  planning  in  8  communities  as  required  for  continued 
eligibility  for  federal  disaster  assistance  and  hazard  mitigation  funds.  Assisted 
five  with  review  of  National  Flood  Insurance  Program  compliance.  Assisted 
Sullivan  County  communities  with  process  to  adopt  new  floodplain  maps  to 
ensure  residents'  continued  eligibility  for  flood  insurance. 
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•  Assisted  6  communities  with  review  of  proposed  developments. 

•  Completed  special  projects  to  address  local  needs,  such  as  the  Elkins  Village  Plan 
in  New  London  and  culvert  inventory  for  Newbury. 

•  Compiled  planning  how-tos  for  communities  interested  in  enhancing  their 
"creative  economy"  as  an  economic  development  tool. 

•  Continued  emphasis  on  informational  programs  and  training  for  local  officials 
including  law  lecture  series  and  bi-monthly  programs  including:  Being  Heard  in 
Concord,  Managing  Growth  in  the  Upper  Valley  Lake  Sunapee  Region,  Planning 
for  Town  Woodlands,  Natural  Resource  Inventories,  and  Reducing  Municipal 
Energy  Consumption:  Addressing  Climate  Change. 

•  Responded  to  numerous  day-to-day  requests  from  local  board  members  and  staff 
for  guidance,  data  and  GIS  maps. 

•  Maintained  website  -  www.uvlsrpc.org  -  to  share  information  on  planning  issues 
and  events,  and  kept  library  current  with  the  latest  technical  guidance,  planning 
literature,  and  sample  regulations. 

•  Provided  information  to  businesses,  residents,  libraries,  school  districts  and  other 
area  organizations. 

•  Participated  in  professional  development  activities  to  ensure  planning  staff  stays 
up-to-date  on  best  practices,  emerging  topics,  GIS,  and  changes  in  NH  land  use 
law  and  federal  funding  programs  of  benefit  to  communities. 

Each  year  we  try  to  address  the  highest  priority  needs  of  each  area  of  the  Region,  while 
balancing  the  differing  concerns  of  larger  and  smaller  communities.  In  FY2006  we  held  a 
retreat  to  enable  representatives  from  member  communities  and  other  local  officials  to 
identify  the  most  important  focus  areas  for  the  UVLSRPC  for  the  next  5  years.

ANNUAL  REPORT  -  2006 

This  year  the  Upper  Valley  River  Subcommittee  updated  the  water  resources  chapter  of 
the  Connecticut  River  Management  Plan,  focusing  on  the  many  environmental  and 
economic  benefits  of  keeping  floodplains  open,  shore  lands  protected  from  development, 
and  vegetated  riparian  buffers  growing  along  riverbanks  to  keep  them  stable  and  to  filter 
pollutants  from  water  running  off  the  land  into  the  river. 

The  Subcommittee  continues  to  carry  out  our  obligation  to  provide  information 
and  assistance  to  the  states,  towns,  and  local  landowners  on  projects  near  the  river.  We 
encourage  towns  to  consider  our  Plan  and  to  incorporate  its  recommendations  when 
updating  town  plans  and  revising  zoning  ordinances. 

The  Subcommittee  is  advisory  and  has  no  regulatory  authority.  Citizens  interested 
in  representing  the  town  should  contact  the  selectmen.  The  public  is  welcome  to  join  our 
meetings,  on  the  third  Monday  evening  of  every  other  month  at  the  Thetford  Bicentennial 
Building.  A  calendar,  advice  on  bank  erosion  and  obtaining  permits  for  work  in  or  near 
the  river,  and  a  summary  of  the  Connecticut  River  Management  Plan  are  on  the  web  at 
www.crjc.org/  localaction.htm.

The  first  step  in  applying  for  a  zoning  permit  is  to  contact  the  Planning  and  Zoning 
Administrator.  If  the  Zoning  Ordinance  permits  the  proposed  use  in  the  application,  the 
permit  is  granted  by  the  Administrator.  If  the  proposed  use  requires  a  Special  Exception 
according  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  the  applicant  is  referred  to  the  Zoning  Board  of 
Adjustment  (ZBA)  for  a  hearing.  The  ZBA  also  considers  Variances  from  the  Zoning 
Ordinance  and  hears  Administrative  Appeals. 

The  ZBA  acts  like  a  court.  Its  job  is  to  interpret  the  Zoning  Ordinance.  Members  cannot 
talk  with  applicants  or  even  with  each  other  about  applications  except  during  a  public 
meeting  or  hearing.  The  ZBA  does  not  write  the  Zoning  Ordinance.  This  is  the  job  of 
the  Planning  Board  and  Lyme  residents  through  public  hearings  and  Town  Meeting. 

A  brochure  explaining  the  permit  application  and  ZBA  hearing  process  is  available  at  the 
Selectboard  office  and  on  the  Town's  web  site. 

In  2006,  the  Lyme  Zoning  Administrator  reviewed  over  100  permit  applications.  The 
ZBA  held  23  hearings  to  review  cases  as  required  by  the  Zoning  Ordinance.  In  total,  zero 
applications  were  denied,  five  applications  were  withdrawn,  and  the  remainder  are  still 
pending  or  were  approved. 

Permits  were  for  a  variety  of  purposes  including  the  renewal  of  old  permits;  adding 
accessory  improvements/structures,  constructing  or  replacing  septic  systems  or  wells; 
putting  up  signs;  constructing  additions,  docks,  ponds,  or  driveways;  renovating  existing 
buildings;  changing  the  use  of  a  building;  placing  a  mobile  home;  or  tearing  down 
buildings. 

The  ZBA  meets  on  the  third  Thursday  of  the  month  or  as  needed.  Additional  meetings 
are  often  held  during  the  building  season.  You  are  welcome  to  attend.  Hearings  are 
posted  at  the  Town  Offices,  Nichols  Hardware  Store,  and  the  Lyme  Center  Post  Office. 
Abutters  and  other  interest  holders  are  noticed  by  certified  mail,  and  a  notice  is  published 
in  the  Valley  News.  Applicants  and  anyone  with  a  question  may  contact  Victoria  Davis, 
Planning  &  Zoning  Administrator  at  795-4639.  Her  office  hours  are  Wednesday  and 
Friday  9:00  AM  -  12:30  PM  and  other  times  Tuesday  through  Friday  can  be  arranged  by 
appointment.

ACORN's  mission  is: 

"to  support  and  assist  those  whose  lives  are  affected  by  HIV/ AIDS  and  Hepatitis  C 
to  live  fully  and  with  dignity  and  to  stop  the  spread  of  these  diseases  through 
education,  information  and  understanding." 

ACORN  currently  provides,  with  the  help  of  contributing  towns  such  as  LYME: 

•  Case  management  services  to  our  clients  infected  with  HIV/ AIDS  or  Hepatitis  C 
(HCV).  The  case  management  services  provides  a  crucial  link  to  assistance 
programs  that  allow  our  clients  access  to  funds  in  support  of  their  medical  needs  as 
well  as  aid  in  day  to  day  expenses  such  as  food,  heat,  medications,  transportation, 
electricity,  and  housing. 

•  Support  groups  for  those  living  with  HIV/ AIDS  and  HCV. 

•  A  home-delivery  food  assistance  program  operated  in  conjunction  with  local  faith 
communities; 

•  HIV/ AIDS  and  HCV  education  and  prevention  programs  presented  in  the 
communities  at  local  High  Schools,  Methadone  Clinics  and  other  social  service 
agencies  and  primary  care  facilities  frequented  by  individuals  at  high  risk  for 
acquiring  HIV  or  HCV.

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Our  services  remain  confidential.  Each  individual  consumes  approximately  S3 000  per 
year  in  financial  assistance.  ACORN  exists  to  provide  a  physical  support  for  individuals 
affected  and  infected  by  HIV  and  HEP  C.  Any  individual  that  is  questioning,  curious, 
and  possibly  fearing  they  have  contracted  either  one  of  these  virus's  has  a  place  to  go  to, 
to  answer  questions  and  get  confidential  assistance  to  guide  them.  In  addition,  ACORN  is 
the  only  agency  in  the  entire  Upper  Valley  area  that  helps  the  community  remain  aware 
that  both  HIV  and  HCV  are  real  health  concerns  that  all  of  us  must  pay  attention  to  and 
help  eradicate.

The  Lyme  Foundation  helps  maintain  and  enhance  the  quality  of  life  in  Lyme,  by  furthering 
worthy  social,  educational,  historical  and  other  activities.  The  Foundation  invites  proposals 
from  organizations  and  individuals  throughout  the  year  for  grants  in  support  of  efforts  to 
improve  our  community's  life.  Grants  are  funded  by  income  from  the  Foundation's 
endowment,  which  is  supported  by  Lyme  citizens  from  an  annual  fund  appeal,  and  special 
gifts  such  as  bequests  and  other  planned  giving. 

In  addition  to  the  Foundation's  endowment  for  grants  to  organizations,  four  funds  have  been 
established  within  the  Foundation  to  recognize  individual  achievements  in  Lyme: 

The  Louis  V.  Farrar  Memorial  Fund  (1991)  sponsors  the  annual  "Luigi  Awards"  and 
cash  prizes  to  students  of  voice  or  instrument  music  at  the  Lyme  School. 

The  Breck  Whitman  Memorial  Fund  (1994)  sponsors  similar  awards  in  the  field  of 
art. 

The  Rachel  Miller  Fund  (1999)  provides  funding  for  an  annual  Lyme  Citizen  of  the 
Year. 

William  and  Justine  Griffith  Memorial  Scholarship  Fund  (2002)  provides  college 
scholarships  to  students  from  Lyme. 

There  are  also  two  funds  that  provide  timely  and  confidential  assistance  to  Lyme  residents: 

The  Pearl  Dimick  Fund  (1996)  with  $200,000  bequeathed  to  provide  financial  aid 
through  the  Lyme  Home  Health  Agency,  the  Lyme  Congregational  Church,  the  First 
Baptist  Church  of  Lyme  Center  and  the  Lyme  School.  In  addition  to  a  modest  amount 
of  direct  financial  aid,  counseling  is  provided  for  personal  finances,  and  a  high  level 
of  confidentiality  is  maintained. 

The  Dorcas  Chaffee  Memorial  Fund  (1999)  provides  the  same  kind  of  financial  aid  as 
the  Pearl  Dimick  Fund,  but  with  eligibility  to  anyone  with  significant  past  or  present 
ties  to  Lyme.

Grafton  County  Senior  Citizens  Council,  Inc.  is  a  private  nonprofit 
organization  that  provides  programs  and  services  to  support  the  health 
and  well  being  of  our  older  citizens.  The  Council's  programs  enable 
elderly  individuals  to  remain  independent  in  their  own  homes  and 
communities  for  as  long  as  possible. 

The  Council  operates  eight  senior  centers  in  Plymouth,  Littleton, 
Canaan,  Lebanon,  Bristol,  Orford,  Haverhill  and  Lincoln  and  also 
sponsors  the  Retired  and  Senior  Volunteer  Program  and  Volunteer 
Center  (RSVP)  and  Grafton  County  ServiceLink,  an  information  and 
assistance  program.  Through  the  centers,  ServiceLink  and  RSVP,  older 
adults  and  their  families  take  part  in  a  range  of  community-based  long- 
term  services  including  home  delivered  meals,  congregate  dining 
programs,  transportation,  adult  care,  chore/home  repair  services, 
recreational  and  educational  programs,  and  volunteer  opportunities. 

During  2006,  64  older  residents  of  Lyme  were  served  by  one  or  more  of 
the  Council's  programs  offered  through  the  Orford  and  Upper  Valley 
senior  programs: 

Older  adults  from  Lyme  enjoyed  753  balanced  meals  in  the  company  of 
friends  in  the  senior  dining  rooms. 

•  They  received  329  hot,  nourishing  meals  delivered  to  their  homes 
by  caring  volunteers. 

•  Lyme  residents  were  transported  to  health  care  providers  or  other 
community  resources  on  211  occasions  by  volunteers  or  the 
Upper  Valley  Senior  Center  bus. 

•  Three  frail  Lyme  residents  benefited  from  25 1  hours  of  service 
from  our  adult  in-home  care  and  adult  day  care  programs, 
offering  companionship  and  assistance. 

•  Lyme  residents  received  assistance  with  problems,  crises  or 
issues  of  long-term  care,  including  Medicare  D  assistance, 
through  46  visits  by  a  trained  social  worker  or  contacts  with 
ServiceLink.  GCSCC  volunteers  made  355  telephone  reassurance 
phone  calls  to  a  Lyme  resident  in  the  past  year. 


A  United  Way  Agency  providing  services  to  older  adults  in  Grafton  County 
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•    Lyme's  citizens  also  volunteered  to  put  their  talents  and  skills  to  work  for  a  better 
community  through  341.5  hours  of  volunteer  service. 

The  cost  to  provide  Council  services  for  Lyme  residents  in  2006  was  $13,660.00. 

Such  services  can  be  critical  to  elderly  individuals  who  want  to  remain  in  their  own 
homes  and  out  of  institutional  care  in  spite  of  chronic  health  problems  and  increasing 
physical  frailty,  saving  tax  dollars  that  would  otherwise  be  expended  for  nursing  home 
care.  They  also  contribute  to  a  higher  quality  of  life  for  our  older  friends  and  neighbors. 
As  our  population  grows  older,  supportive  services  such  as  those  offered  by  the  Council 
become  even  more  critical. 

GCSCC  very  much  appreciates  Lyme's  support  for  our  programs  that  enhance  the 
independence  and  dignity  of  older  citizens  and  enable  them  to  meet  the  challenges  of 
aging  in  the  security  and  comfort  of  their  own  communities  and  homes.

On  behalf  of  the  Board  and  Staff  at  Headrest  I  wish  to  thank  the 
citizens  of  Lyme  for  their  continued  support. 

Over  the  past  year  Headrest  while  maintaining  all  of  the  current 
programs  was  able  to  start  several  new  programs: 

Community  Outreach  Program  which  places  several  substance 
abuse  counselors  on  in  the  local  communities  to  address  the 
unmet  needs  of  individuals  with  limitations  (financial,  physical 
and /or  mental)  and  are  otherwise  unable  to  utilize  the  other 
existing  substance  abuse  services.  The  goal  of  this  program  is  to 
help  the  client  live  a  more  vibrant  and  productive  lifestyle 
enabling  them  to  assume  their  day-to-day  responsiblities  and 
reduce  the  likelyhood  of  homelessness. 

Adolescent  Peer  Program  which  consist  of  several  youth  groups 
who  meet  on  a  regular  basis  with  a  substance  abuse  counselor  to 
discuss  an  array  of  issues  from  substance  usage  issues,  problems 
associated  with  peer  pressure,  family  relationships, 
responsiblities,  school/ education,  etc.  The  attendence  for  this 
program  is  growing  at  a  fast  clip  and  the  need  for  this  service  is 
becoming  more  apparent  with  each  passing  day. 

Some  other  programs  that  were  started  involved  placing  a 
counselor  at  the  Grafton  County  Jail,  the  Claremont  Homeless 
Shelter  and  in  some  local  Senior  Centers.  All  these  programs  are 
funded  by  local  communities  like  the  Town  of  Lyme  and  private 
donations.

Thanks  to  advances  in  medical  technology,  treatments  including  wound  imaging, 
pain  management,  chemotherapy,  antibiotic  and  nutrition  infusion  may  now  be 
administered  by  a  home  health  nurse. 

Family  members  and  other  caregivers  receive  direction  and  guidance,  making  their 
care  more  effective  and  less  stressful.  This  results  in  significant  health,  social  and 
emotional  benefits  for  both  the  patient  and  the  caregiver. 

•  Our  core  programs  are  Homecare,  Hospice,  and  Family  Health.  Town  funding 
ensures  that  these  medically  necessary  and  supportive  services  are  provided  to  all 
Lyme  citizens,  including  the  uninsured  and  under-insured. 

Between  July  1,  2005  and  June  30,  2006,  VNA  &  Hospice  staff  provided  605  home  visits 
to  42  Lyme  residents.  These  individuals  were  cared  for  by  nurses,  physical,  occupational 
and  speech  therapists,  medical  social  workers,  home  health  aides,  parent  aides,  personal 
care  attendants,  and  in  some  cases,  a  hospice  physician.

ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  LYME  2006 

In  FY  2006,  West  Central  Behavioral  Health  received  an  appropriation  of  $1,785 
from  the  Town  of  Lyme.  We  are  grateful  for  this  appropriation  that  enabled  us  to 
provide  $16,515  of  free  or  reduced  cost  mental  and  behavioral  health  services  to 
residents  of  Lyme  who  are  uninsured  or  underinsured.  We  are  committed  to 
making  quality  mental  health  services  available  regardless  of  ability  to  pay  to  all 
communities  in  our  service  area,  and  are  asking  the  cities  and  towns  we  serve  to 
help  us  sustain  that  commitment  to  many  of  our  most  vulnerable  neighbors. 

West  Central  Behavioral  Health  is  the  NH  designated  Community  Mental  Health 
Center  for  Lyme,  as  well  as  Sullivan  and  Southern  Grafton  Counties.  Our  mission 
is:  "to  promote,  preserve,  and  strengthen  the  mental  health  and  quality  of  life  for 
individuals  and  their  communities  through  the  delivery  of  integrated, 
comprehensive  services."  Our  consumers  suffer  from  a  range  of  disorders  and 
illnesses:  life  threatening  severe,  chronic  mental  illness  such  as  psychosis, 
schizophrenia,  and  bipolar  disorder;  all  forms  of  addiction;  as  well  as  anxiety, 
depression,  divorce  or  relationship  related  stress,  and  other  impairing,  but  highly 
treatable,  conditions.  We  work  with  all  ages  in  outpatient  clinics,  homes,  nursing 
homes,  schools,  and  residential  supported  living  programs,  offering  a  broad 
variety  of  counseling,  psychiatric  services,  case  management,  and  emergency 
consultations. 

Some  of  the  services  provided  to  residents  of  Lyme  this  year  include: 

•  5  Children  and  their  families  received  66  therapy  sessions  at  our  outpatient 
clinics  in  Lebanon,  Newport,  and  Claremont. 

•  15   Adult  residents  received  65   sessions   of  outpatient  counseling  for 
depression,  anxiety,  addictions,  family  issues,  and  other  critical  issues. 

•  8  Residents  contacted  our  Emergency  Services,  available  24  hours,  7  days  a 
week. 

•  14   Residents   received   256    sessions   of  other   services    such   as   case 
management  or  vocational  services. 

We  hope  you  will  help  us  provide  quality  mental  health  care  to  all  who  need  it.

WISE  has  been  a  non-profit  organization  serving  the  needs  of  the  Upper  Valley  for  the 
past  thirty-six  years.  In  that  time,  it  has  evolved  from  an  educational  and  career 
exploration  center  for  women,  into  a  center  providing  community  education,  crisis 
counseling,  advocacy,  and  intervention  for  men,  women  and  children  affected  by 
domestic  and  sexual  violence.  Since  1976,  WISE  has  offered  three  programs:  The 
Domestic  Violence  Program,  The  Sexual  Violence  Program  and  The  Community 
Outreach  and  Education  Program.  All  services  are  free  and  confidential  and  include  a 
24-hour  crisis  hotline,  medical  and  legal  advocacy,  support  groups,  transitional  housing, 
school  presentations,  community  workshops  and  many  others. 

Over  the  past  year,  WISE  has  served  5  residents  of  Lyme.  Through  our  services,  WISE 
reached  over  10,000  members  of  our  community  last  year  alone,  which  includes  a  30% 
increase  in  the  number  of  clients  using  the  Domestic  and  Sexual  Violence  Programs.  We 
anticipate  an  increase  of  Lyme  clients  over  the  next  year  of  10-12  residents. 

We  appreciate  the  ongoing  support  from  the  Town  of  Lyme.  We  believe  that  a 
collaborative  relationship  with  Lyme  residents  will  continue  to  help  make  the  Upper 
Valley  a  safer  place  for  families  and  children  to  live.

MARCH  9,  2006 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Lyme,  New  Hampshire,  who  are  qualified  to  vote  in 
Town  affairs: 

Moderator  Bill  Waste  called  this  meeting  to  order  at  7:00  pm  in  the  Lyme  School 
Community  Gymnasium.  Representing  the  Lyme  School  Board  were: 

Laszlo  Bardos,  Mark  Tecca,  Brian  Cook,  Peter  Glenshaw,  Maggie  Minnock,  Julie 
McCutcheon  and  Kathleen  McGowan.  Representing  school  administration  were 
Superintendent  Gordon  Schnare  and  Principal  Gerry  Clancy. 

ARTICLE  1.  Judith  Brotman  made  the  motion  to  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors, 
Committees,  or  other  officers  heretofore  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto 
and  to  accept  the  minutes  from  the  2005  Annual  School  District  Meeting  as  printed  in 
the  Town  Report. 

SECONDED 

Article  1  was  passed  in  the  AFFIRMATIVE  by  Voice  Vote. 

Bill  Waste  introduced  Martha  Rich,  Headmaster  of  Thetford  Academy.  Ms.  Rich  gave  an 
overview  of  the  happenings  at  Thetford  Academy  and  made  available  reports  on  the 
"strategic  plan"  project  currently  underway  there. 


ARTICLE  2.  Judith  Brotman  made  the  motion  that  the  District  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  amount  of  Three  Million,  Nine  Hundred  Twenty-nine  Thousand,  Two 
Hundred  Thirty-eight  Dollars  ($3,929,238.00)  as  an  operating  budget  for  the  Lyme 
School  District  for  the  2006  -  2007  school  year,  as  submitted  by  the  Budget 
Committee.  This  article  does  not  include  the  amounts  requested  in  Articles  3,  4,  and 
5,  but  does  include  the  amounts  included  in  Article  6.  The  school  board  and  the 
budget  committee  recommend  this  appropriation. 

SECONDED 

Laszlo  Bardos  offered  a  presentation  of  the  "big  picture"  of  what  these  numbers 
represent,  including  the  increase  of  high  school  tuition,  due  in  part  to  an  increased  high 
school  population,  salaries,  and  teacher  contracts.  Special  Education  costs  currently  hover 
at  about  $75,000.00  and  insurance,  fuel  and  general  operating  costs  have  all  increased. 

Article  2  was  passed  in  the  AFFIRMATIVE  by  Voice  Vote. 
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ARTICLE  3.  Laszlo  Bardos  made  the  motion  that  the  District  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  Forty  Thousand  Dollars  ($40,000.00)  to  help  defray  special  education  costs, 
and  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  $40,000  from  the  Special  Education  Reserve  Fund, 
established  at  the  Lyme  School  District  meeting  on  March  8,  1984.  The  school  board 
and  the  budget  committee  recommend  this  appropriation. 

SECONDED 

Article  3  passed  in  the  AFFIRMATIVE  by  Voice  Vote. 

ARTICLE  4.  Judith  Brotman  made  the  motion  that  the  District  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  up  to  One  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($100,000.00)  to  be  placed  in  the 
High  School  Tuition  Fund,  established  at  the  Lyme  School  District  Meeting  on  March 
9,  1995  for  funding  high  school  tuition  expenses,  with  such  amount  to  be  funded  from 
the  year  end  undesignated  fund  balance  available  on  July  1,  2006.  The  school  board 
and  the  budget  committee  recommend  this  appropriation. 

SECONDED 

Bill  Waste  asked  for  clarification:  This  article  represents  monies  left  over  from  2005- 
2006  as  of  July  1,2006. 

The  School  Board  and  Superintendent  Gordon  Schnare  concurred. 

Article  4  was  passed  in  the  AFFIRMATIVE  by  Voice  Vote. 


ARTICLE  5.  Laszlo  Bardos  made  the  motion  that  the  Lyme  School  District  vote  to 
approve  the  cost  item  included  in  the  collective  bargaining  agreement  reached 
between  the  Lyme  School  Board  and  the  Lyme  Teachers  Association  for  school  years 
2006  -  2007,  2007  -  2008  and  2008  -  2009,  and  agree  to  be  legally  bound  to  pay  such 
cost  items  for  all  years  of  the  agreement,  which  calls  for  the  following  estimated 
increases  in  salaries  and  benefits:

AND,  further,  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Forty-eight  Thousand,  Five 
Hundred  Six  Dollars  ($48,506)  to  fund  the  cost  attributable  to  the  increase  in  salaries 
and  benefits  over  those  of  the  appropriation  at  current  staffing  levels  paid  in  the  prior 
fiscal  year.  The  school  board  and  the  budget  committee  recommend  this 
appropriation. 
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SECONDED 

Laszlo  offered  an  explanation  of  this  article.  Year  2006  wraps  up  a  3  year  negotiated 
teachers  contract.  A  new  contract  cycle  begins  in  2006.  Increases  reflect  a  cost  of  living 
increase  of  4.7%.  The  next  three  year  contract  cycle  reflects  increases  ties  to  inflation  for 
the  next  2  years  as  indicted  by  consumer  price  index. 

He  also  provided  a  graph  showing  comparisons  of  Lyme  teacher  salaries  and  surrounding 
communities. 

Article  5  was  passed  in  the  AFFIRMATIVE  by  Voice  Vote. 


ARTICLE  6.  Dick  Jones  made  the  motion  that  the  District  determine  and  fix  the  salaries 
of  school  district  officers  as  follows:  School  District  Treasurer  $800.00;  School 
District  Clerk  $75.00;  School  District  Moderator  $75.00.  The  amounts  in  this  article 
are  included  in  Article  2.  The  school  board  and  the  budget  committee  recommend 
this  appropriation. 

SECONDED 

Article  6  voted  in  the  AFFIRMATIVE  by  Voice  Vote. 

ARTICLE  7.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  this  meeting. 

Laszlo  Bardos  recognized  the  extraordinary  service  provided  to  the  Lyme  School  District 
by  out-going  school  board  members  Mark  Tecca  and  Brian  Cook. 

Peter  Glenshaw  recognized  out-going  Board  chairman,  Laszlo  Bardos  for  his 
inspirational  and  exceptional  leadership  to  the  School  Board  members  and  the  Lyme 
community  over  the  last  six  years  of  his  service. 

All  out-going  School  Board  members  received  a  round  of  applause. 

Steve  Dayno,  a  Lyme  teacher  offered  thanks  to  the  School  Board  for  their  help  and 
support  on  behalf  of  the  teaching  and  support  staff  at  the  school. 

Bill  Waste  acknowledged  Principal  Gerry  Clancy  and  offered  him  best  wishes  on  his 
retirement.  Mr.  Clancy  also  received  applause  in  recognition  of  his  services  during  his 
time  as  Lyme's  principal.

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  Lyme  School  District  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  2006,  we  considered  the  School 
District's  internal  control  structure  in  order  to  determine  the  scope  of  our  auditing  procedures  for  the  puipose  of  expressing  our 
opinions  on  the  financial  statements..  Our  review  of  these  systems  was  not  intended  to  provide  assurance  on  the  internal  control 
structure  and  should  not  be  relied  on  for  that  purpose. 

Under  the  standards  established  by  the  American  Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants,  reportable  conditions  involve  matters 
coming  to  our  attention  relating  to  significant  deficiencies  in  the  design  or  operation  of  the  internal  control  structure  that,  in  our 
judgment,  could  adversely  affect  the  School  District's  ability  to  record,  process,  summarize,  and  report  financial  data  consistent  with 
the  assertions  of  management  in  the  financial  statements  A  material  weakness  is  a  reportable  condition  in  winch  the  design  or 
operation  of  one  or  more  of  the  internal  control  structure  elements  does  not  reduce  to  a  relatively  low  level  the  risk  that  errors  or 
irregularities  caused  by  error  or  fraud,  in  amounts  that  would  be  material  in  relation  to  the  financial  statements  being  audited,  may 
occur  and  not  be  detected  within  a  timely  period  by  employees  ia  the  normal  course  of  performing  their  assigned  functions  Our 
consideration  of  the  internal  control  structure  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  matters  in  die  internal  control  structure  that  might 
constitute  reportable  conditions  and,  accordingly,  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  reportable  conditions  that  are  also  considered  to 
be  material  weaknesses  as  defined  above.

Summary 


This  has  been  an  exciting  year  for  the  Lyme  School.  In  addition  to  welcoming  our 
new  principal,  Jeff  Valence,  we  are  pleased  to  see  an  increase  in  our  elementary 
student  population  (growing  from  170  to  186)  as  well  as  some  of  the  highest 
scores  in  the  Upper  Valley  for  reading,  writing  and  math  in  the  NECAP 
standardized  tests.  We  are  in  the  midst  of  preparing  a  second  five-year  strategic 
plan  for  the  Lyme  School,  which  will  be  ready  by  June  2007,  and  remain  grateful 
for  the  consistent  and  enthusiastic  support  we  receive  from  parents,  teachers,  staff, 
and  citizens  of  Lyme. 

Proposed  2007/2008  Expense  Budget 

A  number  of  significant  nondiscretionary  items  are  driving  the  budget  increase 
this  year.  The  nondiscretionary  increase  is  $339,000  or  8.4%  of  the  total  budget. 
The  discretionary  increase  is  $24,000  or  0.6%  of  the  total  budget,  and  an 
additional  $94,000  or  2.3%  is  being  added  to  our  reserve  accounts  for  special 
education  and  high  school  tuition. 

High  School  Tuition 

Total  high  school  tuition  costs  will  increase  by  about  $102,000.  While  the  total 
number  of  high  school  students  is  flat,  more  students  than  last  year  are  expected  to 
attend  Hanover  High  School  (HHS).  The  tuition  increase  is  estimated  to  be  8% 
for  Hanover  and  6.75%  for  Thetford. 

High  School  Special  Education 

A  major  increase  in  the  high  school  budget  is  $136,000  for  additional  out-of- 
district  placements  for  students  needing  special  education. 

Health  Insurance 

Health  insurance  costs  will  rise  8%)  over  last  year's  rates.  In  addition,  some 
additional  employees  have  elected  to  take  health  insurance  this  year.  This  results 
in  an  increase  of  $46,000. 

New  Hampshire  Retirement 

New  Hampshire  retirement  costs  will  increase  about  $30,000  due  to  required 
employer  contributions.  For  teachers,  the  rate  is  5.8%  of  teachers'  gross  salaries. 
This  is  an  unprecedented  2%  increase  brought  about  by  a  shaky  stock  market  in 
2001-2002.  Teachers  contribute  5%  of  their  gross  salary  and  the  state  contributes 
3.13%  to  the  retirement  fund.  Retirement  payments  are  made  on  behalf  of  the 
other  employees  also. 
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Special  Education  Aide 

In  order  to  meet  the  educational  requirements  for  a  Lyme  student,  a  special 
education  aide  has  been  hired  this  year  and  will  be  required  for  next  fiscal  year  at  a 
cost  of  $24,000. 

Budget  Overview 

High  School  Expenses 

The  high  school  portion  of  the  budget  represents  40%  of  the  budget  and  is 
expected  to  increase  about  $238,000.  This  increase  was  explained  above. 

Elementary  School  Expenses 

The  elementary  school  and  administration  budgets  represent  60%  of  the  budget 
and  will  increase  by  $219,000.  Items  of  note  other  than  mentioned  above: 

•  Teachers'  salaries:  Per  the  negotiated  agreement,  the  teachers  receive  an 
annual  increase  of  the  Northeast  Urban  Consumer  Price  Index  monthly 
average  from  October  2005  through  September  2006  plus  %%.  This  results 
in  a  4.27%o  increase.  There  are  very  small  FTE  (full-time  equivalent) 
increases  this  year:  0.05  of  additional  math;  0.2  of  additional  French  and 
0.5  of  additional  social  studies,  offset  by  a  0.53  decrease  in  a  5th  grade 
position.  This  net  additional  0.22  FTE  of  time  is  to  accommodate  the  larger 
population  in  middle  school. 

•  Building  renovations  were  reduced  $10,000  due  to  the  tight  budget. 

•  Food  service  operations  have  been  improving.  The  menu  is  set  based  upon 
the  highest  selling  lunches,  resulting  in  close  to  100  lunches  sold  daily.  A 
$10,000  deficit  is  budgeted,  which  is  a  $4,000  improvement  over  the 
2006/07  budget  and  almost  a  $10,000  improvement  over  actual  2005/06. 

Trust  Funds 

We  believe  it  is  prudent  to  allocate  funds  to  the  high  school  trust  reserve  on  an 
annual  basis  and  have  allocated  up  to  $50,000  in  surplus  from  the  budget  for  this 
purpose.  In  previous  years,  our  practice  has  been  to  include  at  least  two 
unexpected  students  in  enrollment  estimates  and  account  for  them  in  our  operating 
budget.  Going  forward,  we  wish  to  use  the  trust  fund  for  "phantom  students"  and 
have  allocated  an  additional  $33,000  to  the  trust  for  this  purpose. 

The  School  Board  believes  that  it  has  the  fiduciary  responsibility  to  maintain  an 
adequate  balance  in  the  special  education  reserve  for  unexpected  costs  and  has 
allocated  an  additional  $25,000  to  this  fund.

LYME  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 
ANNUAL  REPORT  2006 

As  this  is  my  first  Town  Principal's  report  it  was  suggested  that  I  introduce  myself 
briefly.  My  family  and  I  moved  to  Lyme  this  past  summer  from  Dover-Foxcroft,  Maine, 
where  I  was  the  associate  head  of  school  at  Foxcroft  Academy.  Prior  to  that  I  worked  in 
private  boarding  and  day  schools  in  rural  New  York  and  New  Jersey  as  an  associate 
headmaster,  academic  dean,  English  teacher  and  science  teacher.  My  wife,  two  daughters 
and  I  have  been  visiting  family  in  Lyme  for  the  past  decade  and  when  we  decided  to 
move  we  knew  exactly  where  we  wanted  to  go.  We  have  been  very  happy  with  our 
choice.  Lyme  is  the  kind  of  small  town  we  have  grown  accustomed  to  living  in,  yet  it  has 
many  resources  typically  unavailable  to  rural  communities.  We  feel  very  fortunate  to  live 
in  Lyme. 

The  Lyme  school  has  enjoyed  a  busy  and  exciting  fall,  filled  with  new  and  old  traditions. 
As  I  read  through  past  principals'  letters  this  summer,  I  noted  that  one  tradition  has  been 
the  inclusion  of  John  Dewey's  quote  at  the  top  of  each  of  Gerry  Clancy's  annual  reports: 

"What  the  best  and  wisest  parent  wants  for  his  own  child, 
that  must  the  community  want  for  all  its  children.  " 

It  is  an  important  passage  to  remember  as  it  speaks  to  the  premise  of  public  education  that 
so  many  of  us  have  directly  benefited  from.  Other  traditions  persist  as  well:  the  first  day 
of  school  procession  and  assembly,  multi-age  activities,  weekly  newsletters  and  the 
middle-school  drama  program,  to  name  a  few.  To  these  traditions  we  have  added 
morning  meeting,  which  takes  place  three  mornings  per  week,  one  of  which  is  led  by  the 
student  council.  We  also  celebrated  Lyme  School's  100th  anniversary  this  year  with 
many  activities  and  with  the  help  and  contribution  of  a  number  of  community  members. 

As  a  community  school  we  work  hard  to  find  ways  that  we  can  serve  our  younger 
citizens,  as  well  as  those  who  have  graduated,  in  some  cases  long  ago,  from  elementary 
school.  To  this  end  we  have  begun  to  work  with  various  individuals  to  coordinate 
opportunities  for  the  entire  community  to  participate  in.  One  such  program,  which  has 
already  begun,  is  run  through  the  Upper  Valley  Music  Center  to  teach  string  instruments 
(such  as  the  violin  and  cello).  So  far  we  have  as  many  adults  participating  as  we  do 
students.  This  program,  and  programs  like  it,  take  place  in  the  afternoons  and  are  funded 
by  individual  fees  paid  to  the  organization  providing  the  program.  We  hope  to  bring 
opportunities  to  the  Lyme  community  which  would  otherwise  require  residents  to  drive  to 
Hanover  or  Lebanon  to  enjoy. 

We  are  also  in  the  midst  of  developing  our  strategic  plan  under  the  direction  of  Board 
Chair  Peter  Glenshaw.  This  will  be  Lyme  School's  second  strategic  plan  and  is  intended 
to  inform  and  direct  priorities  and  programs  of  the  school  over  a  period  of  five  years. 
The  previous  strategic  plan  ended  last  year. 
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Teachers  have  been  working  to  craft  a  document  to  define  the  school's  academic  mission. 
This  document  will  support  the  continuity  of  instruction  to  develop  core  skills  and 
articulate  developmental  expectations.  It  will  also  allow  us  to  incorporate  state  and 
national  performance  standards  into  our  instruction  to  ensure  we  are  preparing  our 
students  at  the  levels  necessary  to  compete  in  the  larger  academic  and  occupational 
markets. 

This  year  we  have  also  seen  a  growth  in  the  number  of  students  in  our  school,  totaling 
186.  This  reverses  a  trend  which  saw  enrollment  gradually  decreasing  over  the  last  few 
years.  This  past  August  we  welcomed  12  new  students. 

I  have  thoroughly  enjoyed  getting  to  know  everyone  over  the  last  few  months.  We  can 
be  very  proud  of  our  school.  The  Lyme  School  faculty  and  staff  remain  committed  to 
improving  our  school,  adapting  to  the  growing  expectations  of  society  and  maintaining 
the  friendly,  nurturing  and  accessible  environment  that  the  Lyme  School  is  known  for. 

Please  stop  by  any  time  to  share  your  thoughts,  hear  about  what  is  new  and  reminisce 
about  the  traditions  which  have  endured  the  test  of  time.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HEAD  OF  SCHOOL 
THETFORD  ACADEMY  2007 

We  continue  to  welcome  Lyme  students  at  the  Academy  under  the  terms  of  our 
partnership  agreement,  guaranteeing  admission  for  those  who  choose  our  school. 
Enrollment  reached  a  record  high  this  fall,  as  we  reached  the  limit  of  400  students 
and  had  to  turn  away  some  applicants  from  other  Upper  Valley  towns.  Our 
students  from  Lyme  come  with  solid  skills  and  a  positive  orientation  toward 
learning,  as  well  as  a  range  of  talents.  They're  prepared  for  active  roles  as  learners 
and  leaders,  and  we're  glad  to  have  them  in  this  school  community. 

This  fall  Thetford  Academy  adopted  a  new  strategic  plan,  setting  out  goals  for  the 
next  three-year  cycle.  We  developed  the  plan  in  consultation  with  all  the  school's 
constituents:  students,  employees,  parents,  trustees,  community  members  and 
partner  school  boards.  Our  actions  to  complete  this  plan  have  just  begun,  but  I  can 
report  some  progress  while  explaining  the  things  we  hope  to  accomplish  by  2009. 

Academic  standards:  The  first  priority  of  this  strategic  plan,  as  in  past  years,  is 
to  continue  raising  the  level  of  challenge  for  students.  Our  premise  is  that  whether 
they  are  work-bound  or  college-bound,  all  students  should  master  the  essential 
skills  and  knowledge  needed  for  success  beyond  high  school.  They  should  leave 
the  Academy  as  proficient  readers,  writers,  critical  thinkers,  and  problem-solvers. 
They  should  have  the  capacity  for  continued  learning  and  active  engagement  in  the 
demanding  world  of  the  21st  century.  We  believe  that  every  student  can  meet 
these  challenging  expectations. 

This  year,  we're  working  with  a  set  of  eight  essential  Learning  Standards  or  "vital 
results,"  in  the  areas  of  Responsibility,  Reflection,  Reading,  Writing,  Reasoning  & 
Problem-Solving,  Investigation,  Expression,  and  Service.  Teachers  are  revising 
curriculum  and  instruction  to  ensure  that  all  students  will  be  able  to  meet  these 
standards  by  actively  demonstrating  their  skills  and  knowledge.  When  we  have 
this  system  ready,  students  will  need  to  show  us  their  mastery  through  projects, 
exhibitions,  performances,  and  portfolios,  as  well  as  tests  and  written  work.  Some 
elements  of  this  new  system  are  in  use  on  a  trial  basis  this  year,  but  we  are  still  in 
the  design  phase  and  have  not  yet  made  graduation  contingent  on  meeting  these 
expectations.  Our  goal  is  to  have  the  new  diploma  requirements  in  place  for 
freshmen  within  two  years:  the  entering  class  of  2012. 

The  Strategic  Plan  calls  for  us  to  coordinate  curriculum  with  partner  schools,  to 
make  sure  the  sequence  of  skill  development  is  as  consistent  as  possible;  this  is 
obviously  best  for  students  as  they  move  from  one  school  to  another.  A  new 
direction  in  this  work  will  have  important  implications  for  Lyme  students  who 
attend  TA  in  the  future.  Our  middle  school  teachers  have  decided  to  adopt  a  set  of 
eighth-grade  standards,  focused  on  a  portfolio  of  each  student's  best  work,  to  will 
help  prepare  them  for  the  expectations  at  high  school  level.  TA  seventh-  and 
eighth-graders  will  begin  working  on  meeting  these  standards  next  year.     We 
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therefore  need  to  work  with  all  partner  schools  to  support  a  good  transition  for 
students  who  come  to  us  in  ninth  grade.  Since  we  already  find  that  Lyme  students 
generally  arrive  well  prepared  and  ready  to  learn,  we  expect  that  closer 
coordination  of  our  programs  can  only  help  them. 

Enrichment  and  innovation:  The  Strategic  Plan  emphasizes  that  the  Academy 
should  offer  a  rich  curriculum  with  varied  choices  and  many  forms  of  support,  so 
that  students  can  discover  and  demonstrate  their  unique  talents.  A  diverse  and 
creative  co-curricular  program  complements  this  aim  by  expanding  the 
opportunities  for  exploration  and  challenge.  To  support  this,  we  expect  to  have 
each  student  maintain  a  Personal  Learning  Plan,  beginning  in  grade  7,  that  will 
promote  individual  responsibility  for  learning  goals  and  pathways  to  graduation. 
Other  objectives  in  this  area  include  ongoing  improvements  in  our  technology 
network  and  equipment,  so  that  teachers  can  pursue  the  full  potential  of 
technology  as  a  learning  tool.  We  also  expect  to  expand  options  for  independent 
study  and  applied  learning.  In  addition,  the  Strategic  Plan  calls  for  a  greater  range 
of  co-curricular  activities,  encompassing  wellness,  athletics,  performing  arts,  fine 
arts,  scholastic  challenges,  service,  and  community  building.  Having  had  the 
surprise  honor  of  being  named  Vermont's  Arts  Advocate  of  the  Year  this  fall,  I'm 
especially  interested  in  continuing  support  for  arts  of  all  kinds.  Students  have 
shown  us  that  this  is  a  powerful  way  to  learn. 

Professional  development  and  leadership:  Last  year,  the  Academy  served  as  a 
pilot  site  for  the  Vermont  School  Coaching  project,  funded  by  a  major  grant  from 
the  Bay  and  Paul  Foundations.  We  were  also  one  of  six  schools  selected  to  work 
with  UVM  and  the  Department  of  Education  in  a  reform  program  called  "High 
Schools  on  the  Move."  Both  programs  are  continuing,  with  a  focus  on 
professional  teamwork  and  leadership.  As  teachers  assume  greater  shared 
responsibility,  we're  also  looking  at  the  role  of  the  administration  in  guiding  and 
supporting  their  work.  As  the  "Head  Learner,"  I'm  finding  these  opportunities 
especially  rewarding,  since  I  too  am  thinking  in  new  ways  and  expanding  my  own 
vision  of  what  we  can  do  here. 

Facilities:  Finally,  as  part  of  strategic  planning  for  Thetford  Academy's  future, 
improvement  of  facilities  is  essential  to  ensure  that  coming  generations  of  students 
and  faculty  will  have  an  environment  that  encourages  learning.  Over  the  last  five 
years,  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  conducted  a  thorough  survey  of  all  buildings  and 
grounds  needs,  with  a  focus  on  systems,  space,  and  sustainability  to  meet  current 
and  future  program  needs.  This  study  led  to  a  Master  Facilities  Plan  that  identified 
the  following  as  the  highest  priority: 

•  Expand  and  modernize  the  science  department  labs  and  classrooms 

•  Expand  and  modernize  performing  arts  areas 

•  Create  a  food  service  /  student  center  facility 

•  Build  a  safe,  modern  physical  fitness  center 

•  Construct    an    auditorium    suitable    for    meetings,    presentations,    and 
performances 
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The  design  by  Banwell  Architects  is  expected  to  have  long-term  viability,  provide 
good  value,  and  promote  energy  efficiency. 

At  an  estimated  cost  of  $10.6  million,  this  project  will  be  a  major  investment. 
There  will  be  no  impact  on  next  year's  budget  (Fiscal  Year  2008)  but  following 
that  a  portion  of  the  project  cost  will  be  included  in  the  tuition  rate.  The  trustees 
have  committed,  however,  to  fund  30%  of  the  construction  cost  with  non-tuition 
dollars,  with  the  expectation  that  fundraising  will  continue  during  and  beyond  the 
construction  period.  This  past  fall,  the  Vermont  Economic  Development 
Authority  approved  the  project's  eligibility  for  tax-exempt  bonds,  which  should 
allow  significant  savings  compared  to  other  options  for  financing. 

The  target  date  for  starting  construction  is  spring  of  2008,  with  work  continuing 
through  the  following  year.  We  look  forward  very  much  to  the  result.  Since 
Academy  teachers  have  developed  award-winning  curriculum  in  the  arts  and 
sciences,  more  students  each  year  sign  up  for  advanced  courses  in  these  subjects. 
This  project  will  finally  give  them  the  safe  and  modern  environment  they  deserve 
to  do  their  best  work.  Modernized  labs  and  an  additional  science  classroom  will 
eliminate  overcrowding  and  safety  concerns.  There  will  be  more  course  electives 
in  science,  forestry  and  horticulture.  New  facilities  for  performing  arts  will  also 
expand  the  options  for  students  in  music  and  drama,  providing  space  for 
instruction,  practice,  and  rehearsal,  along  with  a  theater  large  enough  for  high- 
quality  school  and  community  productions.  Upgrading  physical  education  and 
food  service  space  is  also  a  critical  need;  growing  national  awareness  and  new 
federal  regulations  point  to  the  importance  of  fitness,  health,  and  nutrition  in 
supporting  academic  success.  As  the  Academy  works  toward  raising  the  level  of 
challenge  with  its  new  graduation  standards,  all  aspects  of  the  learning 
environment  should  promote  high  achievement.  This  project  will  meet  those 
needs  for  the  next  generation  of  graduates.
